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London, March 27. — Official cable- 
grams which passed between London 
I and Vienna today support the hope 
| that an amicable settlement of the 
' Austro-Servian crisis is appreciably 
j nearer. Sir Edward Grey, the British 
foreign secretary, and Baron von 
[Ashrenthal, the Austro-Hungarian 
< foreign minister, have not as yet cle- 
I elded upon the wording of the note in 
| which Servia is to make formal re- 
nunciation of her aspirations, but the 
differences between the two ministers 
are so small that diplomats hold It to 
, be Inconceivable that they can stand 
in the way of an agreement. 

Foreign Secretary Grey had to over- 
come the greatest difficulties to reach 
the present stage, and criticisms of M. 
Iswolsky's failure to support him at 
critical times are becoming general. 
Russia's announcement that she was 
prepared to recognize the annexation 
of Bosnia and Herzgovlna by Austria, 
which did not reach London until after 
it was published on tho continent, Is 
considered particularly unfortunate. 
It was the only remaining card the 
powers held against Austria, and if 
France had followed her ally Instead 
of Great Britain, Sir Edward's efforts 
toward a peaceful solution of the ques- 
tion would have probably come to 
naught. 

"Russia's weakness throughout," said 
a diplomat today, "has enabled Austria 
with the support of Germany, to tri- 
umph over the other powers. Great 
Britain and France could not under 
any circumstances enter into war, and 
| the condition of Russia's finances and 
I army made it Impossible for her to do 
I so. So long as Russia continued to 
! speak as a representative of the Slavs,

Vancouver, March. 27.— A party of ' 
Nebraska capitalists Including several 
Individuals of prominence, may Invest 
a million or two of dollars in British 
Columbia timber limits. For the pur- 
pose of Investigating meritorious pro- 
positions along the Pacific coast tho 
visitors will spend a month In Van- 
couver, Victoria, Seattle and Portland. 
Tho Nebraskans reached here yester- 
day, after making several stops in tho 
Belklrks and Rockies. They are guests 
at the hotel Vancouver. 

"We are visiting the coast for two 
reasons. The main one is to make 
investments in timber, and the other 
Is to Insure a certain supply of lumber 
for our plant," said Col. L. T. Robertn, 
general manager of the Standard 
Bridge company of Omaha. 

"Although we mainly build bridges, 
we use vast quantities of lumber for 
other purposes in connection with our 
enterprise. To be independent of the 
dealers, wo propose to buy our own 
limits, as we foresee a revival of In- 
dustrial prosperity at an early date. 

"Apart from this proposition the 
members of our party have organized 
a syndicate with a view to purchasing 
timber limits. AVo are ready to con- 
sider any proposition of merit. If we 
can secure what We are after wc 
shall part with good money for Brit- 
ish Columbia timber limits. We have 
already under consideration several 
big propositions in Oregon, and these 
we intend to examine in person. It 
Is likely that wo will also erect saw- 
mills, but all this depends on circum- 
stances. We will also Inspect tracts 
in Washington. 

"Wo are all delighted with Vancou- 
ver. Real estate hero looks so good 
to some of pur party that they are 
now down/toivn talking to brokers.

FINDS NEW DROCESS 
FOR PRODUCING PULP 

Minnesota Professor Gets a 
Valuable Yield From Fir 
Wood 



Minneapolis, March 27.— A method 
which Dean George D. Frankforter, of 
tho College of Chemistry of the Uni- 
versity of Mlnnestoa, said today ho 
had discovered, and by which it is 
claimed that the United States -will 
produce a hundred times as much wood 
pulp paper as was believed posslblo 
is causing interested discussion here. 
It is claimed that the discovery means 
that every cord of fir lumber will yield 
$10 on by-products ulone, and that 
most of the sixty per cent, of a tree 
now wasted will be utilized. 

Dr. Frankforter says he experiment- 
ed for twelve years. He described the 
perfected process as placing small 
pieces of waste wood or saw dust on 
a steel incline over a furnace and forc- 
ing distillation of the waste wood by 
saturating It with carbon dlssulphide 
or gasoline, thus causing the turpen- 
tine and resin to pass off as gases and 
leaving the wood pulp free from pitch 
and perfectly adapted to the manufac- 
ture of paper. The common method of 
distillation leaves the pulp In the form 
of charcoal, chemically of little vahie. 

Dr. Frankfurter extracted from one 
cord of Norway pine worth $7.50 tur- 
pentine worth $-11 and wood pulp worth 
$39, a yield of $S0 from $7.50 worth of 
raw material.

Law Passed By Congress Last 
Session Goes Into Force 
Next Thursday 



Washington, March 27.— After April 
1 next neither opium nor any mixture 
or compound containing opium in any 
form can be legally brought into the 
United States or any of its outlying 
possessions, except for strictly medical 
purposes, 

Carrying into effect a law passed at 
the last session of congress embody- 
ing this restriction, the .secretary of 
the treasury today issued regulations In 
which It is declared that the term 
"opium" shall cover all of the forms, 
includinp- the following named alka- 
loids, their salts or combinations, and 
such others as It may be found neces- 
sary to Include in the future: Mor- 
phine, codeine, .llonine. diacctyl, mor- 
pheme, heroin, peronlne, their chlorides, 
sulphates, phosphates, etc., and nil 
mixtures or preparations containing 
them. 

The term "for medicinal purposes 
only" used in the law is declared to 



Nelson, B. C, March 27. — It was an- 
nounced yesterday that tho B. C. Cop- 
per Co.'s mines and smelter at Green- 
wood would not close down on April 1, 
as lately Intended.

Armed Whites Start for Scene 
and Militia Companies 
Called Out 

. • & 



Oklahoma City, Okla., March 27.— In 
a pitched battle at Hickory camp 
ground tonight between a "posse of 
five officers and twenty Creek In- 
dians of the Snake clan, Officers Ed- 
ward Daun and Herbert Odom, both 
of Checolah, wero killed. Frank Jones 
and William Carr, other members of 
the posse, escaped without injury and 
fled to the settlement, where the news 
of the battle was telephoned to Sheriff 
Odom. 

Frank Swift, a member of the 
posse of officers s'ent to the homo of 
Chitti Harjo, chief of the Snake clan 
of the Creek Indians, to servo a war- 
rant on the chief, was not killed, but 
was probably fatally wounded. Her- 
bert Odom, son of the sheriff of Mc- 
intosh county, and Edward Daun, city 
marshal of Checolah, wero klllod out- 
right. Swift dragged himself from tho 
scene of the battle and was later 
picked up by Wm, Carr, one of the 
escaping officers, and taken to Pierce, 
a station a mile away. Frank Jones, 
another of the posso who escaped, 
boarded a train at Pierce and went 
to Checolah, bearing some details of 
the battle . 

The officers, having heard that tho 
Indiana and negroes wero again peace- 
able after the battle of Thursday 
morning, approached the cabin of 
Harjo, near Hickory camp grour.d, 
without fear. As they entered the 
chief's yard twenty guns were levelled 
upon them from as many men In tho 
house and around tho corners. Odom 
and Daun fell dead and Swift was 
seriously wounded. Jones ran some 
yards and hid hlmsolf in a clump of 
trees until the Indians disappeared. 
Then he hurried to Pierce. 

'Within thirty minutes of the time 
when reports of the battle reached 
Checolah, a hundred men wore armed. 
Every available gun; and practically 
all the ammunition in town were 
taken. In an hour fifty men wero 
marching toward Hickory ground. 
When the news reached Muskogee, 
officers Immediately Issued a call for 
men, and in a short time a posso of 
fifty were ready to march. From 
Henrietta and Weleetka men will also 
go tonight to Pierce, tho place se- 
lected for mobilization. 

At 11 o'clock tonight Adjutant Gen- 
eral Canton had wired Col. Roy Hoff- 
man of Chandler to call Immediately 
four companies of the state guard for 
mobilization. Companies at Oklahoma 
City, Chandler, Muskogee and Durant 
will probably depart soon for Henri- 
etta.. 

A despatch from Checolah says that 
the Snake Indians have been pur- 
chasing rifles and ammunition for a 
month, and that they a/re supplied 
with powder and lead enough to last 
them two days. Harjo, who had so 
often within the past two years ex- 
pressed displeasure at the restraint of 
law, and has often called his men Into 
council on that account, is believed 
to be determined to make a firm 
stand in behalf of his ideas of liberty.

— The execu- 
tive board of the eastern division of 
the Amalgamated Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers' association today decided not 
to accept the reduction of wages as 
made by iron companies of the divi- 
j slon. Tho action will affect nearly 
10,000 iron workers, comprising tho 
puddlers and helpers, and will be- 
come effective with the day shifts on 
Monday. 

The employees of the Reading Iron 
company to the number of 1,000, in 
session following tho board meeting, 
sustained the action of tho board and 
decided to reject the wage reduction 
of the company. The cut Is from 
$4.50 to $3.7f) per ton for puddling and 
proportionately for all others. The 
eastern division comprises all of the 
eastern half of Pennsylvania.. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Vice-President James B. MIncher, of 
,thc eastern division of tho Amal- 
gamated Iron, steel and tin workers' 
national association. Secretary Tlghe 
of Pittsburg, represented National 
President McArdle. It was rumored 
that a large percentage of the men 
will not be governed by the action of 
the meeting, and will return to work 
on Monday. Tho session was stormy 
throughout, and there wore mutter- 
ings among the helpers, indicating that 
they did not consider themselves 
treated fairly.

CONGRESS IN LONDON 
ON ALCOHOLISM 



First of These 'Gatherings Held 
in Englanci. ,to Meet in 

July 



London, March 20. — The biennial In- 
ternational Congress on Alcoholism, 
which will assemble In London In July 
next, lias always met in previous years 
in continental cities. The first meeting, 
21 years ago. whs at Antwerp; tho last, 
In 1907. at Stockholm. The congress of 
1000 will bo noteworthy as being the 
first that lias gathered together on 
British soil. The office of lionory pres- 
ident, which was lllled at Stockholm 
by the Crown Prince of Sweden, Is to 
be occupied this year by the Duke of 
Connuught. Tho chairman of tho com- 
mittee Is tho Dean of Hereford, the 
Hon. Mrs. Eliot Yorke is the vice-pres- 
ident, and Lord BIddulph of Ledbury 
is the treasurer. The delegates, who 
will number a'oout 1,300. will come from 
the United States of America and from 
Canada and South Africa. The govern- 
ments of the countries which are rep- 
resented at the congress will be in- 
vited by tin; foreign office to send also 
official delegates. Two years ago Dr. 
R. W. Brunthwalto was appointed in 
this way to represent Groat Britain at 
tho Stockholm congress. 

The congress will be opened on Mon- 
day, July 10, at the Imperial Institute, 
but there will be an official service in 
St. Paul's Cathedral on the preceding 
afternoon, when the Bishop of Croydon 
will he tho preacher. Other services in 
connection with the congress will be 
held at the various churches, ami for 
members of the Roman Catholic church 
a special service will be arranged at 
Westminster Cathedral. While tho head- 
quarters of the congress will be at the 
Imperial Institute, the general meet- 
ings will r JC held in the Kensington 
town hall. The sectional sittings, 
however, will take place in the confer- 
ence rooms at the Imperial Institute, 
and adjoining buildings. There will 
be six general meetings during tiie week 
and among the speakers on various 
phases of tho temperance question will 
bo the following: Miss Cora Stoddart, 
Boston. U. S. A.: Herr J. Conser, Ber- 
lin; Mme. Alii Trygg-Holenlus, Helsing- 
fors; Dr. Krnn Deutch and Dr. 1ml Doczl, 
Budapest; Mrs. Bramwell Booth. Sir T. 
1'. Whlttakcr, M. P., Professor Hercod, 
Lausanne; Dr. Daum, Vienna; Herr Vic- 
tor, Bremen; Lieutenant-Colonel A. B 
McHardy, C. B.. Edinburgh; Dr. Le- 
grain, Paris, and Dr. It. W. Branthwaite 
In the afternoons various special ses- 
sions will be held, among them an ydu 
ational session and meetings of a scl 
entitle section. The speakers at tho 
former will be Miss A. W. Richardson, 
Mr. H. Tbulin, Stockholm, and Herr J. 
Peterson, Kiel. At tiie meetings of the 
scientific section papers will be read by 
Professor G. Sims Woodhead, Dr. W. 
H. P.. Rivers, Professor Laitnon, Hel- 
singfors; Professor Clouston, and Dr. P. 
W. Mott. 

An officlnl reception for members of 
the congress is being arranged for Mon- 
day, the opening day, at the Imperial 
Institute. On Tuesday there will r :>e a 
medical reception at the London Temper- 
ance hospital and in the evening Pro- 
fessor Laltnen will deliver the "Nor- 
man Kerr" memorial lecture. A public 
demonstration will take place on Wed- 
nesday and a ladles' meeting on Friday, 
while on Saturday there will bo a ju- 
venile choral festival and procession at 
the Alexandra Palace, nnd a closing 
banquet and farewell meeting. The del- 
egate.'! will be enabled during the con- 
gress to pay visits to various places of 
interest in London and the vicinity.

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A SERIOUS COMPLAINT 

Many complaints have readied us 
concerning the insufficient notice given 
by the Water Commissioner oC in- 
tention to shut off the' water oast of 
Douglas Ktreet yesterday. We cannot 
iiclp thinking that there was exceed- 
ingly poor Judgment shown by some 
one. In the first place, to shut oft 
water on Saturday of all days seems 
ail inexplicable thing, unless there 
y.-ns an absolute necessity to do so. 
In the second place, longer and more 
prominent notice ought to have been 
given. It may be that every ono 
ought to take the papers and read tho 
advertisements, but unfortunately a 
great many people do not take a daily 
paper, and a good many of those who 
do never think of reading all the ad- 
vertisements. When water Is to be 
Uhut off, notice ought to be given for 
a sufficient time in advance to make it 
reasonably sure that all consumers 
will be able to provide themselves with 
enough to last them until it is turned 
on again. Small posters tacked to the 
electric light poles would be a good 
way of informing those of the public 
Who do not take the papers or read 
advertisements. 

I EVERYDAY THINGS. 

Many a man is ready to die for his 
country, but he Is unwilling to take 
an ax and drive in a protruding nail 
In the sidewalk in front of his own 
premises. It Is said to be a sweet 
and noble thing, to perish on behalf of 
our native land. It may not he par- 
ticularly sweet and noble to do the 
other thing mentioned, but the latter 
exhibits good citizenship. 

We know a lot of people who are 
confident of the future of the British 
Empire; they even are satisfied that 
Canada may become a great nation, 
and sometimes they will sufficiently 
unbend to acknowledge that British 
Columbia is destined to be a! great 
province. But when you take up any 
particular place, say for instance, Vic- 
toria, they do not know. When a visi- 
tor says to them that the town is 
growing, they reply: "Yes. a lot of 
new people are coming here but the 
Lord only knows how they live." Now 
how these new people live Is none 
of the business of the older residents. 
Just here an observation in political 
economy may bo made. The people 
of this world do not live by producing 
things to sell to the people of other 
worlds. They live by producing things 
for themselves and for each other. 
Follow this idea out and you will see 
that a city may grow and be pros- 
perous simply because it is growing 
and is prosperous. It is not necessary 
to go peering around the whole ter- 
restrial sphere to discover the source 
of Victoria's growth and prosperity. 
After it has reached a certain stage 
of growth, a city can prosper by reason 
of the business done within itself. If 
you will think the matter over a lit- 
tle, you will see that this must be so, 
or else there would be no such thing 
as general prosperity. Just as a com- 
munity consists of individuals, and a 
community is prosperous because the 
individuals are prosperous, so a coun- 
try consists of communities and the 
Kcncral prosperity is made of tho ag- 
gregation of local prosperities, if we 
may be allowed to use the word in 
the plural. 

Another way in which everyday 
citizenship can be demonstrated is by 
an exhibition ol optimism. When the 
other day, before the engines had 
Iceased playing on the ruins of tho 
Broad street block, Mr. F. B. Pem- 
berton made it known that he had 
given instructions for the preparation 
"of the plans for a better building, he 
said the best thing that has been said 
in Victoria for a long time. He gave 
'a stimulus lo tin! optimism of the peo- 
ple, and every ono has felt better 
since. That is exactly tin- sort of 
spirit that Victoria needs, and it af- 
fords an illustration of tho best kind 
of citizenship. Nol many years ago, 
an enterprising business firm decided 
to install a new plant. It was nothing 
Jn connection with a newspaper. 
Forthwith a lot of people began to 
tell their neighbors that the firm was 
hound to come to grief. It bad to 
COme to grief, said they, for did not 
every one know that if there was room 
in Victoria for such a business one 
would have 'been started years ago. 
Well the firm went ahead, and now 
tho critics "point with pride" to what 
it has accomplished. There are some 
amiable gentlemen, who have held 
down the same chairs In their clubs 
for the last thirty-seven years more 
or loss, who live In hourly expectation 
Of Victoria going to What Mr. Man- 
talini used to call "the demnition bow- 
wows." If you told these gentlemen 
that they wore not good citizens, they 
would be indignant, lor they are; 



but they would be more useful citi- 
zens if they would surround them- 
selves with at atmosphere of optimism. 

Mais rovenons aux nos moutonB. Lot 
us get back where wo started. It Is a 
mighty sight easier apparently to die 
for one's country than to live for it 
from day 'to day. Everyday patriot- 
Ism, which finds expression in sorau 
of the little things above mentioned 
and "in the avoidance of tho others, is a 
much more serious piece of business 
than It looks, and vastly more im- 
portant. When Germany threatens 
the Mother Country wo all' want to 
build Dreadnoughts and wo Implore 
the Dominion government to tax us 
for that purpose; but when the sea 
threatens the Dallas Road wo do not 
rise In our might and insist that wo 
shall he tttxed to safeguard it. It is a 
great deal easier to Inform each other 
that the only difference between one 
Aldermanic Board and another is that 
each Is worse than ' the one that pre- 
ceded It. Now, good renders, just put 
on your thinking caps this morning 
and study out for yourselves whether 
you are or are not doing your duty In 
the little things which make life 
worth living and a community worth 
talking about. If you are sure you 
are, all right; but if you have any 
doubt on tho point, begin on Monday 
morning to cultivate the growth of an 
active public sentiment that will not 
be satisfied until the city of Victoria 
is improved until it is In keeping with 
the marvellously beautiful surround- 
ings which Nature has established. 



A STEP AT A TIME 

A writer in one of the British pa- 
pers Is very happy over the prospect 
of colonial co-operation with the Navy 
because he sees in it reason to think 
that Imperial Federation Is approach- 
ing. Imperial Federation Is an ex- 
pression that of Itself moans nothing 
at all. There are federations and fed- 
erations. The States of the American 
Union are federated; so are the pro- 
vinces of Canada; so are the Swiss 
■cantons, so are the component parts 
of the German Empire: so also to a 
ertajjjfL" degree are the component 
parts of the British Empire. Until a 
man tells us what lie means by Im- 
perial Federation, we cannot say 
whether or not we are in favor of it. 
Our Imperialist friends in the Mother 
Country are disposed to ho in too 
ch of a hurry, It is better to hasten 
slowly in empire-building, for in noth 
ing is it easier to make a mistake. It 
has taken conturles to bring the Em 
pire to its present stage; It cannot be 
completed by the passage of a few 
resolutions by a number of well- 
meaning people. We must trust to 
tho agencies which have worked to 
such excellent purpose In the past, to 
the British Instinct for self-govern 
ment, to the Influence of tho Common 
Law, to the formative operation 
what for want of a better name may 
be called our racial traditions, to the 
ttracti.on of mutual Interests, to t lit? 
fraternity developed by mutual de- 
fence. If we, Influenced by these 
things, deal with Imperial problems 
as they arise from day to day, we 
can safely trust those who follow us 
to complete the work. The kindly 
light of history leads us, and we will 
be wise to be satisfied with one step 
at a time. A hundred years ago no 
one would have supposed the British 
Empire of today to be within the 
realm of possibility. 



GREAT SLAVE LAKE. 

The return of Inspector Pelletler, of 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police, 
from his long journey through the 
Barren Lands, has directed attention 
to Unit grout body of fresh water 
known as Great Slave Lake, especially 
as ho says the lake is in a region 
abounding in minerals. It gives some 
idea of the vastness of Canada to be 
told that a member of the R.N.W.M.P. 
force two years ago went into this 
country on his second visit to the In- 
dian tribe living there, and that, when 
he made his former visit, he was the 
first- white man the Indians had ever 
seen. The lake is one of the largest 
fresh-water bodies in the world. At 
one time it was supposed io be larger 
than Lake Superior, but although its 
exact area has yet to lie accurately 
determined, it will probably ho found 
to bo not much more than one-fourth 
the size of that inland sea. It is 300 
miles long, but its greatest width is 
probably not much in excess of fiO 
miles. It is tho largest of a group of 
lakes, and receives the surplus water 
of its smaller neighbors, discharging 
them into the Groat Mackenzie, which 
flows into the Arctic Ocean. The lake 
lies a short distance north of the 
Sixtieth Parallel, and hence It is in a 
region where the winter cold Is severe, 
although 'not so much so to render 
tho district around It uninhabitable. 
Extending t" tho north of it is a 
great rolling region hounded on the 
north by Groat Boar Lake, which is 
nearly twice as large as Great Slave 
Lake. The rolling country Is timbered 
quite heavily, and Is by no means a 
waste land, although a long time will 
doubtless elapse before it is utilized 
to any considerable extent. Not far 
oust of the head of the Lake the Bar- 
ron Grounds begin. Lying within their 
borders are the throe groat rivers, the 
Back or Great Fish river, tho Copper- 
mine and the Dubatint There is 
reason to suppose that very large min- 
eral deposits will be found in this 
region, which has the advantage from 
the prospector's point of'vlew of being 
almost free from glacial drift. That 
native copper Is found on the Copper- 
mine has long been known. Indeed 
this Is the reason for Its nnme. In 
the valleys of the tributaries of the 
Dul. aunt are finite extensive forests, 
and the wood Is of a character that 
may lead one day to the establishment 
of pulp mills on the shores of Hudson 
Bay. 



NAVAL DEFENCE 

The Toronto News devotes two 
columns of Its first page to an article 
urging the Ottawa government to 
act promptly In the mutter of extend- 
ing aid to Great Britain In the naval 
crisis. The News advocates the same 
plan which has been presented in the 
Colonist so often during the past 
three months— the securing of u navy 
to protect our own shores, the vessels 
under all proper circumstances to be 
ut the control of the Admiralty. To 
quote: 

"How would the millions of Egypt 
and India fare under the iron heel of 
Germany? How would the Canadian 
people fare were they deprived of the 
shelter afforded by British prestige'.' 
What would become of our shipping 
on the Atlantic and the Pacific? What 
of our trade with Europe and Asia? 
England, stricken, would mean the 
disappearance of the market which 
takes nearly all our exports — nearly 
all tlie produce of our grain llelds. 
Great Britain subdued, where would 
Canadians secure the capital necessary 
for the development of the country's 
undeniably vast resources'.' British 
capital has built our railways and 
loaned us tho money to dig our canals. 
She furnishes us with the funds for 
municipal improvements and last year 
alone she advancpd no less than $200,- 
000,000. But for our credit in tile Im- 
perial capital the period of depression 
out of which the Duminlon Is only .now 
emerging would have gone as hard 
with us as it lias with the United 
States. Deprived of London's financial 
backing, Canada would be plunged 
into financial ruin, whence it would 
require several generations to deliver 
us. Shorn of Great Britain's prestige 
Canada would be a football of tho 
Great Powers. She constantly would 
be ut the mercy of other nations. Even 
the United States would be unlikely to 
make any treaty concessions to us. As 
long as the British Empire lasts, Can- 
ada has a share in Its noble traditions 
and in tho splendid work It is doing 
for civilization on every continent and 
the isles of the sea. In reply to Ger- 
many's aggressive attitude, New 
Zealand offers a warship to Great 
Britain and Australia probably will 
give one or two Dreadnoughts. Mean- 
while Canada does nothing, except to 
still boast of her wonderful natural 
resources and great potential wealth. 
If we Canadians did our duty we 
Fhould'let Germany know that Britain 
does not stand alone -that we will 
at once build a navy to protect our 
own shores and that our vessels, under 
all proper circumstances will be at 
the call of the British Admiralty."

With the talents 
that appeal to statesmen he combined 
a gift of simple exposition which 
went straight to the. minds of children, 
and for many years his "Citizen Read- 
er" was one of the most valuable pro- 
perties in the book market, it may 
seem easy to write such a book — but 
not to those who have tried. 

Tho Dally Telegraph says: " Pale- 
faced, pale-eyed, pale-haired, witli a 
bitter mouth, a scornful voice, an al- 
most arrogant manner, Arnold-Forster 
looked the very stout, courageous, 
merciless lighter lie was. Arnold- 
Forster had the courage of his opinions 
not only when he agreed with his own 
friends -and associates, but also when 
lie and they differed. He was one of 
I those, for Instance, who never joined 
1 the chorus of admiration of the 
grandiose llgure of Cecil Rhodes, and 
lie was outspoken and even daring In 
Ills disapproval of the Jameson raid. 
It required a good deal of nerve and 
disinterestedness for Arnold-Forster 
to take up such an attitude at a time 
when nearly everybody on ids own side 
| held different views, and when lie ran 
tile risk ot permanently excluding him- 
self from those great oflices or which 
he undoubtedly longed, and which were 
the natural reward of a life so thor- 
oughly devoted to public work. But 
"St' I no Wlls no * a hian who enuld be ex- 
they eluded from ofllce, even though he 
dared public opinion on his own side. 
And when his friends were returned to 
power in 1900 ho was made secretary 
of the admiralty— the natural reward 
of the man who had fought for so 
many years for the strengthening and 




reform of the navy.

Arnold-Forster the House has lost 
one of its most respected men, one of 
the most feurless and penetrating of 
Its critics of naval and military policy.

Tuesday, March S, was, the Pall 
Mall Gazette points out, the forty- 
sixth anniversary of the wedding of 
the King and Queen. "She is as 
charming and beautiful a creature as 
ever passed through a fairly tale," said 
Dean Stanley, and England holds that 
opinion fully at the present time. 
Rarely had the country known such a 
scene, and its parallel was not to be 
until the jubilee celebrations of Queen 
Victoria. At tho wedding there were 
nine hundred guests, and three daugh- 
ters of dukes, marquises, and carls 
acted as bridesmaids. The cake 
weighed a hundredweight, and stood 
G% feet high. After the marriage ISO 
deputations waited on the young 
couple at Marlborough House. It was 
a trying time for both of them, but 
it only ushered in a popularity which 
lias endured until the present day, and 
has had few parallels in our Royal 
annals. At their Majesties' silver wed- 
ing, twenty-one years ago, the Prince 
received, amongst innumerable pre- 
sents, cne from the Emperor Francis 
Joseph which was highly appreciated 
— tlie honorary colonelcy of his Im- 
perial Majesty's 12th Hussars. 'The 
Prince" had been to San Remo, and 
on his homeward way stopped In Paris 
lor the greater part of three days. Ho 
lunched at Bignou's one day, and on 
another with our Ambassador (Lord 
Lyttdil) at tho Embassy. Among his 
Excellency's guests was M. Flourons, 
then Foreign Minister, wdio provoked 
much good-humored "chaff" by ap- 
pearing at the luncheon table in even- 
ing dress. Tho silver wedding fes- 
tivities were chastened by the illness 
or" the then Crown Prince Frederic 
who was slowly wasting away at Villa 
Zlno, San Remo, where he had lust 
been visited by his eldest son, Prince 
William, the Kaiser of today 



In his somewhat doctrinaire method of 
developing ids ideas and in a certain 
lack or geniality in controversy. But 
he was a man of a type which tlio 
House of Commons could ill afford to 
lose. A distinguished member of a 
distinguished family of the intellectual 
aristocracy, lie was always from his 
earliest youth in touch with the things 
of the mind. His disinterestedness 
and genuine public spirit wen: mi- 
denied. We can utter no better wish 
for tlie Conservative party than that 
It may once more begin to attract into 
its ranks men of the calibre of Ar- 
nold- Forster. 

The parliamentary correspondent o 
the Daily Chronicle says: Few men 
on either front bench had a more ex- 
act and detailed knowledge of army and 
navy administration. Nor was his in- 
terest confined to military affairs. lie 
was a serious political student, with 
a vast fund of knowledge and a wide 
range of Interests. Without being In 
the first flight of statesmen, he was a 
man of great capacity, and to his na- 
tural gifts was allied a tireless indus- 
try. He never quite justified his abili- 
ties. Faults of manner, due to Ill- 
health, neutralized his really consid- 
erable gifts. Those who knew him 
best liked him most. Among his Inti- 
mate In private life he was the ten- 
derest and most unselfish of men. Mr. 
Arnold-Forster entered political life 
with high hopes. A grandson of the 
great Dr. Arnold, of Rugby, he was the

Some seven months ago John Ware 
and H. L. Williams became acquainted 
here.

Williams 
appeared to be always short of money 
but he explained that his pay was be- 
ing held back by the B. C. Electric 
company by whom', he alleged, lie was 
employed us a species of secret agent 
engaged in watching the conductors 
and employees and peeing that the 
orders relative to the operation of the 
cars were being properly carried out.' 

From month to month Ware paid 
William's board. They moved twice 
to new lodgings and Ware was evi- 
dently always, ready to advance the 
necessary funds. On several occa- 
sions he asked Williams to return 
some of the money but the latter al- 
ways put him off by saying that by 
the end of the month he would ho- 
ceivo his arrears of wages when the 
debt would be wiped out. 

Last Thursday Williams imparted 
the welcome news to. Ware that the 
officials of the company would ar- 
rive from Vancouver when the money 
would be forthcoming. He left the 
boarding house ostensibly to get his 
back wages and Ware went to work 
with the vision of $11)0 floating before 
his eyes. That is about as far ay he 
got towards the handling of the ac- 
tual cash. When he arrived home in 
the evening and went to William's 
room he found a note for him. Wil- 
liams wrote that lie had received an 
urgent telegram from Tacoma and had 
left on the afternoon boat. All of 
William's effects had been taken away 
by the owner, who did not even take 
the trouble to express his thanks for 
the financial assistance given by 
Ware. 

The latter reported the matter to 
the police but finally decided that the 
best thing be could do would bo to 
grin and bear it and charge the ?1U0 
up to the experience- account. 

Williams, as a matter of fact, was 
not employed by the B. C. Electric 
company in any capacity. He spent 
his thno during the -winter loafing 
about saloons and cigar, stores, toast- 
ing his shins and yarning while Ware 
was working for the money where- 
with William's board and lodging was 
being paid. On one or two occasions 
Ware became suspicious of his friend 
but when he saw Williams standing 
on the street corner making notes of 
the passing cars, as if Checking the 
car schedule, and when on another 
occasion Williams showed hlry marked

HAS NEW SCHEME FOR 
STREET SPRINKLING 



Aid, Humber Wants the Work 
Done on Local Improve- 
ment Plan 



If the resolution which Alderman 
Humber will bring before the city 
council on Monday evening is passed 
the city will make a new departure in 
the method of sprinkling streets. 

Every year at this time the dust and 
dirt problem looms- large upon the 
civic horizon and it is with the object 
of having the matter dealt with early 
and satisfactorily that Alderman 
Humber will introduce the matter. 
He will suggest that the sprinkling 
bo done this year on the local im- 
provement plan, that is, that when 
the majority of the residents on any 
street desire their thoroughfare 
sprinkled, the work will be done and 
the cost charged up ' against the own- 
ers, the city to pay one-third, the 
owners two. 

Heretofore tho work lias been done 
under contract, the city supplying the 
sprinklers while the person to wnom 
tho tender is awarded supplied the 
teams and men. That this system 
did not prove satisfactory last year 
was evident from the strenuous pro- 
tests which occupants on the city's 
leading thoroughfares raised during 
the dusty season. 

To Change Resolution. 

Through an error in rescinding tho 
wrong motion which had been passed 
some time, ago by the city council re- 
lative to the local Improvement work 
Which It Is Intended to do on Gov- 
ernment street between Niagara and 
Toronto 'streets, the council will havo 
to pass another resolution to meet 
tho terms of the arrangements ar- 
rived at between the city and tho 
property owners relative to the widen- 
ing of the sreeet, the," construction of 
a tar macadam pavement and the lay- 
ing ' of permanent walks and boule- 
vards. Work has already been com- 
menced on the Improvements though 
a mistake lias been made in that In- 
stead of taking off ten feet of Die 
property on each side of the roadway 
tile line was surveyed eleven feet six 
inches back from tho present line on 
one side of the street. This has, how- 
ever, been rectified. * 

The resignation of Chief Watson will 
come up for consideration and will be 
formally accepted when instructions 1 
will be given that applications be 
called for the office, applications to 
be in by April 15. 

The following works of local- im- 
provement will be passed: Tar maca- 
dam on Clarence street and the con- 1 
structlon of a surface drain; perman- 
ent walks on both sides of Prior | 
street, between Hillside avenue and 
King's road; permanent sidewalks on 
the north side of Niagara street be- 
tween Menzies street and Clarence 
street.

For the School Girl. 

The larger school girl's sleeves are 
all following the. lines of the same 
features of dresses for grown-ups. 
Puffed or baggy sleeves are seen only 
lis a feature of play suits for small 
girls and buys. What might be des- 
cribed as a half-tight coat .sleeve Is 
now seen In a larger girl's garments, 
and, as a rule, her sleeves are as fully 
trimmed and In much the same way us 
her mother's. I have seen a pretty 
cashmere model for a girl of tin 
years, the sleeves of which were made 
-with horizontal pin tucks throughout 
their length. Also, another (but this 
■was for party wear.) with lengthwise 
shlrrlngs. Neither seemed overtrim- 
med. Many of the new sleeves for 
"dress-up" occasions are three- 
miarter length. Por ordinary school or 
play frocks they are wrist length, 
irinall turned-back cuffs or Hat, plain, 
or embroidered bands finished with a 
narrow eilge of lace or ruchlng usual- 
ly complete such sleeves. 

The little Dutch collars in pique, 
With or without embroidery or frilled 
edge, is usually worn by well-grown 
girls, and the fancy for parting the 
hair on one side and tying it with a 
large ribbon bow just off the contro 
on the opposite side continues to bo 
most popular for girls from seven to 
twelve years old.

At most, such aprons 
an- trimmed with cross-stitch or with 
wash cotton braids, and French ging- 
ham is usually preferred for them.

HERE AND THERE 

| Pew sights are more pleasant these 
I spring mornings than to watch the 
i groups of hoys and girls on their way 
to the schools. Of all ages and sizes 
I from the young ladles and gentlemen 
on their way to the university classes 
to the little tots, proud of their iirst 
school satchel, who will take their 
places in the prjmnry rooms, they arc 
jialr to look upon. Shakespeare's 
I "whining schoolboy" has vanished, 
I though both boys and girls wear 
shining morning faces. Yes, and for 
the most part pretty dresses and com- 
fortable suits. Victoria children are, 
I with but few exceptions, healthy, 
(happy, well fed and well clad, No one 
can doubt as they watch the blight 
faces of the little girls as they chatter 
to one another or the buys, one of 
whom perhaps is carrying a bouquet 
of primroses for his teacher, that 
study is to the majority of the pupils 
a pleasure and that their teachers 
are looked upon as friends. There, la, 
too, a businesslike air about most of 
these pupils in the morning. They are 
all on their way to work, hut it is 
work that the great majority of them 
are interested in and like. 

As they lino up before their school 
many a passer-by stops to note and 
admire the orderly lines of the small 
army who will presently disappear 
within the buildings where they are 
one and all preparing for the battle 
of life. As they separate to take their 
seats in their various classes the 
lookers-on may pause a moment to 
think how short the time will be be- 
fore these girls and boys will till their 
places In tho work-a-day world. Sure- 
ly there can be no more Important 
work done anywhere In this city than 
Is being accomplished by the men and 
women who day by day teach and 
train its future citizens.. The diligence 
and zeal and conscientiousness of tho 
members of the staff of teachers In 
the Victoria schools is known to all 
who have had opportunity of observ- 
ing their work, There is not a subject 
on the crowded curriculum that does 
not get what, in the estimation of each 
teacher, Is its due proportion of at- 
tention, at is indeed an ungracious 
task to suggest to these busy people a 
new subject. And yet is it not true 
that from the time the little boy or 
girl of six or seven leaves the home to 
bo placed in charge of servants of the 
state lessons In citizenship should be 
given'.' Unconsciously the child feels 
that he Is a member of a community. 
The little one finds that during sciiool 
hours there arc many acts, right and 
harmless in themselves, from which 
for the sake of the school he must re- 
frain. All through his school life this 
repression goes on until he. learns to 
do his work quietly. Well Is It for 
him if bis originality is not crushed 
out while he is learning the lesson .of 
self-control. Discipline so enforced 
would have failed of Its highest ob- 
jects. 

* • * 

For citizenship is not all or chiefly 
repression. It is rather the direction 
of aim and effort to a common end. It 
is hero that teaching too often fails. 
The loyalty to one. another, the pride 
in the achievements of each that boys 
show on the football field is too often 
absent from the schoolroom. Our 
schools are not always organizations 
of whose good name every pupil, and 
much more every teacher, is Jealous 
and to whom all are loyal. Such a 
school would be an excellent prepara- 
tion for citizenship. It should not be 
only in sport or in scholarship that 
there Is a healthy and a friendly 
rivalry between the schools but in 
conduct. The rude boy or the flippant 
girl should be made to feel and would 
feel if the right spirit were present 
that ills or her bad conduct was a 
disgrace to the school. It is easy to 
see how such a spirit would result in 
good to the school and how after 
school days were over men and women 
so trained would be ready to work for 
the honor and welfare of their city. 

But there can and should bo even 
moro direct training for citizenship 
than this. Boys and girls cannot learn 
too young that they are Victorians 
and that each must do his Or her little 
part to make it a nice place to live in 
and a beautiful place to look at. That 
there are too mauy of our school 
children who do' not feel this Is but 
evident. 

Yesterday a party of little girls 
might have been seen tramping over a 
boulevard In which the grass Is just 
beginning to grow.

The children 
siie.mod perfectly unconscious that 
they were doing any harm although 
there was plenty of space In the 
neighborhood where they might have 
played. I 

In another part of the city lads, old I 
enough to know better, might have 
been seem throwing papers and scraps j 
of food on the sidewalk. There is not. 
perhaps, any street in Victoria where 
pieces of orange peel, most of which 
have been thrown there by children, 
are not to be found. Fences are scrib- 
bled over and walls are scratched by . 
Idle and sometimes bad children who i 
would not have dared to do such | 
things If there were a healthy public 
opinion among the young people of the 
city. Even in town windows of empty 
houses are broken and In the outskirts 
annoying and wanton destruction is 
the rule where the owners ' leave no 
one In charge of summer houses. All 
this shows that our children, whoever j 
may bo to blame, have not been im- | 
bue'd with the spirit of citizenship. 
They do not feed that pride in their 
city which would cause them to re- 
frain from doing anything that would 
In any way mar Its beauty. Neither 
have they the proper self-respect of a 
sense of the rights of others, without I 
which no one can be a really good 
citizen. While it Is unfair to place 
all the blame of the want of civic i 
pride in our children upon the teach- ' 
ers, it can scarcely be conceived that , 
they could every day in the week and I 
on every opportunity strive to form 
in their pupils a true conception of 
their duties as citizens without their . 
Instruction having more effect. ; 

In almost every city In eastern 
Canada and In many of those In the | 
United States Arbor Day Is observed 
by the pupils of all the public schools. 
On a day In early spring the children 
plant trees either in the school ; 
grounds or in the streets of tho city, j 
They feel an ownership In the streets | 
which year by year their own hands i 
have helped to beautify. In our own 
city nature does not so decisively | 
point out the day on which such i 
planting should be done. Our ueu- | 



sons are longer and their changes are 
not so marked. But It should not be 
impossible to enlist the. help of our 
children in the adornment of our city. 
Some day could he chosen when in tho 
neighborhood of eaeli school, a street, 
a square, or theschool ground Itself 
could he made by the children them- 
selves a place of beauty, if this work 
were undertaken by teachers and 
some prominent citizens with enthu- 
siasm it .would help to Inspire the 
children with that civic pride without 
Which a city cun never he great.

Nationalism in Music 
In the course of an interesting arti- 
cle upon Nationalism In Music, in 
which he puts forward a strong plea 
for a national spirit in the work of the 
American composers, Reginald de Ko- 
ven makes a curious point in the fol- 
lowing paragraph': "It is a curious 
fact that no great national music has 
ever been written among a people liv- 
ing under a republican form of gov- 
ernment, the Swiss are, perhaps, the 
oldest example of a people living per- 
manently under that reglpie, and there 
has never been a Swiss composer of 
any note or of even moderate ability. 
Against this it may. be urged that the 
American democracy is unquestionably 
sui generis; that nothing like it has 
eve" existed before;, and that for this 
reason, being in a position to make 
precedent for ourselves, we need not 
necessarily consider Democracy per so 
as inimical to musical development. 
On the contrary, the very variety of 
the elements which are now forming 
tho American nation would argue In 
favor of the possibility of the founda- 
tion of a national school of music, 
which, in uniting the characteristics 
of many peoples, might In time de- 
velop into something broader and 
stronger, fresher, more vital and more 
spontaneous than anything the world 
has hitherto seen." 

It Is a very nice ideal — a pretty piece 
of dreaming. But so long as the work 
of C'hadwick and Parker, Paine, Foote 
and Company is described as "great," 
and so long as a composer of the merit 
of MaeDowell has to go mad from the 
strain consequent upon his efforts to 
make a living out of Ills profession be- 
fore tile American people can be 
brought to recognize his genius, the 
chances of this "world-beater" music 
evolution from the brains of the Amer- 
ican composers of the present day are 
slim Indeed. 



Morning Manners 

The day of an entire family is often 
made or marred by breakfast table 
manners. If the atmosphere Is dis- 
agreeable. If even one person starts 
the day snapping, every one at the 
table is apt to be disgruntled before 
the meal is through. 

It should not be any harded-to smile 
in the morning than at midnight; in- 
deed, the woman who has lived 
through eighteen hours of strenuous 
modern life would seemingly have 
more excuse for irritation at the end 
Ol it rather than at the start. Yet, 
strangely enough, more people feel 
cross at breakfast than at any other 
time. 

There are women to whom getting 
out of bed is more of a temper test 
than a direct Insult. They consider 
the rising gong a personal enemy and 
serin physically Incupable of a smile 
or pleasant word until they have been 
up several hours. 

Most families have experienced this 
trying trait In at least one member. 
What mother has not thumped and 
hammered at a sun's or daughter's 
door until exhausted In patience and 
strength, Just to get him up for a 
dally duty? Instead of gratitude, the 
mother generally meets with. sour 
looks If not rudeness for her pains. 

If one Is such an incorrigible sleepy 
head that the morning manners suffer 
it is well for her to hunt the cause 
In a growing girl or hoy this cross- 
ness may be due to not getting enough 
sleep for one's strength, 

If so, parents should Insist that the 
rest be taken at the other end of the 
day. Early retiring is much better 
for a young person than late rising. 
There Is no worse discipline than to 
let. children get up when It suits 
them. 

Often breakfast table crossness is 
due to Insanitary sleeping. If win- 
dows are. down and the room Is stuffy 
one never wakes refreshed, and bad 
manners follow. A famous doctor 
has declured that less sleep is needed 
if one has plenty of fresh air. 

Laziness and Indifference are most 
often the cause of bad morning man- 
ners. Anything goes In the family. It 
Is too much trouble to talk agreeably 
at breakfast, so John buries hlmsel'f 
in his paper and does not speak un- 
less to score the coffee or rank toast, 
and Mary, with struggling lock and in 
sleepy wrapfier, cither sulks or nags. 

To start the day wrong, with tem- 
per ruffled or feelings hurt, leaves a 
Htlng that cute. If one cunnot keep 



TRIED RECIPES 



Fruit Pudding 

Take two and a half cups of flour 
and mix with them a teaspoonful of 
soda, half a teaspoonful of salt and as 
much cinnamon and nutmeg mixed. 
Into this rub a cupful of finely chopped 
suet and a cup of Chopped raisins; 
stir all well and pour in a cup of milk 
mixed with a cup of molasses. But- 
ter a pudding mold and put the whole 
In; stea-.n three hours and serve with 
foamy sauce. 

What Is left of this pudding may be 
sliced, rolled in powdered sugar and 
fried for a second meal. When this 
pudding Is Intended for a rather elab- 
orate dinner — and It is quite good en- 
ough for one — to- adding a cupful of 
chopped nuts with the raisins, or a 
cup of chopped figs; or omit the rais- 
ins and put in the figs and nuts to- 
gether; that makes a delicious combi- 
nation.

Russian Soup 

Cut line a large onion and add an 
equal amount of chopped cabbage; fry 
both in butter with a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley. When the vegetables 
are tender add a tablespoonful of flour 
and mix thoroughly. Add six cupfuls 
of boiling hot soup st,ock and simmer 
ten minutes; put in a teaspoonful of 
lemon juice and serve.

Connecticut Currant Bread 

One yeast cuke, one pint of warm j 
milk, one cup sugar. Mix In flour en- j 
• nigh to make a batter a little stiffer 
than for layer cake. Set 'to "raise at 
night. In the morning add one cup of 
sugur, one cup of warm water, one- 
half cup of lard or butter, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, nutmeg, and cinna- 
mon, if desired, one egg, half pound of 
currants. Det raise until light and 
bake as ordinary bread. 

The Work Table. 

The princess dresses for really small 
children art; simple matters. These are 
more on the order of yoked slips, the 
skirt fulness hanging from the yoke 
line altogether. This line sometimes 
extends to an inch below the arm- 
pits, when it Is just as likely to be 
called "Empire."

Admirable Island League Soc- 
jj cer Match Yesterday at 
Oak Bay 



ONLY TWO GOALS TALLIED 



Visitors Gave Splendid Exhi- 
bition — Local Halfbacks 
Were Weak 


A draw, with one goal apiece, was 
the result of the Island league soccer 
match played between the Victoria 
United and Ladysmith teams yester- 
day afternoon at the Oak Bay grounds. 

Both the points were made well on 
in the second half. The llrst came to 
Victoria as the result of a free kick 
taken by Lorimer. It went straight 
into the goal mouth, lightly touching 
several who attempted to intercept, 
and landing against the not. The se- 
cond, also was the outcome of a foul. 
This time, however, the offence was 
committed by Lorimer within the local 
team's penalty area. McDowall, the 
star of the visitor's eleven, who started 
at fullback and later had been removed 
to the forward line, took the shot. He 
scored easily, Beaney making a plucky 
but futile effort to save. 

The game was not> what can be ac- 
curately termed exciting. The heavy 
wind which blew across the Held made 
clever combination among the forward 
divisions almost impossible. Only at 
intervals was Ladysmith's advance 
guard able to display their speed. 
When they did get away they were 
dangerous. As for the Victoria van It 
is quite sufficient to say that they 
were decidedly "off color." Those who 
were there will understand. And yet 
it is not fair that they should be too 
severely criticized for at least two 
reasons. 

Half Backs Weak. 

In the first place the halfbacks did 
not feed the attack steadily. This, In 
the last analysis, Is what prevented 
the locals handing the Smelter City 
bunch a sound drubbing. Here again 
the three men who were at half must 
not be censured without qualification. 
KInlock, on the left division, hnd his 
knee severely twisted early in the 
match. After that he, of course, was 
lamentably weak. At centre Pottlcrew 
was without the vigor that usually 
marks ills work, while of Shanks, on 
the right, the same must be said. Gen- 
erally the play of these two latter was 
rather above the mark, but their fatai 
mistake, and the error to which Is due 
mere than to anything else the failure 
to attain victory, was their looseness 
In supporting their forwards whenever 
there was a chance of an attack. They 
thought too much of defending their 
goal, a task of which I,orlmor and 
Provost were quite capable, than to 
assist in storming the opposition camp. 

In tho initial period there wasn't 
much to choose. There was no score. 
Frankly, If the scales balanced in fuvor 
of one nr the other the visitors would 
have to be awarded the palm. Unques- 
tionably they had a greater, number of 
opportunities. They pressed quite fre- 
quently. But then they had the wind 
with them and it Is equally creditable 
to Victoria that Messrs. Lorimer. Pro- 
vost and Beaney were able consistently 
to keep them at bay. 

"Something Doing." 
It was thought that there would ho 
"something doing" in the last half. 
' Thero was, but the honors didn't go 
the one way. While Victoria hustled. 
Ladysmith's pace wus accelerated with 
the quickening of the local eleven's 
speed. Again it was about a stand- 
off and the fans were kept guessing. 

While everyone was In doubt thero 
wore two or ! three men among the 
visiting team who were distinguishing 
themselves. So prominently did Mc- 
Dowall, at full-stand, stand out that 
he became the butt of the spectators' 
criticism. It is a lamentable fact that 
when a good man Is seen at work on 
an opposing team ho always is bom- 
barded by the rooters' chorus. It 
didn't effect McDowall, however, The 
kinky-haired, clean-cut athlete from' 
up the line just kept busy. They say 
he halls from the north of Ireland, 
atjd more recently from Winnipeg, 
Whatever may be his history, in him 
Ladysmith has a gem. MeKlnley, tho 
veteran centre half, too, was on tho 
ball a)l tho time, while Granger, out- 



sldo right, was one of the luminaries 
of the forward division. 

Taking it all through the visitors 
were a formidable aggregation. The 
home Victoria West team, plus Lori- 
mer and a couple of others, wero not 
able to send their defence away for 
afternoon tea. Every division was oc- 
cupied in turn. 

The. plg-skln really was ill-used. It 
travelled from one end of tho ileld to 
the other like a streak. One minute, 
it was vainly seeking an opening to 
Ladysmith's goal and the next it was 
trying to find its way past Beaney, 
with like success. 

Victoria's 'Point, 
Finally, the time came for tho first 
goal. A foul kick was awarded Vic- 
toria and it landed clean in the net, 
direct from the foot of Lorimer, who 
took tho kick. In its course It gently 
brushed by several players and so was 
declared a. legitimate goal. 

This effectively woke the Ladysmith 
men. The forward rank was strength- 
ened by McGowan. He proved Just as 
useful there as on the defence. War 
was carried into V:jtorla's camp right 
away. They pounded away at Beaney 
with great persistency. Meanwhile tho 
local enthusiasts restlessly ' jumped 
about, their hearts continually- in their 
mouths. 

But the visiting forwards struck a 
snag in Messrs. Lorimer and Provost. 
They couldn't get around them by 
using any ordinary combination. It 
wouldn't work. The aforementioned 
players were too old at the game to 
allow it to worry them. 

Their chance came before long. 
Lorimer allowed his hands to touch the 
ball. He was within tho penally area 
when It occurred. The "penalty" was 
awarded. McGowan was "there" with 
the kick. Beaney couldn't locate the 
illusive sphere as it swung past his 
head and the teams were on an even 
basis. 

If a detailed account of the remaind- 
er of play were given It wouldn't place 
Victoria in any too favorable a Hght. 
They were on the defensive most of 
the time. That they kept thoso in- 
dominitable miners from tallying is 
greatly to their credit. Once or twice 
the fables were turned. A notable in- 
stance was when Buxton made a 
cracking good run and had a splendid 
chance. But he failed In the kick.. 

Sergt. Warden refereed. The ser- 
geant doesn't hurry much while offi- 
ciating. For that reason he doesn't 
notice all the points that should bo 
noted. Apart from that he cannot bo 
criticised. His decisions were fair and 
markedly impartial.

New York, March 27.— Complete re- 
versal of form on the part of the 
American players in the eleventh an- 
nual cable chess match today resulted 
in tho British team carrying off the 
victory, by a score of G games to 4, 
with one unfinished game, which ac- 
cording to the experts, will also re- 
sult in a loss upon adjudication by 
Baron Albert Rothschild, of Vienna, 
to whom the position will be sent as 
referee. 

Starting with a lead of two wins, 
the results of the efforts of a B. 
Hodges and H. G. Volgt on Friday, 
the American side added only one 
more victory, scored by Frank J. 
Marshall at the expense of J. H. 
Blackburn. Four Americans at boards 
C, C, 7 and 10 were defeated, two of 
these most unexpectedly. 

C. S. Howell, New York state cham- 
pion, took liberties with a drawn posi- 
tion, and 'drafted into a losing line of 
playing, while II. Helms, with a de- 
cisive advantage over his opponent, 
entered upon an unsound combination 
and lost the exchange. He held out 
until G.30 o'clock tonight, when he re- 
signed to R. P. Mitchell rather than 
have the game go to the referee. This 
decided the match In favor of the 
British. 

S. M. Lotkowskl, at tho ninth board, 
lost ground In his game today when 
be was thought to have a draw well 
in band, and it was his game that was 
held over for adjudication. Practicali- 
ty the result of the match stands 6 to 
■i for the British team. 

When the result was known, the 
following dispatch was sent to the 
British players: "Heartiest congratu- 
lations for all on your well earned 
victory."

INSURANCE INCREASED ' 
ON A MERIC AN HULLS 

Details of Values Placed on Puget 
Sound Steamers for Under- 
writing 



Insurance is being increased in hull 
rates on American steamers, accord- 
ing to the Pacific Marine Review. 

it says: "It is reported that an 
agreement entered into by English 
companies and underwriters at Lloyds, 
doing a hull business, which agree- 
ment took effect on January 1, 11)09, 
is, In effect, an increase of 25 per 
cent, on the cost of insurance on hulls, 
particularly liners. 

"This increase is arrived at in ono. 
of two ways: On steamers which 

tically up to full value an actual In- 
crease of -S per cent, over tho rates 
heretofore paid is made, while' 'on 
others where the property has been 
grossly undervalued for full insurance 
and a large amount has been placed 
on "disbursements" against total loss 
only, the penalty to owners is in the 
increase of value for full Insurance 
and the limit of "disbursement" insur- 
ance to 10 per cent: of the insured 
value, this bringing the. actual cost 
of the insurance up to tho 25 per cent, 
agreed advance. This agreement, wo 
are informed, is being rigidly adhered 
to, and in the case of liners very large 
values, owners will find it very diffi- 
cult to procure ■ sufficient good Insur- 
ance to properly protect them. 

AVhile the San Francisco under- 
writers' are not parties to this agree- 
ment, we are advised that they are 
generally observing Its terms. 

Notwithstanding the agreement 
above recited, tho specific cases-.-.! re ■ 



newals that have so far come within 
our cognizance seem to suggest that 
underwriters have failed to sustain tho 
full increaso in rates contemplated. 
In example we cite beneath the re- 
newal of the fleets of the International 
S. S. Co., ana Straits S. S. Co., of 
Scuttle and Port Townsend, and of 
the Kitsap County Transportation Co., 
eattle. 

Insurance on the steamers of tho 
International Steamship Co. and tile 
Straits Steamship Co., of Seattle, and. 
Port Townsend, has been renewed for 
the year at tho rate of 4% per cent., 
all placed in the English market. Locai 
quotations were somewhat higher anil 
conditions, we ara informed, not as 
favorable. i 

The steamers of this fleet are as 
follows: 1. Iroquois, valued at $125,- 
000; (2) Chippewa, 5120,000; '(3) In- 
dianapolis, $00,000; (4) AA'hatcom, 
$05,000. These boats are insured un- 
der the full "English form" policy, 
warranted confined to trude in waters 
of Paget Sound and Inland waters of 
British Columbia, (o) Rosalie, $30,000: 
(G) ' Samson, $13,000; (7) Perdlta, 
$13,000; (8) Dodo, $10,000; (9) Lvdla 
Thompson, $10,000; (10) Inland Flyer, 
$10,000; ' (11) • Utopia, $22,500; (12) 
Tourist, $25,000; (13) Waialenlo, $20,- 
000; (14) Belllngham, $20,000; (15) 
State of Washington, $17,600; (111)

These boats are insured under tho 
English form of policy covering fire 
and collision only, general average and 
salvage charges, and w.tli tho excep- 
tion of the Rosalie, with a single valu- 
ation. The policies also provide for 
thirds to be deducted from repairs to 
woodwork and exclude the "Inch- 
maree" clause. 

The Kitsap County Transportation 
Co. has renewed the insurance of its 
fleet at the rate of 5 per cent., the, 
same as last year, in this and San 1 
Francisco markets. Five and one- 
half per cent, was askod by the under- 
writers, hut the quotation was not 
acceptable to the owners. The policies 
contain the customary warranties as 
to thirds off woodwork and confine 
the trade to inland waters of Puget 
Sound not north of Point AVilson. Tho 
values Involved are about $100,000.

ON ST. LAWRENCE ROUTE 

Many New Steamers Will Ply 
to Montreal This Sum- 
mer 



There la every prospect of the ap- 
proaching snipping season out of 
Montreal being a very busy one. At 
least six new steamers will be seen 
there this season, representing an in- 
crease of 52,905 tons. 

Tho White Star-Dominion line will 
herald their arrival on the St. Law- 
rence route by the introduction of 
their two great steamers, the triple- 
screw Laurentic and the twin-screw 
Megantjc, each of 15,300 tons, burden, 
Five steamers will form tho Meet of 
this line. Three will carry three clas- 
ses of passengers, while the Dominion 
and Ottawa will only carry two clas- 
ses'. The Canada will be tho first boat 
to arrive leaving Liverpool on April 
22. 

The Canada line, operated by the 
1 Tarn berg - A in erlca'ri, H ol land - A in cri - 
can, Norddeutscher Lloyd, Red Star, 
Clc. Gen. Transatlanticiuo and Aus- 
tro- American lines, will supply a 
fortnightly service of three boats for 
Hamburg, Bremen and Rotterdam. 

The new boats, the Prlnz Oskar, 
Wllle Plad. and Prlnz Adelbert, sail 
from RIotterdam on March 22, April 
5 and April 18 respectively. These 
boats formerly ran from Genoa and 
Naples to River Plate. They will ar- 
rive here with a general cargo, which 
will be subject to the surtax impos- 
ed on German goods, and will carry 
grain from this port. 

The Manchester liners will main- 
tain a weekly service this season.

Some two years ago there was talk 
of the advisability of using steam- 
trawlers in Japanese seas, and the 
government were then understood to 
be very favorable to this step of pro- 
gress; so favorable, Indeed as to 
strongly advocate It, says the Japan 
Mail of Yokohama.

'••The loyalty of lite Colonies has been 1 
put to the test." and as tripling would 
say, "the woll-fork't'd links prove true." , 
Muy I venture to suggest that the loyal- j 
•ty of Canada tu a lino <>!' policy, etiul-'] 
ly Important in tho succfess of Imperial 
Defence and consolidation, with that of 
naval armament, Is to be tested to its 
utmost at this moment In our history. 
Reciprocity in coal and timber between 
the United States and Canada is mooted. 
Are we or are WO not. to change the 
direction of the channels of our trade 
and commerce, from east to west and 
west to east, to north* and south ' Arb 
we to weaken with the stroke of a pen; 
the work of Imperial consolidation 
which has been going forward for near-, 
ly half a coi'tiirw? Let Canadians who 
are dazzled with the project of any 
species of reciprocity with the Repub- 
lic to tho smith of us, study carefully 
the history of the relations between the 
United States and Canada in the past, 
and let them weigh In tho balance the 
ultimate benefits of luter-imperia! trade

of the greatest Anglo-Saxon force tho 
world has ever seen? Numerically the 
people of the British Kmpiro are not 
as strong as the 85,0b0;000 of Ameri- 
cans. IP.it bound together under u sta- 
ble constitutional monatchlal govern- 
ment ajul forming olltrjosts of an extra- 
ordinarily powerful European centre; we 
can. ).v consolidation of interests and 
unity of legislative Ideals, sway the 
destiny of the world. 

The Tariff Itovlsion of the' United 
States is simply a master-stroke of 
what is called "American diplomacy," 
following the treatment accorded the 
representatives of the units of Empire, 
at the last Imperial Conference in Lon- 
don; by the "statesmen!" now In con- 
trol of affairs at "Westminster. Those 
who are "In the know" understand 
fully the Import of this move on the 
part of our aggressive neighbor.

The Tobacco Habit. 

The mother who desires to convince 
her boys that the tobacco habit is un- 
advisable should he careful that her 
statements are such as will not be 
contradicted by their observation of 
men who arc addicted to this prac- 
tice. Extreme assertions to the effect 
that the use of tobacco Is deadly, leads 
the boys to think later that the 
mother spoke from prejudice and not 
from knowledge. There Is enough 
that Is rational and probable to be 
said against tobacco, and these facts 
calmly stated will convince the rea- 
son and judgment of the boy. 

We are quite certain that the use 
of tobacco in all cases is a super- 
fluity; It is not necessary either to 
health or happiness. It is legitimate 
that we reason with boys against the 
formation of useless habits; as rea- 
sonable beings who are to aim at suc- 
cessful and happy lives they should 
learn at the start that doubtful or 
needless habits become incumbrances, 
become like burdens that the foot 
traveler has to carry. When men 
have to enter battle they carry us 
little as may be that is likely to 
hinder freedom of action. Soldiers on 
long marches take only what is essen- 
tial. The boy must learn that the 
less he is encumbered by needless 
habits the better are his chances of 
success. 

The boy should know that the red 
Indians, from whom we imitated the 
use of tobacco, never allowed their 
own boys to touch the weed until 
they were full grown and had been 
on their first warpath; the Indians in 
their natural condition, before the 
white men depraved them, were one 
of the healthiest races in tho world; 
they had extraordinary powers of en- 
durance, and they know much about 
simple laws of health. They knew from 
ages of experience with tobacco that, 
whatever Its effect on mature per- 
sons, it was not good for growing 
youths. The youth had- to leave it 
alone until he had become a young 
man and had proved his endurance 
by going with the warriors to battle. 
This ought to be enough to Influence 
any boy who Is ambitious to be well 
and strong to let tobacco alone at 
least until he Is of age. The Indians 
were keen . observers and so far as 
taking care of themselves for hunting 
and for war knew much about nature. 
Then as to tho practice for grown 
men among them, we must remember 
that with the Indians tho smoking of 
tobacco was originally a religious 
ceremony; it was like the offering of 
Incense. In their smoking of the pipe 
of peace, they passed the pipe from 
hand to hand around their circle and 
only took a puff or two each. It is 
probable that tho uncorruptod Indians 
did not make a practice of smoking 
constantly, as many white men do 
and as perhaps the degenerate In- 
dians now do.— Homo Magazine. 

Police and Militia 

Ottawa, March 26.— According to 
militia orders, no policeman may here- 
after join the active militia. They are 
exempt flrom military service, and 
therefore cannot be counted upon in tho 
event of the necessity arising for cull- 
ing out troops. It Ik therefore not 
considered advisable that they should 
bo carried on the rolls of the active 
inllltla.

But J{arle Cahill has a 
faculty, for discovering parts that have 
a pulchritude of their own; so when 
she appeared In "Tho Boys and Bet- 
ty," the piece that has iiiade the un- 
precedented musical-comedy lilt of 
New York, she left behind her a fertile 
and unexhausted field of exploitation 
in "Marrying Mary." 

Miss Gear has entered therein and 
set up certain sign hoards which pro- 
claim the property her own by right 
of theatrical inheritance. She doesn't 
give a weak imitation of Miss Cahill, 
though naturally a large part of the 



business is similar, but invests the rolo 
with the color of her own personality. 
Her own method n^ay be studied in a 
stunt of the .second act, following the 
auto rldo made familiar by Miss Ca- 
hill. Tho keynote of this is tho ner- 
vous phrase "Isn't it!" and It rehearses 
a chance meeting of the girl, and a 
chap in tho rain. It Is highly effec- 
tive, genuinely amusing and quite 
original — there Is no borrowed glamour 
about it. 

It would be going pretty far to an- 
nounce Miss Gear as more attractive 
than her stout predecessor, But she 
has certain fascinating arts of her 
own developed to the limit of their 
possibility. One of these is a cosy 
way of speaking that suggests plea- 
sant caresses in dark corners. It is 
difficult to get used to at first, be- 
cause she clips her words and pro- 
nounces her "o's" as short "i's.V but 
onco you have the swing of it you are

Tho stonecutters, of 
whom about 150 are employed In tho 
five large quarries, an; willing to ac- 
cept the same wage as has been preva- 
lent for the last few seasons, 60 cents 
nn hour, and an eight-hour day.

During the month of January, ' the 
Federation of Textile Workers of Can- 
ada presented a petition to the man- 
agement of the Dominion Textile Com- 
pany, requesting a restoration of the 
ten per cent, cut in wages enforced by 
the company In May last, a reduction 
in hours of labor from 60 to 55 per 
woek, and the abolition of an alleged 
"black list."

A workingman's lodging house was 
opened by the Salvation Army in Mon- 
treal during January by tho Honorable 
tho Provincial Treasurer. The Insti- 
tution will accommodate nearly 300 
men; in addition, meals will be sup- 
plied and work provided Insofar as pos- 
sible. The object sought for Is to 
help the needy. About $25,000 was ex- 
pended on equipment. The price 
charged for a bed or meal is 10 cents.

A big strike among .tho coal miners 
of Nova Scotia Is a probability, duo 
to tho attempts of the United Mine 
workers, the International union, to 
displace the P. W. A., the provincial 
union, which has always been in con- 
trol of tiie labor employed in the coal 
mines. A conference of mine owners 
was held at Sydney, when it was decid- 
ed to stand by the P. W. A. and resist 
the efforts of the U. M. W. to obtain 
a footing. 

In the report of tho executive officers 
of the Halifax convention of the Trades 
and. Labor Congress occurs the fol- 
lowing: Political policy, "It is also de- 
sirable that the floor of the Congress 
conventions should remain an ' open 
forum for all delegates of different 
political faith, and so long as differ- 
ences of opinion exist there should bo 
no disposition to arbitrarily force tho 
acceptance of any particular policy. 
The political organization of tho work- 
ers must be carried on Independent of 
the work of the Congress and tho edu- 
cation of those who toll to tho proper 
use of. their political power is the 
mission of the working class political 
parties."

The civil servants are at last com- 
ing into what they have for years con- 
tended for, viz., an Increase in salary. 
Hon. Sidney Fisher, minister of agri- 
culture, has brought in a bill which 
will provide the so much desired in- 
creased salary.

they have to keep up a certain amount 
of style and they receive Invitations 
to attend the balls and dances given 
at Rideau hall and the receptions at 
Government house, and to keep up the 
style necessary requires some effort of 
economy on tho part of the civil ser- 
vants. The extra pay they are to' re- 
ceive will no doubt help thsm out of 
the dilemma of which they have ex- 
hausted their wits in tho past to meet 
tiie emergencies of the case. ...

Tho act respecting compensation to 
workmen for Injuries, introduced In 
the Manitoba legislature by Mr. 
Mitchell, member for North Winnipeg, 
was rather vigorously nsFalled, and 
just as vigorously defended. A dele- 
gation of probably one hundred from 
the Trades and Labor council appeared 
before the committee, und through 
their representative, T. J. Murray, laid 
their side of the case before the legis- 
lators, but opposed to them were rep- 
resentatives of the Manitoba branch of 
tho Canadian Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, and some allied interests, all of 
whom offered objections to the bill 
being placed on the statute books of 
the province. Those who appeared in 
opposition, to the bill were Isaac 
Campbell and J. G. Walker, represent- 
ing the Winnipeg Builders' Exchange; 
J. B. Hugg and T. R. Deacon of tho 
Manufacturers' association; and Dr. 
Martin, of the Horse Shoers' associa- 
tion.

AN AGITATION 

TO SAVE DAYLIGHT 



Workingmen of Great Britain 
Aim to Gain Many Hours 
Per Year 



PACIFI C SEC URITY 

Governor of Rhode Island and Colonel 
Sam Hughes Discuss Dofensive 
Measures 



Boston. Mass.. March 27. — "For some 
Hobson may be a visionary; for me 
he Is prophetic," said Governor Fothier 
of Rhode island at the Canadian club 
tonight in referring to the Alnbama 
congressman's prediction of trouble 
witli Japan. Canada and the United 
States, he said, must unite in pro- 
tection of their western shore from 
common danger, real or problemati- 
cal. Thev must ally themselves with 
the republic to the southwurd in this 
undertaking if they would be secure. 

Colonel ' Sam ' Hughes, M.P. for 
South Victoria, Ont.. who 
Governor Pothler, said that the 
nexatlon of the United States and 
Canada should never come to pass. 
"Suppose, for instance," said Colonel 
Hughes, "that a Japanese or a Chinese 
war with the United States, now a 
hypothesis, should become a reality, 
would the United States be stronger 
or weaker with Canada annexed or 
separate ? 

"With Canada in a full partnership 
union with England and her colonies, 
the British empire would not permit 
the western coast to become Oriental, 
nor* would the Australia and New 
Zealand shores be permitted to bo so 
conquered. Thus, the United States 
would, in independent alliance with 
Great Britain, be infinitely more 
powerful than were Canada annexed." 



London, March 27. — Fow movements 
have spread so rapidly in a short time 
as the agitation In favor of the Day- 
light Bill; A select, committee of the 
House of Commons reported in' favor of 
the measure lust year, and Its support- 
ers will make a supreme effort tills 
session to pass It into law. Tho bill 
aims at preventing the terrible waste 
of daylight which goes on at the pres- 
ent time. According to Mr. Wlllett, F. 
R. A. S., the scheme consists of put- 
ting forward the fingers of clocks 
twenty minutes on euch of four Sun- 
days In April, and of putting them back 
twenty minutes on each of four Sun- 
days In September. That is to say,, it 
proposes to substitute for eight Sun- 
days of twenty-four hours each four 
Sundays in April which shall each be 
less than twenty-fours, and four Sun- 
days in September which shall each bo 
more than twenty-fours each: Nothing 
is lost, but the gain. Is substantial. It 
means that tho man who leaves off 
work at p. m., will take with him 
home the light we now have at 3:40; 
he who leaves off at C o'clock will take 
with him the light w'e now have at 4:40 
and so on. To workingmen who leave 
off work on Saturdays the. advantage 
to be gained Is most striking. Those 
whose half holiday commences at twelve, 
or one, or two o'clock will have at their 
disposal as much daylight as if it com- 
menced at 10:10, 11:40 or 12:40 respec- 
tively. What this means at the end 
of the year Is somewhat Impressive. It 
means an annual gain of 210 hours of 
useful daylight (equivalent to twenty- 
one days of ten hours each) every year. 
To succeeding generations the chnln Is 
no less Important. On reaching tho ago 
of twenty-eight (without counting any- 
thing of six years of childhood) a man 
will have gained a whole year of day- 
light. At fifty ho will have gained two 
years, at seventy-two threo years. The 
culmlnativo effect of these additional 
years of daylight In the life of a man 
cannot fall to have an Important bear- 
ing on his health. 

Another advantage of this capture of 
more daylight would be that men and 
youths and girls at present engaged 
In business In the cities would be able 
to Indulge in outdoor games, which, 
under existing conditions, are denied 
them. The population of Great Britain 
and Ireland Is 43,600,000. The number 
of hours during which the cost of arti- 
ficial light will "je saved will be thus: 
April, twenty-three hours; May, June, 
July and August, 1C4 hours; September, 
twenty-three hours, or a total of 210 
hours, which, worked out at one-tenth 
of a penny per hour, is equivalent to 
43 cents. Multiply the total population 
by these figures and there is a product 
of $19,101, 250, and. deducting say one- 
third to meet all possible objections to 
the calculations, a minimum net amount 
saving is left at $12,734,370. 

Mr. Wlllett says that In 1895 tho 
standard time In Victoria (Australia) 
wus advanced twenty minutes without 
much inconvenience, and in 1892 it was 
advanced In Cape Colony sixteen min- 
utes, and In 1903 a further thirty min- 
utes.

JSWllF, building of the city of Prince 
Rupert is an undertaking that add:; 
one more chapter to the romantic 
history of the Canadian West. On 
the Northern coast of British Col- 
the work is going busily for- 
ward of founding a great city, destined to be 
one of the busiest ports on the Pacific, and 
the terminus of a transcontinental railway. 
And one unusual feature in connection with 
this new metropolis is that the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia will own through their gov- 



eminent a full one-fourth interest in the city. 

The photographs reproduced on this page 
will serve to represent the operations now be- 
ing carried on at Prince. Rupert. The arrange- 
ments concluded between the British Columbia 
government and the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway, joint owners of the townsitc, have 
been ratified by the legislature, and on May 
1st, lots will be placed on sale. The pictures 
show how the work at Prince Rupert is being 
pushed forward. 

While the Grand Trunk Pacific bill was in 



debate in the legislature during the recent 
session, the members of the. government in 
answering the criticisms brought by the oppo- 
sition, were given an opportunity' of explaining 
the course of their negotiations with the rail- 
way company. The net result of these explan- 
ations was that the difficult task of subdividing 
the townsite of Prince Rupert had been carried 
out in a manner that would best conserve the 
interests of the province, of British Columbia. 
Both as regards waterfront land, and the lots 
in the city proper, the province is ensured a 
good quarter in value, and every precaution has 
been taken for the protection of the future 
residents in Prince Rupert as well. Indeed, 
the British Columbia government merited, and 
received genera! congratulations for carrying 
through in such an able manner a task that is 
almost unique in the history of governments. 

In the accompanying picture may be seen 
a few of the difficulties confronting the men 
who are carving out the site of a great city 
in the North. Steam shovels are at work 
clearing and grading streets and railway lines ; 
houses are being built; and the townsite is 



being prepared with all speed for the influx 
of people that is bound to follow the placing 
of the lots on the market. The pioneer spirit 
is not dead in this province, and no more con- 
vincing evidence of this is needed than the 
present activity at Prince Rupert. Mere, how- 
ever, the conditions are different from any en- 
countered by the pioneer of old. There will 
he no need for the settlers of Prince Rupert 
to sit down and wait for twenty years to see 
the development of their holdings. The rise of 



Prince Rupert will be sudden — "a city built in 
a day," yet built on safe and sure foundations. 

One question that has been raised recent- 
ly in connection with the new- transcontinental 
line is the bearing it will have on Vancouver 
Island and Victoria. Unquestionably, the ef- 
fect of the building of the road upon this city 
will be very important, and those who have 
at heart the interests of Vancouver Island are 
watching with great interest the work that is 
being done at Prince Rupert. 
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George Dutnall— Victorias Oldest Pioneer 



N the spring of 1850 seven young men 
came out from England on the Hud- 
son's Bay ship Cowlitz, and landed at 
Fort Victoria. A few weeks ago one 
of them, Rutland, died at Port Simp- 
son, and now but one remains, 
George Dutnall, of Metchosin. He is the oldest 
Victoria pioneer now living. 

The talc of the beginnings of Victoria and 
of British Columbia, as related by this venerable 
pioneer, is full of interest to those of this gen- 
eration. Many of the events that we know only 
from the pages of our history books, George 
Dutnall describes from memory. Although he 
is partially crippled from the fact that his ankles 
were broken in an accident, he is seen quite 
frequently about the streets of the city, and his 
mind is almost as clear as it Avas when he laud- 
ed licre, a boy of twenty, fifty years ago. 

Born at St. Mary's,. Kent, Jan. 20, 1830, lie 
was the son of Abraham Dutnall, and Charlotte 
Price (Dutnall). His boyhood days were spent 
on the estate of Baring Bros., the well-known 
bankers, where he acted as farm hand and 
game-keeper. He was just twenty years old 
when he heard the call to the Colonies. His 
elder brother, John Dutnall. was engaged by 
the Hudson's Bay Company to come out to 
Victoria as bailiff on one of the great farms of 
the company.- Unwilling to venture into the 
unknown West alone, John asked his younger 
brother to come "with him, and the spirit of ad- 
venture inspired some of the other boys of the 
village, and the little company soon swelled to 
eight members, all bound to the Hudson's Bay 
Company for a term of five years. 

The story is best told in the words of the 
pioneer himself. 

"There were eight of us,'' said Mr. Dutnall. 
"My brother John and myself, Chapman, Rib- 
bon, Rutland, Bhmdell, Ed. Parrot and one 
other whose name has escaped me just now. 
Rutland was my companion in this country 
for many years afterwards, and died quite re- 
cently at Port Simpson. Parrot was drowned 
, during the voyage out, at Honolulu. 

"We embarked at Gravesend on board the 
Cowlitz, which was on its way to Victoria 
with merchandise for the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany. The ship had a figurehead that repre- 
sented a woman, supposed to be the Queen of 
the Sandwich Islands. Capt. Wenton was in 
command, with Chief Mate Miller and Second 
Mate Swanson. I later sailed with Swanson 
when he was first mate of the Beaver, and he 
was later still captain in the Pacific waters. 

"We left Gravesend Aug. 4, 1849, in, the mid- 
dle of summer, you see. Well, when we 
reached Cape Horn we struck terrific weather, 
and for seven weeks were in the teeth of one 
gale, that drove us many hundreds of miles out 
of our course, south into the country of ice. 
It was dismally cold, and one man had his 
fingers frozen off. I may as well add here 
that we struck summer 'again in the South 
Pacific, and had just become accustomed to 
the warm weather, when we reached the 
Straits of Georgia, and encountered bitter win- 
ter weather again. The sudden changes were 
killing to us. 

"The first place we struck land was at the 
island of Juan Fernandez, Robinson Crusoe's 
island. There was one white, man living on 
the island, and he spoke English very well. 
That island has wonderful vegetation. There 
I saw the biggest rhubarb I ever came across, 
the stalks as big as a man's arm. The people 
live on goats and fish for the most pari. 

"We 1 stopped at the Sandwich Islands next 
for three weeks and four days, unloading car- 
go for the Hudson's Bay station at Honolulu, 
and taking on sugar and other supplies for 
Victoria. A number of our sailors deserted 
there, leaving us very shorthanded. There, 
too, poor Parrot was drowned. 

"Me and Bhmdell were the most venture- 
some young fellows I ever saw. While at 
Honolulu, one day five or six of us decided 
to go inland looking for a famous waterfall, 
and go bathing, one Sunday. On the way 
a tremendous rainstorm came on, and all but 
Bhmdell and Parrot took shelter in a kanaka 
house to wait for better weather. The two 
went on, found the fall, and went in bathing. 
Neither could swim, and Parrot was drowned. 

"From Honolulu to Victoria we had very 
bad weather again. Leaving the Sandwich 
Islands the last week in January, 1850, we 
were six weeks on the rest, of the voyage, 
reaching Victoria early in March. When we 
reached Cape Flatten-, at the mouth of the 
Straits, we found the rocks and trees covered 
with snow, and it was pretty hard on us, just 
coming from the tropics, I tell you. The head 
wind was so bad that we had to lay over in 
San Juan bay three days waiting for fair 
weather. Then the wind chopped around to 
. the west and we shook out our sails, by this 
time frozen stiff. It was cruel work getting 
those sails out for us. who were softened by 
tropical weather. I heard one man cry from 
the cold. 

"[ go into all these details to show you 
how different things were in those days. 
Coming up the Straits that night 1 was at the 
wheel, and the sails were set square. I could 
not keep the ship steady, and it kept rolling 
every way. The officer told me that it was 
1 ccause we were too near the rocks for the 
compass to work-. He pointed out a star for 
me to steer by, and after that everything went 
splendidly. But by daylight we found we had 
overrun our distance, and were away up 
above Port Townsend. We had to 'bout ship 
back, and it was Saturday evening before we. 
cast anchor at what is now the Outer Wharf. 
Next morning, Sunday it was, a Hudson's 
Bay batteaux, maimed by French-Canadians 



and half-breeds, came out and towed us in to 
the harbor by rowing. 

"Victoria was not a homelike place to us 
at that time. To begin with, the ground was 
covered with snow, and the forest came down 
to the- edge of the water. The old Scotch 
carpenter turned to me and said: 

"Well, George, and what do you think of 
this for a five years' destination?" 

"We've seen some nice countries, but, by 
Jove! this looks kind of tough!" said I. 

"You young fellows can never imagine 
what this place looked like in the spring of 
1850. James Bay district was heavily tim- 
bered, and many a cord of wood I cut there. 
From Government street to the present site 
of the Central school was the Hudson's Bay 
farm, bounded on the sides by what is now 
Johnson street on one side, and what is now 
Fort street on the other. This land was not all 
cultivated, as there was a big marsh in the cen- 
tre of the farm, where we used to shoot ducks. 
A road up Fort street led to the company's 
barns and stables, half-way up the farm, and 
the dairy, which had about a hundred cows, 
was under the ridge of rock near where Christ 
Church cathedral stands. . _ • . . 

.'.'Everybody lived in the fort, Governor 
Douglas and all, for fear of the Indians, who 
were "real Indians in those days, very fierce 
and dangerous. .Of course, Governor Douglas 
' was only Hudson's Bay governor in those 
days, his real governorship coining later. The 
fort ran from Wharf to Government streets, 
and from Fort to Bastion streets. There were 
high bastions at the corner of Government and 
Bastion, and the. corner of Fort and Wharf 
streets, fitted with big guns. A wall ran 
around the enclosure, with a gallery above it 
for the watchmen. This will give you some 
idea of the way we had to live. 

"A day or two after the ship arrived we 
came ashore, and the company gave us a 
week's holiday to get rested before going to 
work. We spent the time in shooting game 
in the woods about the fort. I was always 
fond of sport, and this fact caught the eye of 
Mr. Niven, one of the Hudson's Bay man- 
agers. When it came time to go to work, Mr. 
Niven took me over to the store and gave me 
a rope, for a lasso. He said my duty was to 
go out into the plains about the city and 
catch wild colts, which would afterwards be 
broken in by others. You may be sure that 
this looked like sport to me, as I had always 
been fond of horses, although I had never seen 
a lasso before. 

"All the same, I had difficulties, and one 
of them was in finding my way about at first. 
Mr. Niven told me to go up to the company's 
dairy, which was in charge of Mr. McPhail, a 
Scotchman, who had charge of that depart- 
ment, and that Mr. McPhail would give me a 
horse and take me out hunting cows and 
calves, so that I would have a chance to learn 
the country. It being spring, the cows were 
just having their calves in the woods about the 
fort, and these had to be hunted up. 

"I remembered having seen the company's 
barns up Fort street, so 1 headed for these, 
thinking that was the dairy. Up at the barns 
I met a French-Canadian on horseback lead- 
ing a wild colt, and, thinking he was McPhail, 
I asked him if that was my horse. 

"Non ; it ees my horse," said the French- 
man. 

"What is your name?" I asked. 



"My name ees Dupuis," said the other. 

"Then 1 knew I had made a mistake, and 
I got him to direct me to the dairy. There I 
was informed by a half-breed woman that Mr. 
McPhail was out riding. This was before 
breakfast, for we started in to work at six 
o'clock in the morning, and had breakfast at 
eight. So I went back to the fort for break- 
fast. After the meal I went back to the dairy 
and waited for McPhail, and it was almost 
dinner lime when he returned, only to tell me 
that he had not time to catch a horse for me. 
1 had never learned to smoke before that, but 
while I was waiting about the dairy I started 
in and had a good smoke. When I reported 
to Mr. Niven, he sent me back to tell McPhail 
that. I was to have Mr. Niven's saddle marc, 
that was running on Beacon Hill. I was to 
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ride that until I caught a wild colt and broke 
it in for myself. 

"I had a great deal of fun catching wild 
horses after that, and soon learned to use my 
lasso very well. I went from one thing to an- 
other, working for the company about the 
fort until the end of June, acting as farm labor- 
er, cutting wood. etc. Then Rutland, who had 
come over with me on the boat, told me that 
the company had asked bin! to get another 
man and come on the Beaver, the new steam- 
boat, and trade up the coast with the Indians. 
I thought I might as well put in my five years 
in that way as any other, so I joined the ship. 

"For four years I traded with the Beaver 
up and down the coast of British Columbia, 
and in that time 1 learned more about the 
country than very many men know today. We 
went up every river, looking for Indian vil- 
lages, and trading with them. The Indians 



were very hostile, and we had a number of 
' close calls. However, we took great precau- 
tions. We had a netting rigged about the ship 
so that the Indians could not board us, and 
in trading we only admitted three or four In- 
dians at once. Then the captain had a way of 
inviting the chiefs and their families aboard, 
and keeping them as hostages while trading 
was going on. That acted as a safeguard. 

"We went to Alaska and Sitka the first 
trip, going up all the rivers on-' the coast. We 
had repairs made to the ship at Sitka, and lay 
there until near Christmas, then came down, 
trading up all the rivers again on the way. At 
Bella Coola on that trip, just a week after New 
Year's Day, 1851, I had the coldest time in my 
experience. It was so cold that the Indians 
could not conic aboard to trade, and all the 
men on the Beaver could do nothing but cut 
wood for the cook for three or four days. On 
the return trip we called at Fort Rupert, on the 
north of Vancouver Island, and the captain 
was given a letter to deliver at Nanaimo. 
When we had started north there was nothing 
at Nanaimo but an Indian encampment. So 
I tell you of the letter to show what develop- 
ments were then taking place. : , ... . 

"But first of all, T must tell you that on 
our first trip north we found a vessel, the Eng- 
land, of Liverpool, loading coal at Fort -Rupert. 
There was a company of.. Scotch coal miners 
at work, there, brought out by the' Hudson's 
Bay Company. While, we were' north the In- " 
dians killed several men who tried to escape 
to the ship to go to Southern California. In 
the meantime, while we were away, news come 
of the discovery of coal at Nanaimo, and so 
when we called at Fort Rupert on our return 
voyage, there was a letter waiting there for 
us to take to old Mr. Muir, the head of the 
miners, who had been sent to Nanaimo in the 
meantime by canoe. 

"At Nanaimo we found that a cabin had 
been built, and the Hudson's Bay ship Cad- 
boro was at anchor in the harbor, protecting 
the men who were at work on shore. Gover- 
nor Douglas had ordered Muir from Fort Ru- 
pert to prospect the coal measures. We 
reached there in the evening, and I went ashore 
that night with the letter for Muir. He was 
in bed in the cabin, and I was surprised to find 
him an old man, as grey as I am now. 

"We came to Victoria then, and traded in 
the Sound until spring, when we were scut 
north with the ship Recovery in tow, to move 
the miners and their machinery from Fort Ru- 
pert to Nanaimo. We brought some of the 
miners down on board the Beaver, and among 
them was Robert Dunsmuir, as well as some 
of the Muirs, Hunter, McGregor and others. 

"As I said before, I made four trips north, 
each voyage lasting about nine months, whiie 
we spent the other three months of the year 
trading about the Sound. In that time I had 
many adventures, some of which I will tell 
you. 

"In 1852. a Boston vessel called the Susan 
Slurgis was taken by the Indians on the north 
of the Island, and her crew taken as slaves. 
They were stripped of their clothing, and 
dressed in dirtv blankets, and made to pack 
wood and water for the Indians. The vessel 
was broken up and its cargo divided. The 
Hudson's Bay Company intervened, and we 
were. sent to Fort Simpson to get the survivors. 
We got them all but one, and brought them to

D. O. S. — Would you please tell me what is the 
matter witli my negatives? They come up all right 
in the developer, but when I fix them there is no de- 
tail in the shadows. I enclose a sample. Ans.— -You 
are underexposing, consequently there is no detail in 
the shadows. The negative enclosed with your en- 
quiry Is badly underexposed, and you have apparently 
continued development longer than necessary with 
the result that you have excessive contrast. 

Peony. — I have been copying some prints but can- 
not seem to get enough pluck In the negatives, can 
you suggest a remedy'.' Ans.— In copying prints I 
have a method entirely my own, I very much over- 
expose, use a very small stop, and the slowest plate 
I can get, then In developing I use twice as much 
pyro as soda and about 10 drops of bromide of potas- 
sium to S ounces of developer. The result is a full, 
bright negative, with sufficient contrast. Of course, 
in copying a print for enlarging, I should avoid the 
density. 

P.H.D.— 1 have a Koilas shutter. It is marked to 
work up to 1-300 part of a second. Can this shutter 
be relied upon 'to work at tills speed, and Is I - 300 of 
a second Just enough t'> catch a horse race? Ans. — 
1 have worked the Koilas shutter and have had re- 
markable results. I have taken race horses, and bl- 
cvcle races at i-250 of a second, and the result has 
been perfectly sharp. The peculiar construction of 
the shutter also permits of more exposure than is 
usual In between lens shutters. 

G. Hart. — The pinto yon mention is a pcrfec b re- 
liable one. In fact oho of the best procurable, 1 can- 
not advise you in the. other matter you mention as 
It would not be fair. Apply to your dealer. 



1 DEVELOPING 

N DEALING with development, I think 
I can safely state that this subject is 
the most difficult one with which the 
beginner has to deal. First, I must 
repeat the old saying, that the nega- 
tive is only the means to the end. but 
we must remember that unless we get the best 
out of the negative the finished print is bound 
to suffer. The most simple method of de- 
velopment, and the most reliable one to my. 



mind, is the use of the factorial system. For 
thosc readers that have not got the formula 
for developing published some weeks ago I 
give it again. This formula I have used for a 
great many years and find it very hard to 
equal. The factorial system is simply a me- 
thod of developing by time. It has been prov- 
ed that the amount of time taken for the 
image to first make its appearance in the de- 
veloper has a distinct bearing upon the time 
for complete development, no matter what the 
exposure. For instance, suppose it takes 20 
seconds from the time the plate is first put 
into the developer to the time the image first 
makes its appearance. Then multiply the 20 
seconds by a factor, and in the total time the 
negative will be completely developed. The 
factor to use for the formula published below 
is 6, (six). Now let us imagine ourselves de- 
veloping a negative. Place the plate in the 
dish, then with, watch in one hand and deve! 
oper in the other, wait until the second hand 
points to an even minute or half minute, then 
pour the developer over the plate evenly and 
quickly, Now rock the d.ish so that there are 
no air bubbles and that the plate is completely 
covered with the developer. The next thing 
is to watch the plate carefully until you see 
a faint sign of the image appearing, the very 
first sign is the one, then immediately look 
at the watch and note how many seconds have 
elapsed since the developer was first poured 
on. Now cover up the dish from the light 
and figure out the time. Supposing, for in- 
stance, that it took 45 seconds from the lime 
the developer was poured on. to the lime the 
image first made its appearance. Then mil It 
tiply the 45 by 6. which equals 270 seconds 
or 4 1-2 minutes, including the 45 seconds in 
which the plate was being watched. Now, 
when the 4 i-_> minutes have elapsed, lake the 
negative from the developer; rinse it in water, 
ami place in hypo. This is all there is to do 
to obtain the best out of all your exposures, 
and there is yet another advantage with this 



system. Should you find that there is not 
sufficient contrast to suit your individual 
tastes, increase the factor to 7, or even 8. On 
the other hand, should you not require so 
much contrast, decrease the factor to five, but 
once you have decided on the factor that suits 
you, "there is no need to ever alter it, and as 
"far as development goes you are getting the 
best, so that should the negatives fail to give 
satisfaction look to the exposures. If they 
are loo dense try less exposure, if too thin, 
try more, and you will quickly localize your 
trouble, but when the amateur does not know 
whether his fault lies in developing or in ex- 
posing, it takes him a long time to find out. 
The image in metallic silver produced by r the 
action of the developer following upon the ac- 
tion of light, is mixed with the unaltered sil- 
ver bromide, and the next step is the removal 
of the latter. This is based upon the fact' that 
sodium thiosulphate, or hyposulphite, com- 
monly known as "hypo," acts upon the insolu- 
silver bromide and converts it into silver sod- 
ium thiosulphate, a compound that dissolves 
easilv in water. The developed negative, af- 
ter being washed, is placed in a fixing solution 
of the following composition : 

I lypo 16 pz. 

Water, up to 80 oz. 

Here it is allowed to remain until the 
whole of the unaltered silver bromide is dis- 
solved away. It is then washed in several 
changes of water or for half an hour in run- 
ning water, and then stood up to dry.

Victoria. What happened to the missing man 
has never been found out. Capt. Roland, of 
the Susan Sturgis, was among the survivors, 
and Lang, the ship's carpenter, who afterwards 
had a shipyard here. 

"Another year we picked up a boat's crew 
that belonged to a whaler, and had got adrift. 
We brought them clown here. One of the men 
was a stone-cutter, and was employed to build 
a magazine inside the fort for the company. 
Another was Davis, a cooper, who afterwards 
started a shop here. 

"Once I was in a boat with eight others 
going ashore for water, when we were fired 
upon by the Indians, and a bullet went througn 
my shirt under my arm. It was a close call. 
I afterwards found out that one of the Indians 
had had a dispute with the captain over trad- 
ing and had sworn to kill somebody. I came 
near being that somebody. 

"Another time the new clipper-built brig 
Vancouver came north with supplies for Fort 
Simpson and for the Beaver, and was wrecked 
on the long bar off Fort Simpson. Capt. 
Swanson, who had come over from England 
on the Cowlitz with me, was pilot, but he had 
gone to bed, leaving instructions -for the of- 
ficers, which they did not carry out. We hap- 
pened to be laying over at the fort, and we 
hurried out to the scene of the wreck to get 
off what cargo we could. 

"An amusing incident happened there when 
a big canoe, as long as the vessel and ten feet 
wide, came alongside, with forty Indians on 
board. We had two interpreters of another 
tribe, and at night when we left the ship to 
return to the Beaver until morning, we left 
the two Indians on the V ancouver. The forty 
in the canoe then boarded the brig, leaving 
only two women in the canoe. Our interpre- 
ters became afraid and slipped down into the 
canoe, intending to row to the Beaver. But 
the wind was against them, and they were be- 
ing carried away wdien we heard their shouts, 
and went to the rescue. The canoe was tied 
to the side of the Beaver, but during the night 
it split from end to end. 

"In the morning we saw the forty braves on 
board the brig, rolling up packs of blankets 
and making bundles of all sorts of supplies. At 
low tide the bar was out of water, although it 
must have been eighty yards to shore. We 
set fire to the wreck, leaving the Indians to 
run ashore, with their packs before high tide. 

"Within four months of the end of my 
fourth trip north, my time expired, and I en- 
gaged with my brother, who was bailiff on the 
Hudson's Bay farm, to work for a year. Later 
I worked in logging camps, sawmills, mines, 
and, in fact, everything that a man can do in 
this country. 

"I went to Cariboo in 1861 at the time of 
the gold excitement, and had a hard time there. 
There were no supplies to be bought for 
money. Then I returned to Victoria. 

"In 1858 I had taken up a place of my own 
at Albert Head, Metchosin, and I live there 
today." 

This is the modest life story of one of the 
men who, through labor and manifold suffer- 
ings, laid the foundations of this province. 
Mr. Dutnall had two daughters, Mrs. Walker, 
deceased, and Mrs. Battersby, who now lives 
on the Craigflower road. 



THE SHAPES OF EGGS 

Professor D'Arcy Thompson recently en- 
tertained the Zoological Society of London 
with a mathematical discussion on the differ- 
ences in the shapes of eggs. A few eggs, like 
those of the owl and the tortoise, are spheri- 
cal, or nearly so; a few, like the grebe's or the 
cormorant's, arc elliptical, with symmetrical 
ends ; the great majority, like the hen's, are 
ovoid, or blunter at one end than the other. 
The lien's egg is always laid blunt end fore- 
most. Eggs which are the most unsymmetri- 
cal arc also eggs of large size relatively to par- 
ent bird. The yolks of eggs are spherical, 
whatever the form of the entire egg may be. 
This Professor Thompson showed to be due 
to their being inclosed in a fluid, the "white", 
which makes the pressure everywhere on the 
surface of the yolk practically constant. — 
Youth's Companion. 



MUSIC BY TELEPHONE 

In the flourishing city of Budapest, a tele- 
phone news service has been established, by 
means of which news items, music, etc., etc., 
are. transmitted to subscribers. At about 9 
o'clock every morning the "buzzer" is sound- 
ed for about 15 seconds, and the correct time 
is then announced. 

In the first place, stock quotations are com- 
municated, and afterwards news items and 
parliamentary information, closing with the 
prices of slocks, and the weather forecast. 

Towards evening the music at the cafes 
and the gardens is transmitted; and later in 
the evening the Royal Opera and the theatres. 

The individual cost of this service is $7.3 1 
per. annum.

The annual swan banquet, at which a lordly 
swan is the central feature, has been hold at 
Oulton, which' in this way commemorates its 
growth and prosperity. As to the swan, some 
of the guests attacked it with timidity, and 
others with avidity, and during the evening 
one of the speakers, an ex-sheriff of the city 
of London, confessed that to his mind just 
as the violet looked: best in its native glen, 
so the swan was belter off the plate than on 
it. a declaration of opinion in which many of 
his fellow guests heartily joined.— Loudon 
Standard. 
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ICTORIANS need no longer con- 
fine their knowledge of airships 
and aviators to what they may 
read in the papers or magazines. 
Knowledge at first hand is about 
to be realized, for Prof. Frank 
Sylvan, a local aeronaut, proposes in a few 
short weeks to cut figure eights and and pigeon 
wings and other evolutions through our once 
peaceful atmosphere. 

For this purpose he is constructing an air- 
ship. Not a hotair balloon, either figuratively 
or literally, but a real flapping, flying, affair 
with wings and tail and rudders and all the 
other contraptions that go to make up the mod- 
ern flying machine. 

Victoria will be the scene of its initial 
flights, "for," as the Professor says, "there's 
just as much air adapted, for. flying purposes 
around here as' there ever was around Paris 
or the other haunts of noted aeronauts. 
And what's more," he continues, enthusiastic- 
ally, "its better air.- 

"The atmosphere of Puget Sound offers 
line resistance to the prop>.'lcrs because it is 
heavy and moist ; in fact, at some seasons of 
the. year it is so moist as to consist, I believe, 
of about half air and half water. Under such 
favorable conditions, a smart skipper could, by 
putting on enough canvas and reducing his 
ballast" considerable, almost sail a fishing boat 
through it." 

Whenever the Professor returns to earth 
for any considerable time, he takes up his 
practice of medicine, and then looking at 
things through professional eyes, and remem- 
bering the appalling list of broken arms and 
skulls that attest the perils of aerial naviga- 
tion, he sees still another reason why Victoria 
should be thus honored. "There's no danger 
in flying," says he. "It's landing on the jagged 
rocks or solid earth that's dangerous; but, 
thanks to our situation, tin's difficulty can be 
entirely overcome by the simple expedient of 
sailing over nothing but water." 

From these natural advantages, it can 
easily be seen that success will probably 
crown the efforts of the inventor and the ma- 
chine with which he is entered to compete at 
the aerial races to be held at the A.-Y.-P. ex- 
hibition next summer. 

Prof. Sylvan is a balloonist of long experi- 
ence, and is remembered by Victorians for bis 
nervy "sky-larking" feats at last year's pro- 
vincial exhibition. His ability to dodge 
steeples and towers and avoid settling down 
on lightning rods or other sticky places, by 
frantically pulling this guy rope or slackening 
that one, or doing any of a score of acrobatic 
feats that might tend to change the slant of the 
fast-descending parachute, and thereby alter its 
course, is responsible for his innovation in 
aeroplane construction. 

This consists of placing a rigid parachute 
at either end of a ship built on the general 
lines adapted by the Wright Brothers. A 
petrol engine of the type used in the "Silver 
Dart" will furnish sufficient motive power to 
keep the thing afloat, and all steering, guid- 
ing and other manoeuvres will be controlled by 
these two parachutes, which can be tiited in 
any direction that circumstances may demand 
or the agile Professor may wish. The engine 
being placed under the ship, gives better bal- 
ance "and is out of the way, thereby allowing 
a clearer space for the five levers which will 
control the motions of the vessel. The wings 
• and rudders and after gear being practically 
finished, there remains only the assembling_ of 
the various parts and a few preliminary spins 
for the education of the almost proficient in- 
ventor, and then the titi/.ens of Victoria shall 
see for themselves the Romance, the Comedy, 
and maybe the Tragedy of aerial navigation. 

MECHANICAL FLIGHT 

(By F. VV. Lanchcstcr) 
The interest that attaches to the subject 
of flight at the present time is mainly con- 
nected with the problem of dynamic flight, and 



in particular with the flying machines that 
arc being tested and used experiment- 
ally by aviators on the other side of the Chan- 
nel". At the same time, it cannot be denied 
that up to the present the dirigible, or navig- 
able balloon or "air-ship," has shown itself 
to be an instrument of far greater capacity, 
alike as to speed, endurance, and safety, than 
would have been thought possible a few years 
ago. The dirigible has its advantages and 
its drawbacks in comparison with the dynamic 
flying machine, even allowing for the latter 
being perfected to a point not yet in sight, 
and after paying due regard to the rapidity 
with which the flying machine has come into 
existence and developed to its present stage, 
it may be anticipated that where the total 
useful load raised is a consideration, where 
the rapidity of rising is a point of importance, 
and where the duration of the flight is in 
question, the dirigible will be more than able 
to hold its own for very many years to come. 
On the other hand, the flying machine has 
taken the lead, and will probably continue 
to hold the lead, in the matter of flight velo- 
city, and in general convenience, and compact- 
ness, so that it may with some confidence be 
predicted that both types of aerial machine 
will survive, each utilizing to some extent the 
experience gained with the other, and each 
being employed in certain definite directions, 
to which it will be confined by its limitations. 

The present position of the flying machine 
is not so far advanced as is popularly supposed. 
The flights that are made rarely exceed a few 
minutes' duration, and those occasions on 
which an hour has been exceeded can be 
counted on the fingers of the hands. The fre- 
quency of mechanical and other failures is 
such as to render a cross-country journey 
highly dangerous — in fact, at the present time 
any such attempts should be discouraged, and 
the offering of prizes for the crossing of the 
Channel or for flights involving the passing 
over or in the neighborhood of large 'cities 
should be discountenanced. There is no great- 
er merit from the engineering point of view 
in flying over 25 miles of the English Chan- 
nel than in doing the same distance over a 
prepared ground — in fact, the straight flight is 
if anything the less meritorious of the two; 
the only excuse for prescribing such a con- 
dition in the offering of prize money is the, 
assumption that fulfilment is a definite proof 
rf the reliability of the machine— which i' 
certainly is not. On October 30 last Farman 
on his Voisin machine made what was prac- 
tically the first cross-country flight — from 
Chalons to Reims — a distance of about 17 
miles ; this flight was made under the most 
favorable conditions, a great part of the, route 
being over the extensive military grounds of 
Mourmelon-le-Graud, and thus the risk was 
reduced to a minimum. The return was made 
by road, the machine being packed and 
brought back on a motor-lorry. There was 
no other reason for returning in this igno- 
minious way than common prudence, and 
common prudence is a quite sufficient reason 
for not undertaking feats ■ of this kind — at 
present. Mr. Farman stated after his return 



that personally he would not have been at all 
afraid of attempting the return journey, but 
that it would be unfair to risk giving a set- 
back to the movement, however slight that 
risk might be, without adequate reason. It 
is greatly to the credit of Mr. Farman in this 
connection that previously to undertaking his 
cross-country flight be made a scries of 
four flights In succession, all exceeding his 
projected effort in duration, and so had proved 
bis title to make a public demonstration of a 
more sensational kind ; all this bespeaks an 
admirable self-restraint. 

The performance of M. Blenot the day fol- 
lowing the Chalons-Reims flight of Farman 
forms with it a striking contrast, it is an ex- 
ample of what it should be the object of every 
sane man to avoid. M. Bleriot had made a 
large number of short flights before his cross- 
country attempt on October 31, many of which 
bad ended in disaster to his machine, while 
bis longest successful flight had been of very 
brief duration. On October 30 a flight was 
made which, as usual, ended in disaster, but. 
the machine was repaired during the night, 
ancl on the 31st, after a short trial lasting 4 
rn mutes 15 seconds (the most successful 
flight that up to that time M. Bleriot had 
made), a cross-country flight was undertaken 
from Toury to Artenay and back, a total dis- 
tance exceeding that of Mr. Farman by per- 
haps a mile. M. Bleriot had to make two 
stoppages en route on account of temporary 
ignition failures, the first stoppage being near 
the turning point and the other during the re- 
turn journey, ft is impossible to regard M. 
Bleriot's performance other than in the light 
of a mad freak ; the risks involved may be best 
gauged by the facts that an involuntary stop- 
page when flying at a low altitude may mean 
total destruction if no suitable alighting 
ground is at hand, and that a few days later 
the same machine lost its equilibrium and was 
completely wrecked, M. Bleriot, by something 
little short of a miracle, emerging from the 
wreckage unscathed. It is unfortunate that 
because one man, after taking all possible pre- 
cautions, performs a notable feat, he must be 
followed by others who take no precautions at 
all and throw prudence to the winds; but such 
is very commonly the case. The men who are 
doing' the real pioneer work understand the 
dangers; those who merely emulate their feats 
do not. Thus Mr. Wilbur Wright is one of 
the first to deprecate cross-country flights in 
the present state of the art, yet it is he, if we 
may judge from actual performance, who is 
best qualified to undertake such a feat. That 
the foregoing remarks are justified is shown 
by the following paragraph quoted from the 
account of M, Bleriot's flight in Le. Matin: 

"Satisfait de ce premier essai, l'aviateur 
prend tout a coup la decision de battre le 
record dc Farman, etablie avant bier de Mour- 
melon a Reims, et qui parait avoir suscite 
cbcz lui une reelle jalousie." 

At present the performances prescribed by 
the donors (and prospective donors) of prizes 
and other awards in this country arc not alto- 
gether satisfactory from the point of view un- 
der discussion. Such feats as the cross-Chan- 
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nel flight, or the London to Manchester flight, 
could only be undertaken at present or in the 
near future at considerable risk, and risk that 
really is quite needless. If the same distance 
were laid out on a course, possibly along the 
coast, where no difficulty would be experi- 
enced in alighting at almost any point, the - 
same result would be achieved with less risk 
of disaster; the conditions of the cross-country 
flight could be simulated to any desired de- 
gree by disqualifying, for example, an aero- 
naut who descends at other than the stated 
point or points from further competing — he 
might be counted as dead for the put poses of 
the competition in question — or some similar 
plan could be adopted. Whether any such 
scheme is feasible or not — there are enormous 
stretches of sand along the east coast exposed 
at low water that might well be utilized—it is 
certain that the conditions of these prize offers 
as they stand will prove a serious temptation 
to the foolhardy and thus they constitute a 
menace to the progress of the movement; a 
few fatal accidents would have a most detri- 
mental effect in this country and would do 
incalculable harm. The whole question should 
be taken up without delay by one of the vari- 
ous self-constituted authorities that now exist 
— possibly a joint committee might be formed 
— with a view to rendering the conditions as 
safe as possible and to prevent ill-equipped and 
inexperienced competitors from entering the 
lists'; failing some measure of this kind, the 
prize is for the gambler who holds his life suf- 
ficiently cheap and who has the. good luck to 
get through. It would also be well to acquire 
such control over the future of the "sport" as 
will ensure further offers of prizes and cups 
being put on a proper footing as to the condi- 
tions under which they will be contested. 

The recent development of the dirigible or 
"airship," though less sensational than that o£ 
the dynamic flying machine, has been scarce- 
ly less rapid. The principal improvements 
since the days of Tissandicr consist in the ap- 
plication of the modern petrol motor in place 
of the electro-motor, in the employment of 
double rubber proofed "Continental',' fabric 
in place of the varnished cambric or . silk for- 
merly employed, and in the use of directive 
surfaces at the after end of the balloon by 
which its attitude of flight is rendered stable 
—that is to say, the tendency to turn into a 



broadside position is obviated. The greatest 
speed attained in the days of the electro-motor 
was approximately 15 miles an hour; the petrol 
motor, first adopted by Santos Dumont in 
1898, immediately showed its superiority, 
speeds of 20 miles per hour being very soon 
reached; the velocity attained by the modern 
airship is now well over 30 miles per hour, and 
as each new machine makes its appearance 
higher and higher speeds are recorded. The 
Zeppelin is stated' to have touched 35 miles 
per hour. The limit of speed of a dirigible will 
in the future in all probability be due less to 
the difficulty in obtaining the horse-power 
needed than to the limit of the strength of 
the fabric that can be used, this at least must 
be the case with the non-rigid system. When 
a balloon is kept in shape by its internal pres- 
sure, the pressure required increases as the 
square of the velocity of flight; it has to be 
maintained at a point in excess of that of the 
regions surrounding the nose and tail (for the 
tail is a pressure region) in order to prevent 
tlic envelope from caving in, and thus there 
is a' very considerable bursting stress on the 
fabric of the body of the balloon form, around 
which the pressure \yhen in flight is less than 
normal—that is, less . than atmospheric. To 
wdiat extent the velocity is limited by con- 
siderations of this kind is yet to be determined; 
the danger is of the "cold explosion" of which 
Santos Dumont sometimes expressed fear. 

At the present time the most controversial 
question that exists in connection with the 
dirigible touches precisely on the point under 
discussion; there are two rival systems, the 
rigid and the non-rigid. In the former, of 
which Zeppelin is the leading exponent, the 
envelope is stretched over a crinoline or cage 
made of aluminium, and the form of the bal- 
loon is maintained by the said cage, the gas 
inside being at approximately atmospheric 
pressure; in the latter, which is the system 
more generally adopted, the form of the bal- 
loon is maintained by the pressure of the en- 
closed gas and to some extent by the use of a 
long keel to which the car is attached, while 
the internal pressure is maintained by one or 
more air bladders contained within 'the bal- 
loon and fed by a centrifugal fan driven either 
from the motor or independently. The ad- 
vantages claimed for the rigid system are, first, 
less danger of a "cold explosion" owing to the 
comparatively low pressures employed, and 
counterpart to this the practicability of higher 
speeds than are possible with the rigid sys- 
tem ; secondly, a less rate of gas leakage ow- 
ing to lower pressure differences; and, thirdly, 
the abolition of the centrifugal fan, lessening 
complication and conducing to safety. Against 
these advantages must be set down the great 
weight and unwieldly nature of the rigid frame 
and the greater liability to irreparable injury, 
both of which objections recent events have 
shown to be only too well founded. The dura- 
tion of the flights made with dirigibles during 
the last couple of years have very greatly ex- 
ceeded anything previously known; the Zep- 
pelin (rigid) and the Parseval (non-rigid) in 
Germany, and the "Patrie" and the "Ville" de 
Paris" (both non-rigid) in France, have shown 
that there is no difficulty in remaining in the 
air at cruising speeds for several hours, flights 
of about eight hours and upwards having been 
made with all these machines. The improve- 
ment in this respect is mainly due to the use 
of the modern rubber-proofed fabric. So 
perfectly is this material now manufactured 
that a balloon may be stored and retain its 
charge of hydrogen for several weeks.

Figures go to show that the area of the 
accessible coal fields of the United States, ac- 
cording to an article which appears in a re- 
cent issue of the Scientific American, com- 
prises about 327,000 square miles ; while, their 
content available for future use approaches 
nearly 2,000 billions of tons. The rate of con- 
sumption cannot be predicted with certainty; 
but if the rate of increase which has held for 
the last fifty years is maintained, the supply of 
easily available coal will be exhausted before 
the middle of the next century.

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THE NEW PLANETS 

Two planets have been discovered whose orbits 
He outside that of Neptune. This is a singularly In- 
teresting announcement. Until March 13, 1781 the 
inhabitants of our planet know only of the existence 
of five others, namely, Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, 
and Saturn. On that day Sir William Herschell dis- 
covered a planet, which he called Georglu'm Sidus In 
honor of tile king, but it later became known by the 
name of its discoverer, until quite recently when it 
was called Uranus, after one of the heroes of Gre- 
clan mythology. For sixty years the existence of a 
planet outside the orbit of Uranus was unsuspected, 
but in 1S41 astronomers reached the conclusion that 
there must bo such, a body, or the Irregularities of 
the orbit of Uranus would be inexplicable. The story 
of the discovery of the more remote orb is one of the 
romances of science. Among the many astronomers 
who were giving attention to the matter were John 
Adams of Cambridge University and Urbaln Lever- 
rlor of the Paris Observatory. These two observers 
carefully calculated the position in which the planet 
ought to be found, if there was one. Leverrler com- 
municated his calculations to Dr. Galle of Berlin and 
asked him to search the heavens for the planet. On 
September 23, 18-iti, Dr. Galle found in the place Indi- 
cated a star of the eighth magnitude not shown upon 
the star-map in his possession. He thought it was 
the supposed planet and a short series of observations 
proved this to be the ease. Meanwhile Mr. Adams 
had sent his calculations to Professor Challls, who 
began a search with the Northumberland telescope. 
On August i he found the planet, but having no star- 
map was unable to distinguish it from other stars. 
On August 12 he again observed it, and was satis- 
fied that he had made the hoped-for discovery, but 
having no star-map at hand, and not having leisure 
to map his own observations, he delayed announcing 
Ills discovery until Dr. Galle had been heard from. 
Therefore, though the first discovery was made by 
Professor Challls acting under direction from Mr. 
Adams, the honor is shared equally with Dr. Galle, 
.who followed lions. Levcrrier's instruction. 

Comparison with previous observations and mem- 
oranda made by astronomers, one of them by La- 
lando, a famous French astronomer of the Eighteenth 
century, showed that the planet, which is now called 
Neptune had been seen, but the fact of Its being a 
planet had not been suspected. The estimated distance 
of Neptune from the Sun Is 2,701,000,000 miles, that 
Is the moan distance, the planet's orbit being elliptical 
it is sometimes nearer and sometimes further away. 
It is about a billion miles more remote from the Sun 
than Uranus. 

When we come to consider the two newly dis- 
covered planets we have to deal with distances of 
startling magnitude considering that these orbs are 
members of the Solar System, for that nearest Nep- 
tune Is a billion and a half miles further from the 
Sun, and the other is nearly a billion and a half 
miles yet more remote. In other words, the outermost 
known member of the Solar System is estimated to 
be 5,580,000,000 miles from the Sun, whose Influence 
controls its movements. Professor Gaillet, of Paris, 
who made the new discoveries, has not yet given out 
a Full report of his observations, at least no such re- 
port has reached America. We are, therefore, unable 
to say whether he was led to seek for the planets, as 
the astronomers were who found Neptune, or It he 
came upon them accidentally. In the process of map- 
ping the heavens now in progress It is almost certain 
that unknown planets, If there are any, will be found. 
Photography is able to detect stars which the human 
eyo cannot find even with the most powerful teles- 
copes. If photographs are taken of the same field 
for a series of nights and on examination the plates 
tire found to show points of light that have changed 
their position, the inference is that these points are 
planets or comets. 

It is interesting to know that the outermost of the 
newly discovered planets Is sixty times as far away 
from the Sun as we are, and that it Is possibly one- 
quarter as far away as the nearest fixed star. This 
latter statement is only an approximation, for there 
is a very wide difference in the results of the calcu- 
lations of the distance of Alpha Centauri, which Is 
supposed to bo the nearest of the stars. Now let It 
be supposed that around Alpha Centauri there are 
circling planets, as Is altogether likely, and one of 
them Is as far away from that star as the outermost 
of the Sun's known planets are from It, the two 
planets representing different systems would between 
them bridge half the distance between the two plan- 
etary systems. Therefore, if one chooses to give his 
imagination a little rein, he can think of one send- 
ing a message to the outermost of our planetary sis- 
ters, which In turn would communicate It to the out- 
ermost of Alpha Centauri's attendant worlds. 



MINOS 

Some of the weirdest of all ancient Grecian myths 
cluster around the name of Minos. He is said to 
have been king of Crete and the son of Jupiter. We 
lire not greatly concerned with the details of this 
particular set of myths, some of which are very 
loathsome, but mention may be made of the fact that 
Daedalus figures In them, and his greatest claim to 
fame was that he flow across the Egean Sea with a 
eet of wings of his own construction. Daedalus has 
left behind him a wonderful reputation as a builder. 
His greatest work Is said to have been the Cretan 
Labyrinth, wherein was confined the monster, the 
Minotaur, a creature that was half bull and halt' man. 
Perseus, who was also a son or" Jupiter, slew the 
Minotaur. Ho also slew the monster Medusa and has 
been rewarded by a place among the constellations 
Until comparatively recent times the disposition lias 
been to regard the myth of Minos as a pure Invention, 
although there was an attempt to explain it, as has 
been undertaken in the case of other myths, by as- 
signing it a place among the fancies originating in 
sun-worship, but a writer in the London Times tells 
lis that ''the recent excavations In Creto have made 
dt necessary to reconsider the whole scheme of Med- 
iterranean history before the classical period." In 
other words the. conviction is being forced upon in- 
vestigators that mythology Is only distorted history. 
The Times article describes conditions in Creto at a 
very remote period in these words: 

"Although many questions are still undecided, it 
lias been established beyond any doubt that during 
the rule of the Eighteenth Dynasty in Egypt, when 
Thebes was at the height of its glory, Crete was the 
centre of a great empire whose trade and Influence 
extended from the North Adriatic to Tell el Amarna 
and from Sicily to Syria. 

"This civilization was as ancient and as firmly 
established as It was wonderful. The beginning of 
the flint deposits found beneath the Palace at Knos- 
aos is considered by Dr. Evans to date from at least 
10.000 B.C., and from that time onwards the develop- 
ment of the Mlnoan people can he traced continuously. 

"The Mlnoan civilization was essentially Mediter- 
ranean, and is most sharply distinguished from any 
that arose in Egypt or the East. In some respects 
also it is strikingly modern. The many-storied pal- 
aces, some of the pottery, even the dresses of the 
ladles seem to belong to the modern rather thnn tho 
nnclent world. At the same time, the number of 
Mlnoan sites and their extraordinary richness far ex- 
ceed anything that Crete could be expected to pro- 
duce, and must be due In part to that sea-power 
■which the ancient legends attributed to Minos." 

In view of the inventions of tho present day the 
Btory that Daedalus, who lived during tho height of 
this civilization, for It was a time when the. glory 
of Crete was such that It was thought to be explain- 
ed only on the supposition that 1 the king of tho land 



was a son of the greatest of tho deities, succeeded 
In flying is calculated to set us wondering If after 
all we are so far ahead of those days as wc think 
we are. At one time it was said that there never 
was a King Minos, for no trace of such a monarch 
could be found. Now wo know that there was. The 
story of Daedalus and his wings was a subject of 
mirth, but It may be doubted if the Messrs. Wright 
or Mr, Douglas McCurdy will think It necessarily a 
fable. It was in those times that Mercury, tho mes- 
senger of the gods, lived, whoso speed , was so in- 
credible that he could like Puck, "put a girdle around 
the world in forty minutes." Anyone can do it now 
if ho can pay the cost of the telegram. Is the myth 
of Mercury a survival of a time when the mystery 
of the telegraph was understood? 

The writer in tho Times seems to be of the opin- 
ion that wo will havo to take Plato's half-told story 
of Atlantis a great deal more seriously than scholars 
have been Inclined to. There never was any reason 
why tho story should not bo accepted. There is noth- 
ing at all improbable in the disappearance of an 
Island with all Its people and works of human skill 
beneath the waves of the sea. The known destruc- 
tion of Cretan 'civilization, the fate of Atlantis and 
sundry other things of the same nature all point to 
the occurrence at a remote period of a great catas- 
trophe, which well nigh blotted out humanity. In 
a former series of articles printed on this page refer- 
ence was made to the evidence going to show that 
such an event occurred some time before the dawn 
of what we call history.

THE FALL OF JERUSALEM 

Titus, son and heir to the Emperor Vespasian, ap- 
peared before Jerusalem in the spring of A.D. 70, with 
a force which ho hoped was sufficient to compel tho 
immediate surrender of that city. For four years the 
Judean capital had defied tin: army of Rome, and it 
seemed almost essential that It should be taken, if 
the prestige of the emperor was to be maintained. 
Titus had 80,000 men under him, and 'the .most ofilcient 
siege train which up to that time had ever been got 
together. He was aided by King Agrlppu, who had 
thrown in his lot with the enemies of Ids nation, by 
Tiberius Alexander, and toy Josophus. As the Pass- 
over drew near tho Jews streamed by thousands into 
the Holy City, and the chief priests and elders sum- 
moned lighting men from all parts of the provinces. 
The walls were strengthened, and every possible pre- 
paration was made to resist a siege. These were 
barely completed when Titus appeared from the north 
and surrounded the city. He sent a .message to the 
inhabitants demanding 'their submission to Rome and 
their promise to pay the taxes imposed upon them. 
He was influenced in his feelings towards them by 
his own naturally kindly disposition and by his affec- 
tion for a Judean princess, Berenice, who, though she 
had abandoned the faith of her fathers and In other 
ways departed from an upright life, yet was anxious 
that Jerusalem should not be destroyed. But the 
Jews had sworn to defend their city to the last, and 
the overtures of the Roman general wore promptly 
rejected. The first collision between the opposing 
forces was favorable to the besieged, for they sur- 
prised and completely defeated the famous Tenth 
Legion on the Mount of Olives; but this success did 
not delay the Roman advance, and during the festival 
of the Passover the battering rains were brought up 
to tho walls and the assault was begun. Titus had 
been led to cxpeot that, during this festival, tho Jews 
would not fight, but to his surprise they rushed from 
the city like demons, overturning all his siege engines 
and throwing his troops into confusion. Even tho 
women took part in the struggle, stationing them- 
selves upon the walls, from which vantage ground 
they hurled stones upon the heads of the attacking 
force and poured boiling oil upon such of them as 
endeavored to scale the fortifications. The issue of 
the fight hung in the balance for some time, but in 
the end the Romans forced the Jews within the 
second wall and remained in possession of the sub- 
urban district of Bezetha. From this time on daily 
lighting occurred. The chief point of attack was tho 
Antonine tower, and after seventeen days' labor the 
Romans erected works which were thought to be 
sufficient to capture that stronghold; hut the besieged 
were equally active, and while preparations were 
being made outside the walls, they dug a subterranean 
passage from within, and when tho Roman prepara- 
tions were complete a heroic band, led by John of 
Gischala, rushed through this passage! and destroyed 
the works with lire. Advised by Agrlppa, Titus, at the 
close of the first day's fighting, and In order to strike 
terror into the hearts of the besieged, crucified four 
hundred Jewish prisoners within sight of the walls, 
and sent a number of others back to the city, having 
first cut off their hands; but this horrible cruelty 
only inflamed the ardor of the Jews and made thera 
resolve to fight to the death. 

After some three or four weeks provisions ran 
short in the city, in the streets of which lay thousands 
of unburled corpses. Deserters became numerous, 
but as they reached the Roman lines they were ruth- 
lessly slain. A conspiracy arose, hut it was promptlv 
supressed, and the conspirators were executed ill 
sight of tho Roman camp. The Romans meanwhile 
had replaced their siege works at the Antonine Tower, 
and three weeks after tho destruction of their former 
preparations attacked the wall with their battering 
rams. The wall foil with a terrible crash, hut to 
their amazement the Romans found that a second 
wall had been built by tho besieged. They tried to 
carry this by assault, but wore unsuccessful. Titus 
once more summoned the besieged to surrender, but 
mot with a stern refusal, and tho Jews retreated with- 
in the Temple, there to make their final stand. They 
then set fire to the beautiful wooden colonnade by 
which this holy place was approached, and sallied out 
amid the flames to attack the enemy. The sufferings 
of the people wore intense. Anything that seemed 
likely to sustain life, no matter how revolting, was 
eagerly eaten, and at least one Instance was observed 
where a woman had killed and eaten her own Infant. 
Pestilence stalked abroad as the warm days of sum- 
mer came on, until It seemed as if the remorse- 
less foe, famine and disease the last stage of suffering 
had been reached. But still the Jews fought on. 
Hungry and sick, with death on every side of them, 
they rushed to the field against the foe with a courage 
that seemed superhuman. So Intense was their fervor 
and valor that some Romans, believing that they they 
must be invincible, deserted, and, accepting Judaism, 
fought grimly with tho besieged until the end. 

For six days tho siege of the Temple continued, and 
then Titus, realizing that he could not hope to capture- 
It, caused the gates to be set on lire. For a day and 
a night the flames raged, and then Titus ordered thorn 
to he extinguished. A council of war was then held, 
and it was agreed that the Temple should not he des- 
troyed. But tho Jews wore not willing to yield, and 
made a fierce assault upon the enemy. They were 
repulsed, and although Titus had given express orders 
that the Temple should be spared, one of his soldiers 
threw a blazing brand through what was called tho 
Golden Window. In a few moments the Interior was 
in flames. Titus ordered his soldiers to extinguish 
them, hut his commands fell upon deaf cars. Tho 
scene which ensued pusses nil description. Many of 
the Jews, -'Unwilling to survive their sacred edifice, 
flung themselves Into the fire. Thousands of others, 
men, women and children, clung to the rapidly burn- 
ing Temple, waiting In vain for a miracle, to save 
them. But relief only came with death, and six 
thousand of them fell at the hands of the Romans. 
Some of the priests retreated to the top of the walls, 
where they held out for several days, hut hunger 
compelled thorn to yield, and they were Instantly 
executed. Then tho Romans raised their standards 



in the Holy of Holies and offered sacrifice to their 
gods. Titus thereupon ordered that what remained 
of the -city should be destroyed. This was accomplish- 
ed only after a prolonged resistance. Twenty-eight 
days elapsed from the destruction of tho Temple to 
tho capture of SJlpn, as the upper city was called, 
and they were days marked by the most stubborn 
resistance on the part of tho Jews. The slaughter 
was terrible, the Zealots lighting, as they had sworn 
lo do, until the last man fell. When he was in pos- 
session of this last stronghold, Titus ordered tho walls 
to be levelled to the ground, and as the buildings had 
all boon consumed by lire, nothing was loft of, tho 
Jewish capital but smoldering rains. During the siege 
fully a million lives were lost. There is no other story 
in all history like it. Jewish Independence fell with 
the destruction of the capital, but the Jewish people 
can take pride in the fact that no nation ever resisted 
a conqueror with greater valor or remained an faith- 
ful to the traditions of tliiiir race and the principles 
of their religious faith. 
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THE NORTHMEN 

I. — The Norwegians 

This is one of tin; old sagas of the Norsemen's 
mythology, and tells of the beginning and end of tho 
world and the life which is to come: 

In the dawn of time the' world was peopled with 
gods and men. and the God omnipotent, unnameahle, 
ruled the universe. Odin was the highest among tho 
lesser gods. His hall was Walhalla, the heaven of 
dead warriors, his guardians were two wolves, his 
horse the swift sure-footed -Sieipnlr. Odin was the 
god of poetry and wisdom. Thor was the strongest of 
tho gods, his weapon was a hammer. Aegar was tho 
ruler of the sea. There wore countless other gods, 
and they lived In peace in Asgard, their dwelling- 
place in heaven, and. man lived In peace upon tho 
earth, until the Wotun women came among the celes- 
tial beings and caused strife among them. There was 
constant warfare between tho Yotun men who attack 
Asgard and tho inhabitants of the heavenly dwelling 
place. The wicked Loke, who is also a god. has three 
children, the Fenrls-wolf, the Midgard serpent, and 
Hel. The gods hound the Fenrls-wolf hand and foot, 
throw the serpent Into the sea. and hurled Hel down 
to tho nether world, whore she became the ruler of 
tho dead. There will come a day when all tho world 
of gods and men, shall perish in Ragnarok. It shall 
be when people have become slaves to vice and cor- 
ruption. Warnings shall be sent them, the sun shall 
cease to shine, the stars shall disappear, tho moun- 
tains shall fall, Loke and Fenrls-wolf shall . stalk 
abroad working destruction and death, the Midgard 
serpent shall leave the sea. All the gods and the 
fallen heroes shall array themselves for battle, and 
Odin shall lead them against the hosts of evil. But 
In the end all shall be destroyed and firo shall con- 
sume the world. There; shall come a change, how- 
ever. Ho who rules over all. Ho who Is nameless be- 
cause of his might and .'majesty, shall call the dead 
to lift, and shall judge them according to their merits 
or demerits. The wicked shall be sent to the nether- 
world of Hel, but the pure and the good shall enjoy 
happiness eternal. A new world, green and lovely, 
shall arise from the ocean, Tho gods shall come to 
life and another human race shall inhabit the earth. 

According to all accounts Norway has been in- 
habited since long before the beginning of history, 
and has several distinct populations, which have been 
in their turn driven out until a Caucasian race ap- 
peared, which remained, and from which descended 
the present inhabitants. Tin- Norwegians are a branch 
of the groat race- to which the Swedes, the Danes, 
and the Goths belong. They are supposed to have 
migrated from Asia and settled in Norway about two 
hundred years before Christ. - 

Tho earliest settlors lived by hunting and fishing, 
hut in time learned tn till tin- ground and plant It. 
The country was divided among the bondes or peas- 
ants, who were the proprietary class and were allowed 
to j, assess thralls or slaves. Norway consisted of a 
number of small states, each with Its own ruler, but 
the peasants had a sort of government of their own. 
Their assemblies wore called "Tilings." and made Un- 
laws and administered punishment. They deliberated 
and decided upon all public acts, and if the hereditary 
ruler did not please Its members, they had the right 
■ of choosing another, : 

As a matter of course the Norsemen were renown- 
ed for their bravery and daring. Their religion 
taught that all who died of sickness or old ago should 
go to tho abode of Hel, but all who fell upon the 
field of battle should attain tho everlasting Joys of 
Valhalla. Therefore they fought from a sense of duty, 
tho kings and earls of the different states being con- 
stantly at war with one another. As tho country to 
the north became ovor-populated, its warriors wont 
abroad to do battle and to acquire other lands. Thus 
commenced the cruislngs of tin- Vikings. 

In time so much did tho other nations of Europe 
come to dread those terrible Invaders that In tho 
churches of England they said a special prayer each 
week in which they hogged deliverance from the 
Vikings, ami in France the following formula was 
always used in the religious services, "A furore Nor- 
mandorum libera, nos, O Domino" (Free us. O God, 
from the fury of the Northmen). It was in 7S7 that 
tho Vikings first began to harry the- coasts of Eng- 
land, plundering convents and towns. They soon ex- 
tended their operations to France. Though they made 
but little progress in that country during the reign of 
Charlemagne, they committed such havoc later that 
tho French kings were- obliged to pay them large 
sums of money annually to keep them away. They 
tool; possession of tin- Orkneys, the Shetland Islands, 
the Hebrides and the Faroe Islands. They formed a 
settlement in Ireland. They established a kingdom 
at Dublin, in Ireland, whore they ruled for three and 
a half centuries. 

They infused their lighting blood and their heroic 
qualities into tin- peoples with which they amalgam- 
ated, and Samuel Lalng, in speaking of the Influence 
they exerted, writes tin::-.: 

"All that men hope for of good government and., 
future Improvement In their physical , and moral con- 
ditions—all that civilized men enjoy at this day of 
civil, religious ami political liberty— the British Con- 
stitution, representative legislation, trial by jury, 
security of property, freedom el' mind and person, tho 
Influence of public opinion over tin- conduct of public 
affairs, the Reformation, the liberty of the press, the 
spirit of tho age— all that Is or has been of value to 
men In modern times as a member of society, cither 
in Europe or in tho New World, may bo traced to tho 
spark left burning upon our shores by these northern 
barbarians." 

Tin- above reference to the effect of tin- women of 
Wotun upon tho Norse race, as related in the tradi- 
tion, will recall the statement made In tho sixth 
chapter of the Book of Genesis, where tho union 
between the sons of God and the daughters of men 
Is stated to havo preceded a period of wickedness, 
which led to the destruction of tho human race by 
the Flood. This remarkable resemblance between the 
Norse and Hebraic legends suggests a common origin 
for both. To what they refer Is at present Wholly 
beyond any explanation.

O SAYS POPE, In his "Essay on Criticism," 
and it is true, but for all that what a 
vast amount of pleasure a little learning 
can give us! A little knowledge of the 
different arts, sciences, and businesses 
of this world. - 

■ liver so slight an acquaintance with 
a subject opens out a fresh field of in- 
terest which might otherwise be closed. 
Music and the arts, literature, science and polities— 
we should know something of them all. And in 
these days we are expected at least to be able to 
discuss any topic that comes to the. fore. A blank 
wall of complete Ignorance is considered inexcus- 
able. "The world Is so full of a number of things," 
says Robert Louis Stevenson, "wo ought to bo as 
happy as kings." But a sealed book can arnuce no 
one; a page or two must be turned. Truly, half of 
our enjoyment in life we owe to the smatterings we 
have gleaned. But "'a little Itnowledgs Is a danger- 
ous thing," we are told. It may be, sometimes; cer- 
tainly neither doctor or lawyer would question the 
statement. A little knowledge of chemistry is cer- 
tainly not bliss, to those who are anxious for the 
welfare of the experimenter, as you live in mortal 
terror of the moment, which unless the knowledge 
materially Increases must come, when a leg or an 
arm shall be blown off, or an eye blown out or 
something equally delightful shall happen! In an- 
other way too, a slight knowledge of the art of mus- 
ic is trying — very trying — for tin? patient listener, so 
It Is , with amateur — very amateur — cooking, and a 
hundred and one other things of a like nature; but 
to counterbalance all this think of the countless cases 
in which "a little learning" is the greatest boon and 
blessing! Think of what a gain it is to the sightseer 
to understand something of the architecture of the 
different churches he Is visiting. Though he may 
only be able to recognize the more characteristic 
features of the various styles and periods, he greets 
these, when he meets them, as old friends, and his 
pleasure Is increased tenfold: he no longer looks 
about him with vague, unseeing eyes. 

Then imagine how much one loses when taking 
a country walk, if one knows absolutely nothing of 
the birds and flowers one comes across! 

There is no need to be a professor of science; only 
a little knowledge of Nature's secrets is suf- 
ficient, to make a ramble in the country among the 
woods or the mountains a veritable fairyland of de- 
light; 

And although one may shudder' at the idea of a 
"little music," and some, by experience may shud- 
der With good cause, even the most fastidious will 
surely admit that the girl who can play an easy 
valso or oven a simple hymn tune (provided she does 
not play the latter all clay and every day) when oc- 
casion requires is a more useful member of society 
than she who has to own to utter incompetency. 

' It is just as well too, to be au courant with the 
tastes and hobbies popular at the moment. If we 
are asked to admire a collection of old china, glass 
or pictures, for instance — a request which is highly 
probable at the present time when these collections 
are quite the rage, we are glad to be able to make a 
few Intelligent remarks, and to show the owner of 
them that, the beauties of his treasures are not en- 
tirely thrown away upon us. To become connois- 
'seurs in such subjects would take several years of 
study, but if the little wo can pick up without much 
difficulty teaches us appreciation, surely that is 
worth something. It is on such occasions as these 
that "a little learning" makes all the difference.. 

So there is a good deal to be said, after all, in 
favor of "smatterings," unattractive as the word may 
be. It is almost a pity that. .the expression should 
suggest that which is superficial and unsatisfactory. 
The happiest people and those ihost sought after 
are those who are many-sided, and have' the largest 
number of 1 Interests': And'. -'what Is" more; 'it 'Is gen- 
erally those who excel In some one thing "who are 
most prone to cultivating their minds In other direc- 
tions. All the sciences hang together and one study 
has a surprising way of leading on to another. This 
fact must have been realized by the Cambridge don 
who said that his ideal of an educated man was "one 
who knows everything of something and something 
of everything." One word of warning! Never let 
us pride ourselves upon our "little learning." but on 
the contrary, always remain humbly conscious of 
our limitations. Let us not be dogmatic, because 
we know something of a subject. Let us not because 
we are interested about a certain thing, and posess 
a certain amount of knowledge on that subject, when 
with friends harp perpetually upon lliat one string, 
and endeavor to "show off" our "little learning" and 
so realize the most trying of all personalities, the 
sol disant learned person, whom Shakespears im- 
mortalizes when he puts into the mouth of one of 
his characters the Illustration of such natures: 

"As who should say, 'I am Sir Oracle, 

And When I ope my Hps let no dog bark.'"

Wicked lie may be; often they will go further and 
unhesitatingly admit that lie Is; but that he has his 
good points is equally firmly Implanted In their minds. 
Certain it is that for one reason or another, the bu- 
colic portion of the human race — which forms by far 
the greater portion of it — seems to have been on 
much more intimate terms with the Principalities of 
Darkness than with those of Light! , Poets have sung 
and painters delineated, ecclesiastics written and fair 
penitents discoursed of celestial beings: but the rustic 
has generally been more taken up with their fallen 
prototype. If nomenclature Is a proof of popularity, 
the Evil One is undoubtedly the first favorite in the 
whole length and breadth of the countryside of Great 
Britain. Devil's Dykes, Kitchens, Chimneys, Caul- 
drons, Seething Pots, Dens, and Punch Bowls are 
among the most common appellations, and are every- 
where to be found In England, Ireland and Scotland. 
Though In certain localities the custom of attributing 
natural formations to diabolic agency is moi • 
nam than in others, there Is none, not even in new 
countries, where It might be supposed that his Sa- 
tanic Majesty had hardly had time to establish him- 
self, In which It is absolutely absent. 

Of the English counties, Cornwall is perhaps the 
one in which these places occur most frequently. 
There Is, amongst others, the famous Devil's Frying ' 
Pan, a tin mine, worked in the times of the Romans, 
and thw Devil's Pit, a chasm In the cliffs, where, In 
the rush and roar of the water, as it thunders In at 
high-tide, the superstitious Cornish folk hear tho 
groans and shrieks of the Archfiend's victims. In 
Scotland the Devil has his mill at Dollar, his stair- 
case at Glencoe, and his Imprinted footsteps at Oraig- 
levar, at which place In consequence of a quarrel with 
the Bishop, he carried off the whole of one of the ga- 
bles of tho Castle. 

Nor, as I said before, does Ireland, the Isle of the 
Saints, lack proofs of intercouse with the Devil. In 
the Barane mountains, near Templemore, we can see 
to this day the Devil's Bite, where, when ordered to 
make a road for one of the holy men the devil bit a 
huge piece off the hillside, and carrying It in his 
mouth deposited it in a bog, without which this could 
not have been crossed. 

Ills Satanic Majesty is nlso an Architect of con- 
siderable skill, as witness his bridges, which are also 
to be found all over the countryside. 

Yet, notwithstanding the- cleverness of the Father 
of Ides, it is quite extraordinary how often we find 
that ills craftiness is no match for that of the un- 
sophisticated countryman, or still oftener of the coun- 
trywoman! 

According to the legendary lore of England, and 
a very rich lore it is, too. and fascinating, only of 
recent years has human agency contrived to span 
any really dangerous gorge or gigantic river. It was 
always the Devil and his satellites who performed the 
task before, and that the toll extracted was the body 
of a dead infant to bury under the foundations or the 
soul of the first creature who crossed the bridge was 
only thought consistent with his character and meth- 
ods. If mlgulded mortals so far forsot the first prin- 



ciples of prudence as to have dealings witli tho Evil 
One they must take the consequences and deserved as 
little pity as they got! "lie who sups with tho Devil 
should have a long spoon," is a well-known axiom 
from one end of England to the other. However, as 
I said, even tho Devil was frequently outwitted and 
nfter having built his bridge was done out of his 
payment for it. In German folk-lore It Is generally 
the good-wife's ready resource that saves the situation. 

It must have been the belief in the gullibility of 
the Evil One that caused our forefathers to bury 
King John in the; garb of a friar, never doubting that 
the disguise would deceive the Arch Enemy anil thus 
save the mortal remains of the monarch from his 
clutches % 

From the earliest times cards, dice, the theatre, 
dancing, etc, have been accounted the playthings of 
the Devil. Dancing especially, which to urban popu- 
lations seems a harmless enough amusement, has to 
the countryman a spice of the Devil In It, and many 
a giddy maiden dancing on the village green has had 
reason to regret her frivolity, when a gay and gallant 
gentleman has appeared, showing glimpses of the 
cloven foot under his finery, and has taken her In his 
arms and danced her away clean out of sight. When 
it suits lils purpose tho Devil can pipe and fiddle with 
the best, Just as he can ride an absolutely unmanage- 
able steed, when It comes to escaping justice, or car- 
rying off his prey. It has been noticed, however, 
that his stables contain nothing but black steeds, and 
that they are both fiery and swift. 

"The Devil he flung her on his horse, 

And he leapt up before. 
And away like the lightning speed they went, 

And she was seen no more." 

Another very remarkable trail of the country- 
people's Devil Is that he constantly champions the 
poor and oppressed! In Scotland, perhaps because 
sharp-tempered women are common, he frequently 
comes to the rescue of henpecked husbands. It must, 
to husbands at any rate, have been a joyful sight 
sight when he marched off "wP a wife In each oxter 
and ane In his teeth." Misers also were looked upon 
as his special charge as no law could touch their 
vice of hoarding. It Is also on Scotch authority that 
wc hear of the Devil's temporary death: 

"Some say the Dell's dead and hurled in Klrcaldy, 
Some say lie's risen again and turned a Hleland 
laddie." 

Certain animals, as serpents, bats, black cats and 
swine are generally credited with being the Devil's 
special pets and agents. The proverb that the Devil 
Is not so black, or ugly, as he Is painted Is found In 
almost every European country, and we find George 
Herbert writing: 

"We paint the Devil black, yet he 
Has some good In him, nil agree."

Thus she ac- 
cepts the conventional "not at home" as perfectly 
correct, even if she sees the lady who Is supposed 
to be out standing at the window. She knows she 
has no cause to be offended. It is the recognized 
method of denying oneself to visitors when one so 
desires. Of course should the lady first look from 
the window and then send out to say "not at home," 
that would bo quite another matter, but everyone 
has a right to tell her servant to say "not at home" 
to visitors In general. 

Then again, It Is quite obvious that all invita- 
tions can not be accepted, even when no previous en- 



gagement exists, and yet that is the conventional 
method of refusing an unwelcome invitation. We 
plead a previous engagement. It Is very possibly 
not true, but then, as I said before, the plain, un- 
varnished truth cannot be told on these occasions. 
If we were to say, "I do not wish to dine with you," 
or "It bores me so much to stay with you that I can- 
not accept your invitation," we should soon have no 
friends, much less acquaintances, left; and though 
we may not wish to eat their food, or spend several 
days under their roof, we may yet find pleasure or 
profit in the company of these persons at suitable 
times and seasons. Also, it is conceivable that we 
may not wish .to wound the feelings of people who 
offer us hospitality, even though that hospitality be 
unwelcome. So we decline these invitations In a for- 
mal note, worded something like this: "Dear So- 
and-so — It is very kind of you to ask us to dine on 
and we are so sorry that we are already engag- 
ed that night. With many regrets, etc." Of course, 
if tho Invitation is specially unwelcome and wo do 
not wish It to be repeated, wo word the note more 
stiffly, but even then if tile recipient has a shrewd 
suspicion of the truth and is pretty certain thai the 
previous ehgagemcnt is a myth, she lias no grounds 
for offence. The rules of the game have been ad- 
hered to. 

Where the lie has to bo verbal, and perhaps spon- 
taneous, the situation is far more difficult, and gives 
scope for much tact and savoir faire. Here the tone 
and manner are almost more important than the 
words, and the novices in the ways of the world are 
apt to be taken "a l'improvlste." My advice under 
these circumstances is ( to say as little as possible. 
"I am so sorry, but we arc already engaged that 
night. It is so kind of you to think of us," — some- 
thing of that sort, and avoid particularising what 
the mythical engagement is, as there is then less to 
demember. A fiction must be adhered to and tho 
least slip or hesitation is fatal.

The Opium Trade— Efforts of Opponents 




TRONG efforts to combat the opium trade 
in China are being made by the Interna- 
tional Reform Bureau. By means of lec- 
tures and other propaganda. Including an 
"anti-opium press service," E. W. Thwlng, 
secretary of the organization, is endeav- 
oring to carry the anti-opium crusade to 
a successful Issue. 

From this press service, the following in- 
formation Is taken. It represents the arguments for 
and against the. opium trade, from tho point of view 
of Mr. Thwlng. 

The opium merchants of Christian England do not 
desire to help China In her difficult struggle, what- 
ever the government may wish. 

In fact when provincial authorities were seeking 
to create a government monopoly and so restrict the 
sale, which is the first step. Canton merchants by 
their "sharpness and ready perception" are proud to 
have been able to defeat the plan. 

And it was Sir John .Ionian, who was quick to 
bring to light that old British treaty of Nan King of 
1842, following the Opium War, and so greatly hinder 
what China was trying to accomplish, and this Is be- 
cause India and the Crown Colonies are not willing 
to give up their unholy gain. And as an excuse they 
would say that China is not sincere. Truly the 
opium trader anil the opium revenue are the two 
greatest foes of China's progress in opium prohibi- 
tion. It is a hard task. When China seeks to con- 
trol the opium trade, and so year by year reduce It, 
she is told that her treaty with a Christian nation 
permits the merchants of that nation to sell the 
opium to "whatever persons they please." It Is her 
duty to restrict the native opium, but Treaty will not 
allow tin' foreign opium to be restricted! It Is no 
wonder that Chinese officials, even the best of them, 
may become discouraged and lose some of their vig- 
or In the enforcement of these difficult laws. The 
trouble is tin- British merchant . does not want his 
evil trade cut down. He claims a Treaty right of free 
sale uf opium in China. When will this Treaty be 
changed? if China gives In. "She Is not sincere." if 
China stands firm, must there be another Opium War 
to forco her to fulfill her treaty obligations'.' Hut 
England Is strong, and when the Hongkong Chamber 
of Commerce protested against obstructive regula- 
tions, the British Minister at Pekln took the matter 
up with the Chinese government, which promised to 
telegraph Instructions to the Canton Viceroy. So 
China's work Is continually made harder. 

It Is dilllcult to know at present how many of the 
Chinese have acquired the use of opium. Various 
estimates claim that a moderate figure would be be- 
tween 10 and twenty per cent, male population, or 
2% to 5 per cent, of tho total population, It is said 
that in some places 80. per cent, of the adult mules 
uso opium, and at. least one tenth of the women. Be- 
fore the. present anti-opium campaign began, then; 
were over 1,000 registered opium dens In the city of 
Foochow alone, It is more common than rice. The 
Chinese often call it the "black rice." It is also esti- 
mated that opium costs the people of China 200 mil- 
lions of dollars every year. Sir Robert Hart snid 
that the duty on native opium, at the ordinary tax 
of GO taels per plcul, for the year 1S97 should amount 
to 20 million taels or about 15 million dollars gold. 
The government did not get all this money, however, 
owing to the various provincial leaks nnd squeezes! 

Every province In China, has produced more o'r 
less opium. The money profit to the producer, the 
trader, the officials, and to the government Is tho 
greatest obstacle to its overthrow. But the ruin and 
misery brought In the end to all these parties is far 
greater, a hundredfold so, than any money profit re- 
ceived. 

The habit Is easily formed but hard to break. It. 
b-liigs Its woes to the Jil*h officials and to the poorest 
laborer. Many wealthy families through this 



blighting cause, have neon brought to extreme pov- 
erty. The labouring man who earns from $4.00 to 
$7.00 Mex. per month, will soon spend more than that 
amount on opium. As a result he will first borrow, 
then sell to a pawnbroker or others, his clothing, his 
home, his, very wife and children to supply that aw- 
ful desire for the cursed drug. Many of the dens of 
vice have received their supply of victims bv the 
help of opium. Many have gone the limit until noth- 
ing remains but the craving for that which they can- 
not supply, and then they turn to tho opium to bring 
them death as their only refuge. The Increasing 
number of opium suicides is new cause for alarm. 

A doctor, a resident of Chaotong, in West China, 
tells of the ruin brought to this country by opium. 
He speaks of China as "The Land of Suicides," where 
there are "500,000 eases a year." In his letter, pub- 
lished in 1898, he said; "In the 30 days, ending June 
18th, among the persons- who came to our home for 
help there were 19 cases of opium suicide." 1 have 
also gathered statistics, given me by missionaries, 
from five cities: — 

1. In a city in the Province of Yunnan, of 100,000, 
the cases of opium suicide averaged one a day for 12 
months. 

2. A. city of about 50,000 had 72 cases in one year 
to which the missionaries were called. 

.1. In a city of 80,000, in the Province of Kuelchow, 
in one year 300 cases occurred In which the mission- 
aries' lie];} was sought. (No one knows how many 
other cases.) 

Eight of these cases of opium suicide occurred in 
one day. 

4. In a city of 300.000, in the great province two 
missions there were asked to save life in 400 cases 
of opium suicide. I have no record of other missions 
there. (Szechuan is where tin- largest amount of 
opium is grown.) 

5. In the Province of Annul tin' homo of Li Hung- 
Chang, In a city of 50,000, SO cases were brought to 
the missionaries. 

Thus in a population of 580,000 more than 1,200 
cases of opium suicide occurred in 12 months in 
which the aid of the missionaries was sought. This 
was largely In the West where the drug Is cheap. 
On tiie other hand vast quantities of tho drug are 
exported from these provinces so that in somo other 
parts of the Empire SO per cent of the adult males 
aro users of the drug. (In many pmees also one- 
tenth of the women use opium.) There are nlso 
many cases where tho aid of the foreigner Is not 
sought, so that I feel that I have not exaggerated 
In tin; conclusion that every year in China half a 
million people attempt suicide by opium, possibly 
many more. The majority of the cases are those of 
•women who cannot otherwise escape the tyranny of 
cruel husbands. 

The opium makes tho suicide possible and easy. 
It Is nlso the cause or poverty, ruin and despair, or 
death desirable. Oh! the sorrow that opium brings 
to China! 

Three propositions In favour of the opium trade, 
and to secure its continued importation Into China, 
at least for the present, will no doubt be presented to 
the Opium Commission now lu session. 

First.— It Is claimed, by some, that opium Is not 
such a great evil after all, and if It is given up the 
Chinese will at once indulge In tho greater evil of 
foreign liquors. 

Second. — Others claim that the foreign opium has 
really no comparative effect on the habit or trade In 
China, as ten times as much native opium Is grown 
nnd used. They sny China, if she really wants to, 
can practically stop the use of opium In China with- 
out prohibiting the foreign trade. That can bo stop- 
ped as soon as the use of native opium ceases. 

Third. — One argument that they claim is very 
strong, for at least a partial continuunco uf the 



British trade, Is that China is not sincere. If Eng- 
land stopped at once China would not stop but would 
secure all the revenue herself from tho traffic. There- 
fore they say it is better to continue the Indian 
opium trade as a whip to make China stop first. 

The first claim will find little support as the evi- 
dence of the evil of opium is too strong. Foreign 
liquor is Indeed a danger to China and must be faced, 
but it does not depend on the giving up of opium. 
If you reform a man from stealing it will not make 
ihim tell more lies. The fight to a victory against 
opium will help In all other reforms In China. 

The third claim has much more force with many, 
for they say that China only wants to get rid of the 
foreign opium so as to make all the money from the 
trade herself. They would continue the one-tenth 
to force China to give up the; nine-tenths. It is a 
very low standard of reasoning. If the opium trade 
is morally wrong the "one-tenth" of the foreign Im- 
portation Into China should be stopped at once by a 
powerful government with the backing of a Christian 
people behind it, and not wait for China's success. 
The moral aid and example to China would be made 
far greater by a speedy prohibition of the foreign 
opium, than by the present policy of forcing the for- 
eign poison on China, so long as she grows it herself. 
It is a time for Christian nations to stop the 
traffic apart from what China does. It is most un- 
reasonable to say that China Is going to stop her ef- 
forts to overcome the "nine-tenths" of the opium 
trade if she Is allowed to entirely prohibit the entry 
of the "one-tenth" foreign opium. While facing the 
greater task at home China should have the right 
given her at once of entirely prohibiting the opium 
from other countries. 

II should also be remembered that the large growth 
of the native opium In China was largely the out- 
come of the foreign opium trade forced on China, 
Before 18G0 the foreign importation was greater than 
the native grown opium. For many years China had 
been trying to prevent the spread of the evil. It was 
after the treaties of Nankin and Tientsin, whereby 
she was forced to receive the foreign opium that she 
became discouraged and relaxed her enforcement of 
the Edicts of prohibition nnd so allowed the native 
opium to Increase and go beyond the foreign Importa- 
tion, In early days before 1SC0 tho native grown 
opium was comparatively small and was unknown In 
many places. The following figures will show the 
Increase of the importation of foreign opium into 
China beginning with the year 1729. (A chest con- 
tains 100 catties, a catty equals 1 1-3 lbs.) 

The highest figure given is for 1880. Sir Robert 
Mart said that for that year the foreign import was 
about 100,000 chests.

meat," and for these good folk the thought of house- 
keepers must turn to the sometimes vexed problem 
of meatless menus, or, at feast, of dishes which may 
appear as part of the menu intended to please both 
those who do not abstain in this way, as well as 
those who from conscience and custom eschew lux- 
uries and cultivate abstinence during this season of 
penitence. Now Good Friday is not so very far away 
and in a great number of houses salt fish is de rig- 
ueur on that day, but is It necessary to have it al- 
ways served in the same way? To have it plainly 
boiled and accompanied with indifferently made 
sauce and badly boiled potatoes and parsnips served 
in a most unappetizing fashion and followed by a 
rice pudding of gigantic dimensions and dumpling- 
like form, unadorned by anything which could allevi- 
ate its appearance on those fated to partake of it, 
and with coarse brown sugar as the only flavoring 
addition to its plainness? Then, also, could not salt 
fish find a place on many a Denton Menu before the 
advent of Good Friday, would it not help to make 
variety, which is so hard to find when one is re- 
stricted as in the cases of- these menus sans meat? 

Well, I have given above a menu, for which X 
shull give some recipes, from which a Lenten dinner 
may be evolved which will satisfy most tastes and 
consciences, as many or as few dishes may be served 
as suits individual wishes and family requirements. 
Even the very strict, who will be content with one 
dish and that very plain, will find tho fish pie re- 
cipe useful, and I hope the abstinence of none will 
extend as far as that of Mrs. McClarty of ancient 
fame, who conscientiously abstained from clean lin- 
en and shining cutlery because it was "sinful luxury, 
and not to be indulged in when ye ought to bo 
thinkln'. o' yer sins!" 

Barley Soup, 

The barley soup requires for its making one onion, 
two heads of garlic, two ounces of butter, three of 
pearl barley, one carrot, one turnip, three stocks of 
celery, two quarts of water, a few* drops of tarragon 
vinegar, a tablespoonful of mushroom ketchup and 
pepper and salt to taste. The method of making it 
is as follows: — Cut up and chop finely the onion 
a.n'.t heads of garlic and fry them a nice goldon 
brown in the butter, in a deep pan. Then add the 
water, the barley, the carrot cut in slices, the turnip 
cut Into dice and the celery chopped, and boil until 
the barley is really tender. It must boll for a long 
time and is well done tho day beforo and reheated 
the dav it is wanted. When ready, add the flavoring 
vinegars and the ketchup, also the popper and salt. 
Make hot, and send to the table with bread cut into 
fine dice, and lightly fried, which should bo handed 
separately. 

Salt Fish and Egg Pie 

This is the piece de resistance of tho whole menu 
and is easily prepared. Soak the fish in cold water 
for quite 24 hours. Then put it in the oven till tho 
flesh can be removed quite easily from the bones. 
Then remove all the skin and bones and separate the 
flesh into nice flakes, using two forks In this process. 
Now butter a pie dish and put a layer of fish at the 
bottom, then a layer of sliced onion with one or two 
cloves and a sprinkling of mixed herbs, next a layer 
of slices of hard-boiled egg and so on till the dish 
is full. Lastly, pour in half a teaspoonful of tomato 
sauce, diluted with the same quantity of water, cover 
with short pastry and bake till brown, and it will bo 
found to be delicious. It can be made in exactly the. 
same way only putting layers of well mashed potato 
in the place of the egg. 

The stuffed parsnips which go with this dish are 
also not difficult to prepare. Have as many as are 
wanted, of a nice even size, wash them well, and 
parboil them till they are tender without being soft. 
Let them cool, then scoop out the inside and fill up 
with the following mixture: Pound the flesh of a 
small kippered haddock, and add a teaspoonful of 
mixed herbs, a cupful of white breadcrumbs, a little 
chopped onion and a tiny piece of butter, and bind 
tiie whole with one egg or more, according to the 
quantity. The result to bo aimed at is that the stuff- 
ing should be of a nice consistency, neither wet and 
clammy, nor do*. When the parsnips are stuffed, 
steam them till they are completely cooked. They 
should be served on toast, daintily garnished with 
crumbled egg and chopped parsley und white eaucp 
is handed in a tureen. 

The orange fritters are well known, and numerous 
recipes for them can bo found In the most simple 
cookery books, so it is unnecessary for me to enter 
into them here. 

Cheese Savoury 

The savoury is very nice nnd is made as follows: 
Have In a pan as much water as is required for boil- 
ing the rice, ami in It boil one whole onion, a few 
(•loves and peppercorns, two cloves of garlic, two 
bay leaves, a stick of cinnamon, a blade of mace, a 
heaped teaspoonful of salt, and a small quantity of 
saffron (the latter for color). When the water has 
come to a boil add 1-4 lb. of the best rice and sim- 
mer till it is quite soft. Then drain on a sieve until 
dry, removing the onion, garlic, bay leaves, cinna- 
mon and mace. Add two ounces of butter and three 
of parmesan cheese and salt and pepper to taste. 
Make hot and serve in small piles upon fried rounds 
of bread, and garnish each with watercress well 
sprinkled with vinegar, pepper and salt.

'the day. Lord Rosebery has several places in various 
parts of the country, and I expect he will hand oyer 
one of these to his son on his marrlogc.

Being an angler 
of some little experience myself, I prefer not 
to prophesy (beforehand) on the sport to be 
obtained, but, if the weather is as good to us 
for the balance of the week as it is at the mo- 
ment of writing, there should be some good 
baskets made for the opening days of the 
season, and some enjoyable hours spent by 
many at the. water side. Here's wishing the 
very best of luck to all brother anglers ! 

I have received considerable correspond- 
ence on the subject of the Dominion and Pro- 
vincial laws as affecting the trout-fishing, 
showing the wide interest taken in this matter 
For this week at any rate I prefer to omit any 
discussion on questions of jurisdiction and 
such dry subjects as laws. The season is 
open now according to all laws, and so for the 
present "let us study to be quiet — and go 
angling." 



THE BUSINESS SIDE OF SPORT 

Efforts have been made lately to bring 
home to the business men and the politicians 
of this province the. great commercial, value of 
its game and game-fish. That this is well 
recognized in other countries, more even in 
the older countries than on the American con- 
tinent, may not be generally known ; if it were 
better known and appreciated wc should not 
have heard so much about the necessity of 
more efficcnt protection of these assets as we 
have been hearing of late years from the 
states of the American union as well as from 
the various Canadian provinces. 

No reasonable effort should be spared to 
convince people of the enormous value to the 
country of its game and of the necessity of 
safeguarding ft as much as possible from 
waste. An excellent opportunity will occur 
next year of advertising the attractions of the 
province -of British Columbia for sportsmen 
among the class of people most likely to be 
attracted. From May to October, 1910, it is 
proposed to hold an international exhibition 
of trophies of the chase, weapons, forestry, 
shooting and field sports, and also all agri- 
cultural and trade products connected with 
these matters, in the Prater, Vienna. The 
Prater is one of the finest parks in Europe, and 
has an area of about seven square miles. This 



is the first international exhibition of the kind 
and will have the support of the Imperial 
government and the municipality. A strong 
committee, has been appointed under the presi- 
dency of the Prince of Fuerstcnberg. It was 
announced in the German press some time ago 
that favorable replies had been received from 
many countries with respect to the scheme, 
and that- committees had been established to 
co-operate with the executive committee in 
Vienna. 

It is proposed that the exhibits of each 
country shall be set out, in a special building, 
representing some famous historical shooting 
box of country seat. By special permission of 
the Emperor, Austria will be represented in 
this respect by a fac simile of. the imperial 
hunting seat at Murzsteg, to which the fit- 
tings will be removed for the time being, and 
this will be one of the. great attractions of the 
exhibition. A circular issued by the executive 
committee recommends that the exhibits of 
each country should include the ethnographical 
and historical portion of sport, trophies, 
weapons and equipment, pictures and sculp- 
ture, hunting, falconry, horses, harness and 
saddlery, horse-drawn vehicles; boats, motors' 
and aeroplanes, hounds, foods, schools of ag- 
riculture, forestry and hunting, hunting liter- 
ature, damage to crops by game and its pre- 
vention, the stocking of preserves, tourist traf- 
fic, hunting hygiene, and the insurance of 
sportsmen against accidents. 

During the exhibition there will be oppor- 
tunities for holding international congresses 
on hunting and shooting, and there will be a 
number of international shooting matches. 
Next year the eighth International Congress of 
Zoology will be held at Graz, and no doubt a 
large proportion of the members will also visit 
Vienna and the International Sporting Exhi- 
bition. This new venture differs widely in 
some of its objects from the German sporting 
exhibitions which have been held in Berlin 
during the last fifteen years, inasmuch as it 
gives special prominence to what may be 
called the business side of sport. In their cir- 
cular the executive committee state that "the 
object is to show the amount of economic 
profit to countries where hunting and shoot- 
ing are encouraged, as also the extent to 
which art, traffic, commerce, industry, and 
trade arc interested in the maintenance of 
those branches of sport, and the remarkably 
large profit which is derived from them, not 
only by the parties immediately interested, 
but also by the whole population." 

The mere fact of the holding of such an 
exhibition with this as its object should serve 
to show the business men of this country how 
this question is viewed by the business men of 
other and older countries, and should help to 
arouse them to activity. British Columbia 
should be represented in this big show, which 
will be attended by numbers of wealthy 
sportsmen of all nationalities. A first-class 
exhibit of British Columbia trophies in charge 
of a good man should be a very valuable ad- 
vertisement indeed for the province. 



SPORT AND THE BRITISH IMMIGRANT 

The average Britisher of sporting instincts 
and a desire or inclination to emigrate is 
doubtless influenced in his choice of a new 
country in which to try. his fortune not a lit- 
tle by the attractions it has to offer in the way 
of shooting and fishing. The big railway cor- 
porations have taken good care- that in their 
advertising material he should find no lack of 
account of the variety and abundance of big 
game which it is possible to hunt in British 
Columbia with every prospect of gratifying- 
success. They have shown all zeal in catering 
for the needs and wishes of the big game hunt- 
er and it is not the particular purpose of this 
article to enlarge on the opportunities here 
awaiting the wealthy sportsman of adding to 
his collection some of the magnificent trophies 
which are to be obtained in the province of 
British Columbia. " \ 

Big game hunting after all here as in other 
countries is largely a matter of opportunity 
for any but the man with an expensive hobby 
and the time and money at his disposal for. its 
gratification. It stands to reason of course 
that the average immigrant who comes to the 
the country not "for the benefit of his health" 
is not going to have abundant opportunity to 
hunt the mighty forest animals which make 
such fine material for the illustrations of the 
advertising pamphlet, and he must not be dis- 
appointed if he finds that it is rarely possible 
to shoot giant moose or grizzly bears from his 
back door out of working hours. The man 
who chooses for his line of business the life and 
calling of a prospector or miner in the back- 
woods will meet with these opportunities, but 
the great majority of men coming out here do 
not adopt these' strenuous and more or less 
hazardous ways of seeking fortune and it is 
only by taking a holiday on which he is pre- 
pared to spend time and money that the av- 
erage settler can hope for the opportunity to 
obtain the more highly prized trophies of the 
big game hunter. 

It is of course far from the intention of the 
writer to minimize the splendid opportunities 
offered by the Province to the latter. These 
arc well known and appreciated the world over 
by this time, but the present purpose is rather 
to draw attention to the abundance of what 
may be termed everyday sport ready to hand 
without expense or difficulty of anyone who 
cares to handle gun or rod. . • 

When one considers the enormous size of 
the country and then realizes the comparative- 
ly microscopic number of the population as 
yet inhabiting it, the.' Old Countryman will 
find it easier to realize that virgin forest is 
to be found closely embracing even the largest 
of our towns, towns'-ih which are to be found 
all the luxuries of modern civilization, and it 
is this fact which holds such a great attraction 
for the majority of Old Countrymen who 
come here to make their home and incidental- 
ly of course their fortune. There must be a 
host of men in the Old Land with the national 
instinct of sport strong in their make-up who 
are at home unable for financial reasons to 



gratify to any extent their longings to shoot 
and fish. In England shooting at any rate is 
a pastime only for the comparatively rich and • 
leisured classes ; out here the leisured class is 
a small one and yet the proportion of sports- 
men to the population is a very large one for 
the simple reason , that the opportunities are 
ever present for those who care to take ad- 
vantage of. 

There is no season of the year in which 
there is not some form or other of sport avail- 
able to even the city dweller. From even the 
largest of our cities the sportsmen can in a 
few hours' travel by rail or road reach good 
shooting and fishing grounds and it is a re- 
laxation from the daily toil of money-making 
for self or others which is taken full advantage 
of by great numbers. Of course quite close, to 
the cities it stands to reason that the sports- 
man is not going to find such an abundance and 
variety as can be obtained by expeditions fur- 
ther afield, although many a time the writer 
has gone out for an hour or so before break- 
fast from this city of Victoria, the capital of 
the Province, with gun or rod, and has been 
back with a brace of cock pheasants or a few 
quail, or a goodly trout or two in time to put 
in the usual nine o'clock appearance in a city 
office. 

Every week-end of the shooting season 
sees the local trains of the C.P.R. crowded with 
men and dogs and though those on the re- 
turning trains do not always bring down enor- 
mous bags, still it is no uncommon thing for 
as many as twenty or thirty deer to be seen 
in the baggage car at once and the sportsman 
who has to confess to a blank is not by any 
means a common man to meet. By the na- 
ture of the country the man who makes a good 
bag works hard for it, but this is one of the 
fascinations of the sport to most of the sports- 
men out here, who are not looking for enor- 
mous bags of game found and driven to their 
their guns by others, but take a zest and 
pleasure in the hard work of a long day with 
a favorite four-footed friend. The man who 
wants luxury with his shooting is little likely 
to be suited with what British Columbia has 
to offer him, but the man who takes a delight 
in good, vigorous outdoor exercise in the com- 
pany of a good dog with an excellent chance 
of a fair bag of game can get it within easy 
reach of anywhere any time in the season. 

When the pheasants, grouse and quail are 
out, the ducks and geese are in, and the wild- 
fowl shooting just about at its best. Before 
these are out of season, angling is open for 
salmon and grilse, with excellent prospects for 
large baskets of these latter and a very fair 
chance of good sport with spring salmon on 
most parts of the coast. 

Trout fishing starts for the coast districts 
on March 26th and from that date until No- 
vember 15th, well into the shooting season, ex- 
cellent trout fishing can be had in some one 
or other of the nearby waters. Different con- 
ditions of course suit the fishing in different 
waters, but there is no time throughout the 
season when the angler has not an excellent 
chance of filling his creel from lake, river or 
estuary. When the weather is hot and the 



rivers are low, he can be sure of good sport 
with the sea-trout in the bays and estuaries 
handily reached from either of the coast 
towns; while from August to the end of .the 
open season trout fishing is still good, and, 
in addition, he can fish for salmon with the 
chances very much against the drawing of a. 
blank, and very much in favor of his catch- 
ing more than he will care to carry very far. 

To attempt in the scope of a short article 
to give anything like a fair description of the 
varied sport that is to be obtained close at 
hand by even the city dweller is out of the 
question ; the point that it is at present desired 
to make is that sport of some sort can be and 
is obtained all tlic year round without let or 
hindrance by anyone who cares to indulge in 
it, and is as much the privilege of the wage- 
earner as the capitalist. •■

One 
steps out of doors, notices that something 
about the world has altered, and then realizes 
all at once that spring is in the air. From that 
thought to questions of trout is but a short, 
quick step. Personally, that same evening, on 
the first of those balmy days which preceded 
the present visitation of ice and snow, oblivi- 
ous of the fact that it was freezing hard and 
that the thermometer has fallen far enough 
since 2 p. m. to break its neck, I got out three 
trout rods, put them up, and waved them about 
for quite a long time. 

The purchase of flies is one of the best-de- 
veloped symptoms of the malady. I noticed 
it the other day in Caradoc. Said he to an- 
other quite suddenly, and in reference, to noth- 
ing at all, "Let's go and buy flies." The other 
brightened up at once, and they immediately 
plunged into anticipatory reminiscence — if I 
may be pardoned the expression—of some lit- 
tle water system in the wilds of Wales, whither 
they escape each spring. Such frag- 
ments as "You know that big hole below the 
bridge. ... I rose him just below the 
third willow. . . . Never had such a time 
in my life, fish apparently mad on ; yet some- 
how . . . Ah, T 'had twenty that day 
." give a hint of its nature, and Caradoc 
beamed, the other beamed, everybody beamed. 
It was just the kind of talk to carry one far 
from smoky London, to put one's feet on the 
heather, and start one off without a care in 
the world, except to explore a bright rivulet 
to its upland birth, and to pick out a reason- 
able number of good trout on the way — H. T. 
S. in The Field. 




Cariboo Veteran 



R. ROBERT STEVENSON, who 
is one of the few survivors of the 
fast diminishing ba^ul of adven- 
turers who came out to this prov- 
ince in the very early clays in 
search of gold, was a recent visit- 
or to Victoria, coming here from Seattle in 
company with his brother, John Stevenson 

Mr. Robert Stevenson reached this prov- 
ince May 13, in the year 1859 — almost exact- 
ly fifty years ago — and his brother followed 
a few years later, in 1865. 

The stories he can tell of early mining ex- 
periences in the Similkameen or. as it is now 
becoming humorously known, the "Jim-hill- 
kamcen", valley, and in the Cariboo district, 
which he knew, and most thoroughly knew, 
in its most palmy days, would fill a volume or 
two, his only possible rival in this particular 
respect having been the late Prank Sylvester, 
whose wonderfully vivid memory was stored 
with similar reminiscences. 

Mr. Stevenson came here in his twentieth 
year ; but beardless as he then was, he looked 
much more like a youth of barely eighteen, 
as was remarked years ago by .Madame Lc- 
quime, the Basque Frenchwoman, whose sons 
arc still in the mercantile business in. Pen- 
ticton. 

Mr. Robert Stevenson also enjoys the pe- 
culiar distinction of being the last survivor 
of a sturdy band of gold-seekers, headed by 
Captain Collins, who left the site of the present 
city of Seattle on the 29th day of April, in the 
year i860, and after overcoming many and 
very serious difficidties and experiencing many 
unquestionable hardships, early in the summer 
nf the same year, penetrated into the interior 
of the country as far as the rich gold placer 
diggings at Rock Creek, in the Similkameen 
valley, of which glowing accounts had filtered 
down into the Coast regions. While there, 
confirmation of these reports led to the inva- 
sion of the Similkameen valley in the spring 
of 1861, by some 8,000 eager miners. 

This Captain Collins, who came out to the 
Coast in 1845, was at the time . the owner of 
a very large farm and two fine orchards on 
the White River, near Seattle, and his brother, 
John Collins, subsequently made a great for- 
tune in Seattle real estate. 

This made a very difficult trip, including 
the passage of the Snoqualmic Pass, where 
no less than fourteen feet of very solid snow 



had accumulated. Mr. Stevenson, explains that 
the method which they adopted was this: 
They cut for a distance of thirteen miles 
through this enormous mass of snow a path- 
way two and a half feet in width and two and 
a half feet in depth, and into this improvised 
trench they piled brush to the depth of one 
foot, upon which their pack train traveled 
without any excessive hindrance. 

"I am persuaded," adds Mr. Stevenson, 
"that through this trip, when we first blazed 
the way into the great Interior country of the 
present state of Washington, we laid the 
foundations of Seattle, which now has a 
population fast approaching the figure of 
300,000. For we made and cut the first trail. 
A still better trail succeeded, then the wagon 
road, and finally the splendid iron way of the 
Northern Pacific railway. And it was pre- 
cisely the 2nd day of June, in the year i860, 
that we emerged from this somewhat perilous 
journey over the deep snow in the Snoqual- 
mie Pass. I had with me a ten-foot pole, and 
at no time in this distance of thirteen miles 
could I touch bottom." 

Mr. Robert — or Bob Stevenson, as he is 
universally known among old-timers — has 
passed through many vicissitudes of fortune; 
but happily being the owner of quite a num- 
ber of copper claims in the Similkameen val- 
ley, at an early date promises to become quite 
a wealthy man, a piece of good fortune which 
he well deserves after his long career of effort. 

He was also closely associated with Cari- 
boo Cameron, and was with the latter when 
he made the remarkable strike which not only 
dowered him with much wealth, but has in- 
separably connected his name with that once 
splendid camp through his familiar sobriquet, 
Cariboo. ... 

Mr. John. Stevenson states that the placer 
fields of old Cariboo are by 110 means ex- 
hausted yet, and that a claim for which it ap- 
pears the Guggenheims not long ago paid 
$100,000, would yield phenomenal results, if it 
were properly, handled and developed; al- 
though the new owners have in some man- 
ner been deterred from carrying out their 
first intentions,, and testing, its real lvalues. 

Having won a comparatively large for- 
tune from the bowels of Mother Earth in the 
Cariboo country, Mr. Cameron returned East; 
but in time these accumulations vanishing, he 



returned to his old happy hunting grounds in 
the year 1888, but unfortunately his death 
ensued not long afterwards. 

Cariboo Cameron married twice, and his 
widow is still living in this city. 




HOUSES BUILT BY CRANKS 

Instances of eccentricity on the part of 
those building and furnishing houses arc com- 
mon, enough in every country. The following 
instances of freakishness in that regard may 
be cited in illustration of certain phases. 

In the County Westmeath an Irishman has 
built himself a house, all the windows of 
which are made to resemble in outline the 
backs of easy chairs, the idea of the eccentric 
owner being to match the backs of a set of 
chairs in the dining-room. 

A Russian gentleman recently erected, at 
a cost of 8,000 roubles, on his country estate 
at Savinowka, in Podolia, a sixteen-roomed 
house, made entirely of paper. This house- 
is' calculated by its aiJiitect to last longer 
than would a building of brick or stone. The 
whole of the furniture, too, is made from the 
same material. 

In another instance, a landowner, thinking 
that the view from his house lacked a church, 
proceeded to supply its place by erecting a 
row of cottages so designed as to resemble, 
from his side, the edifice required. Approach- 
ed from the other direction, however, the sham 
is at once manifest. 

Some years ago a man of scientific at- 
tainments, as well as of considerable means, 
elected to live in a tree in the suburb of a busy 
city — that is, he enjoyed his leisure moments 
in the branches of the tree itself, where he 
caused to be built a platform large enough to 
accommodate easy chairs, and such other fur- 
niture as he desired to make use of during the 
day, 

At the base of the tree, however, and sur- 
rounding it, was built a structure of brick and 
stone enclosing the sleeping apartments of 
this eccentric individual, hor many years 
this unique residence was one of the sights of 
the district. 

One of the oddest houses ever constructed 
was the fruit of a Frenchman's inventive fancy 
This was the "revolving house," a structure ac- 
tually built. upon castors so to speak, in order 
that the occupant might, by means of an in- 
genious mechanism, at any time roll it about, 
obtaining whatever light and air his fancy dic- 
tated, r"..

J was !" 

Election day dawned bright and beautiful 
in the fair city of Denver. All good citizens 
were urged to go early to 'the polls. Acting 
upon this advice, I started in season, accom- 
panied by my tall daughter, who was brim- 
ming over with excitement at the thought of 
casting her first vole. As wc were strolling 
leisurely along to the quite .little polling place 
of Ward 9, Precinct 7, I suddenly felt a small, 
warm, rough hand slip into mine. Turning, in 
surprise. 1 found at my side a merry, bright- 
faced lad, with rosy cheeks and shining eyes, 
wearing a Lindsey button almost as big as 
his own radiant face. 

"Is you a-goin' -to vote for the Jcdgc?" he 
asked, with a fascinating smile. 

"Oh, yes, of course." I 

"Is she a-going to?" pointing to the new 
' voter. 

"Yes, indeed, I never could resist yon, 
young man I" 

Being curious as to the motive of this 
small solicitor, I asked: "Why do you want 
us to vote for -the Judge? Has he been good 
to vou?" 

Taking a firmer grasp of my hand with his 
little warm fingers, and with Avords coming 
thick and fast, "It ain't only me," he said. 
"Ye see, my ma, she's awful small and sick- 
like, and my pa, he's dead, and she had it 
hard 'tell she knew the Jedge. You know," 
and the little lad's eyes filled up for a mo- 
ment, "you know, once I was bad and went 
to the court, but the Jedge he came to see my 
ma, and he just kinder took holt on us all, He 
got some work for her, and he cheered her up, 
and he told mc I was the man of 'the house" — 
and the little lad's eyes filled up for a mo- 
"and you know my ma she haint cried any 
since, and onct I heard her sing ! We. just love 
the jedge. You will vote for him, sure, won't 
ye ?" 

And this was the mighty force back of the 
election of Judge Ben B. Lindsey. A man 
without a party, 'as the newspapers were fond 
of saying, without a "barrel," without a 



"ring," without a "gangster"; with' all the 
"interests" against him; a man who had been 
caricatured and ridiculed, who had been for- 
saken, and forgotten — yet who goes into of- 
fice, with a majority almost equal to all the 
votes of all the other candidates. 

It is charged against him .'that he has made 
political mistakes. That is no doubt true, as 
lie is not a politician, though it occurs to me 
at this moment tha't even avowed politicians 
sometimes blunder, and yet are forgiven. It 
is charged that he has defied the money power, 
and exposed corruption in high places. It 
might have saved him many a hurt if he could 
have winked at wrong-doing . _ 

His own party, remembering these mis- 
takes, adjured him ; the other party, remember- 
ing fearless attacks, would have none of him. 
One newspaper championed his cause from 
first to last, the Little Express. We give it 
that title in friendship, but it deserves to be 
called "mighty" for its fearless defence of 
what seemed a lost cause. Just before election 
day the Rocky Mountain News began a sup- 
port, and did yeoman service in giving daily 
lessons in the art of "scratching" tickets. 

A few devoted friends opened headquarters 
about two weeks previous to election, the 
funds furnished by an unknown believer in the 
Juvenile Court and its work. Some of the 
campaign methods were original and effective. 
One of the clever ideas was the sending of so- 
licitors with cards, asking signatures of voters. 

And so "the flowing tide came in" — the 
tide which came from the hearts of the people, 
which could not be bought, nor intimidated 
by partisanship or promise; the tide which 
bore women of all degrees, and many true men, 
to cast a vote for the man who has made it 
possible to surround the friendless child in 
this city, and many cities, with a cordon of 
defence and protection ; and not only the child, 
but the many, many sad mothers, "awful small 
and sick-like I" 

No doubt there were man)' men who in- 
structed the women of their families to cast a 
straight vote against Judge Lindsey; but I 
imagine that the explanation of one friend 
would apply 'to others. "To be sure," she 
said, "George told us at die breakfast table, 
my two sons, my daughter and myself, thatwc 
were not to vote for the Judge ; but I took the 
children with me to the polls, and when we got 
there, wc 'played ball.'" 
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CURRENT TOPICS 

There is more copper being mined than is needed 
in the world and the price is low. The smelter at 
Greenwood is no longer needed as several of the mines 
in the Boundary are closed down. Hundreds of 
miners will be out of work and those who lived 
by selling- them food and other goods will have to look 
for other customers. 

It is pleasant to know that Nanalmo is now 
almost clear of smallpox. Ever, though there have 
been no serious cases it does a town much harm when 
It Is known that there is any infectious disease there. 
Nanalmo people, were wise for they set to work to 
clean the city, and sickness of any kind has no greater 
enemy than cleanliness. 

The trouble in the Balkans seems to be almost 
over. Russia has advised Servla not to go to war and 
the great powers promise to protect her if Austria 
attacks her. It is agreed that Austria shall not be 
asked to give up Bosnia and Herzegovina. The rulers 
of Servla are satisfied with the assurance that their 
country will not lose her independance, 

The United States government lias been spending 
very large sums of money and has been getting more 
and more into debt every year. This year the law- 
makers have determined that it is time to be more 
careful and are planning how they can save the peo- 
ple's money. There are many things a nation, as 
well as a person, can do without when it is necessary. 

There was an election In Alberta the other day and 
the Liberal leader, Mr. Rutherford, . carried 'every- 
thing before him.

A strong and honest 
opposition keeps the government from acting hastily 
or carelessly. The people of Alberta are very pros- 
perous and are thinking more about their wheatflelds 
than about politics. 

In Pennsylvania a little boy was stolen away 
from school. His father was a very wealthy man and 
the kidnappers demanded a ransom of ten thousand 
dollars. The money was paid, but detectives were 
set to watch where the money went. The iittle boy, 
William Wh'itla, was restored to Ids parents. A 
man and woman have been arrested on suspicion of 
having committed tlio crime. The punishment for 
kidnapping is death. 

On Tuesday morning. 'F. B. Pemberton's fine 
building on the, corner of Broad and Fort streets was 
almost totally destroyed by lire. The Pacific club 
and all who occupied tile building lost their properties 
but no one was injured or killed, ilr. Pem'berton 
intends immediately to erect a larger and liner build- 
ing. In some cases the losses were far greater than 
the insurance will cover, but no one is sitting down to 
mourn over his loss. These brave business men 
deserve to prosper. 

King Edward, who has been taking a holiday In 
the south of France, was at Pan on St. Patrick's 
Bay. There he watched Wilbur Wright make two as- 
cents in Ids aeroplane. Wilbur and Orvlllo Wright 
were at the place and they had their sister with them. 
All three were presented to bis .Majesty. The King 
watched the flights with the great, st Interest and 
carefully examined the machines. The perseverance 
and the cleverness of these young Americans are 
worthy of the admiration bestowed upon them by the 
King of England. 

There is a rumor that Great Britain and Russia 
will make a treaty. If this is carried out England 
will lend Russia money in time of war and the two 
countries will help one another in many ways. For 
a lifetime and more Russia and England have looked 
upon one another as enemies. That the British Lion 
and the Russian Bear would ever lie friends was not 
thought possible even a few years ago. There are 
many things about the government of Russia that 
Englishmen must hate. It may be that the friend- 
ship with England will do away with cruelty and 
oppression in Russia. 

It is sad to think that the kind and bravo Queen 
of Italy was injured while she was helping her poor 
country men and women at .Messina after the earth- 
cniake. She was thrown down by a poor mad woman 
who was trying to kill herself, and one of her rlba 
was broken. Not only her country people but all who 
heard of how quickly this noble lady left her beau- 
tiful palace and went Into the midst of all sorts of 
horrors to see that everything possible was being 
done for the poor creatures left homeless and ter- 
rified, will hope that she will soon he as well and as 
happy as before the awful earthquake. 

Last year there was much talk of sending carriers 
to the farmers' houses with their mall. This lias 
been done In places where the farms are close to- 
gether and it appears that most country people 
believed that they would no longer have to leave 
their work and travel many miles in order to get 
their letters and papers. Now the postmaster-general 
snys it would cost far too much to send postmen 
to all the farmhouses In thinly settled places. While 
this Is no doubt true, It Is a pity the promise was 
over made. Newspapers and books are far more care- 
fully read in the country than In the town. In the 
long evenings of winter and while they are resting in 
summer both the farmers and their boys and girls 
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read a great deal. Very often it is the country people 
who know most about what Is going on in the 
world. 

In July, mO'f, Lieutenant Shacldeton left England 
In the Ni m rod on a voyage of discovery Into the 
southern seas, i Last week he reached New Zealand 
on his homeward voyage. The explorer had reached 
a point 111 mill's from the South Pole. Lieutenant 
Shackleton left his ship and rodo over the ice for 
126 days or. a sledge. In that time he traveled 1.70S 
miles. No doubt we will soon have long accounts of 
this wonderful journey. The last expedition arrived 
within 475 miles of the pole, so that It is not unlikely 
that before long some one will reach the long sought 
for points called the North and South Poles. 

The railroad from Nanaimo to French Creek, 
about thirty miles distant, Is nearly, finished. About 
two and a half miles from French Creek at Quallcum 
beach the C.P.R. has cleared six hundred acres of 
land. Big stumping machines are used which do 
the work of many men. If settlers take up this land 
Quickly the machines will be kept at work and 
others bought. The land Is said to be very rich and 
suitable for fruit growing. The road between 
French Creek and Albernl has been surveyed but 
the survey has not yet been approved. A new super- 
intendent, H. E. Beasley, has been placed in charge 
of the E. & N. railroad and the land clearing opera- 
tions. He will live in Victoria. 

The conduct of the University School boys who 
came over on the Charmer last Sunday afternoon 
from Vancouver was such as every lover of boys 
would like to see. They were merry and happy but 
they did not forget, as boys sometimes do, that other 
people had rights as well as they. If these lads grow 
up as polite and manly as they promise now to do 
the world will be both happier and better for their 
presence in It. No one would have known without 
being told that one of the masters was on board the 
boat, as the lads seemed perfectly free to go where 
they liked and do as they phased. Such boys as 
they can win without being made conceited and Im- 
pudent or lose without being ashamed or cross. 

There i.s much anxiety in England about the navy. 
It lias been found out that Germany i.s building ships 
much faster than was supposed In England. It is 
believed that Germany has determined to become as 
great a sua power as England and that she may try 
to take from her the title of Mistress of the Seas, 
which she has held so long. Many Englishmen believe 
that the government ought to build even more bat- 
tleships than they have planned but the government 
think they cannot afford to spend more money in 
that way this year. 

New Zealand has offered to build a Dreadnought 
for the British navy. Many Australians wish to fol- 
low the example of th' smallest colony, but others 
think it better to continue their plan of defending 
their own shores by vessels built by themselves. The 
feeling that Canada cannot much longer accept the 
protection of the Mother Country and refuse to 
help to defend her own shores or go to the assist- 
ance of her protector Is growing. War is a terrible 
tiling, but cowardice and selfishness are worse evils. 

The strike in France of the telegraph, telephone 
and postal clerks has caused great trouble. Business 
men could get neither messages nor letters, and food 
was scarce in Paris before the strikers returned to 
their work. Tile government, Ir whose employ these 
workers are, dismissed the minister who had offend- 
ed them, and promised to try to find a cure for their 
grievances. At one time it seemed as if there would 
lie war before either side would yield, and in other 
cities where the operators, messengers and clerks re- 
fused to work, the soldiers were called out to protect 
those who took their places. It seems as if the 
trouble was over for tills time and it is to bo hoped 
that some way will be found o[ preventing those who 
have control of such important work from interfering 
witli the business of the country and causing need- 
less troubles and anxiety. Even in our own city there 
would be great inconvenience If even for a day there 
were no telephone messages sent, no mall delivered 
and the telegraph offices closed. In France the gov- 
ernment owns the telegraph and telephone as well 
as the postal service. 

Do British Columbia children wiio live on the coast 
always think how very much more beautiful their 
world Is than that In which so many other boys and 
girls live? There is between Victoria and Vancouver 
a trip which people think It worth coming many miles 
and spending much money to look at for a few hours, 
The rocky shores and the hills around Victoria, the 
sparkling waters of the Straits, the Olympla moun- 
tains delight them as they sail out of the harbor. 
Then the Islands in the gulf, with the swirling waters 
of the narrow "Pass" and their steep fir clad shores 
showing here and there a village or n farm where 
the ridges are broken, are very beautiful. Mount 
Baker, and, perhaps, if the day is very line, Mount 
Rainier can be seen with the sun reflected from their 
snow crowned heads. And then the coast mountains, 
this time of year covered with snow far down their 
sides, showing crevasses and canyons, till passing 
the Narrows, the Lions and the Sleeping Beauty come 
in sight. All tills is very lovely — far more lovely than 
any words can tell. Cities can be built anywhere and 
the buildings can be made as fine as the taste mid 
money of the citizens can buy, But surroundings as 
beautiful as those of our own little city can be seen 
In but very few places in the world. Vancouver i.s 
) 
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a fine city and bids fair to be one of the largest on 
the northwest coust. It, too, has a splendid situa- 
tion with the mountains across the inlet forming a 
grand view from its busy streets. But we think 
Victoria much the nicest place to live. 

There was a very terrible railroad accident In 
Montreal last week. An express train from Boston 
crashed through the ladles' waiting room of the 
Windsor station killing, among others, a mother and 
her two children. As the train drew near Montreal 
a plug blew from the engine filling the place with 
steam. The fireman and engineer both jumped. The 
engineer died of his Injuries but the fireman is living. 
The engine, with no one In charge, rushed forward at 
terrific speed and was almost at the station before 
the train hands realized that It was running away. 
Wonderful to tell tho train did not leave the track 
and the passengers were uninjured. The station was 
a strong and handsome building. 

AVhether it would have been possible for the men 
in the engine to shut off the steam will never be 
known. The engineer went a half mile futrher than 
the fireman, who, in sudden panic, thought only of 
the terrible death behind him. How many men are 
there who would have remained to be scalded to 
deatli In the attempt to save the lives of the passen- 
gers In tho train? There are such men to be found 
among the crews, of steamers and of trains. No 
one knows how often railroad men risk their lives 
and save lives and property. Such stories are seldom 
told although the whole world hears of a. failure to 
perform the dangerous duty.

EW pronouncements in recent years 
have aroused so much, discussion in 
church circles in Canada as the ad- 
dress on "The Early Narrative of 
Genesis," delivered by the Rev. 
George Jackson, at the Y. M. C. A. 
in Toronto, on February iC. The Colonist has 
been fortunate enough to secure the (text of 
the address. The Rev. Mr. Jackson said, in 
part : 

To those who have been brought up in the 
traditional interpretations of Scripture, and 
who have at the same time some acquaintance, 
with the results of modern science, there is 
probably no part of the Bible which presents 
so many and seemingly insuperable difficulties 
as the early chapters of the Book of Genesis. 

It is, indeed, hardly less than cruel to al- 
low young men and women to grow up in the 
belief that those chapters are literal history, 
and afterwards to send them -to a university. 
There are, doubtless, many who manage, with 
more or less of stress and storm, happily to 
readjust the old faith to the new. Others, 
again, arc content 'to let old and new lie to- 
gether in their minds side by side, but unre- 
lated; while yet others are never troubled, be- 
cause they never think. But besides these 
there are multitudes who have felt themselves 
driven silently and sadly to surrender the faith 
of their fathers because, that faith has always 
been presented to them bound up with doc- 
trines concerning man and the creation which 
they now know to be false. If, therefore, the 
church is to have any Gospel for such as these, 
if she is to keep the sons she. has and recover 
those whom she has lost, she must learn to 
re-state her faith in. terms that will not clash 
with that wider knowledge into which the 
Author of all truth is today leading men. Nor 
can it be denied that, at least so far as our 
present subject is concerned, the materials for 
such a re-statement lie ready to our hand. 
Teach the Young 
In theological colleges throughout Chris- 
tendom, and in Bible handbooks without num- 
ber, accredited Christian scholars are saying, 
concerning these Early Narratives of Genesis, 
things which, if they "were but more widely 
known, would make impossible some, at least, 
of the manifold tragedies ot young people. 
What is needed is that truths which are com- 
monplaces of the professor's desk and of the 
books which every minister keeps at his el- 
bow should be patiently and judiciously ex- 
pounded to the youth of our Sunday schools 
and of our churches. I am not blind to the 
difficulties, and occasionally even the perils 
with which such a task is beset. It has some- 
how to be made plain that those chapters are 
not science and are not history, and that con- 
sequently the student must not be surprised 
■ — nay, he must expect — to find in them many 
things with which neither science nor history 
can "be made to agree. But, unfortunately, 
there are many in all our churches who still 
confuse the inspiration of Divine authority 
of Scripture with scientific and historical ac- 
curacy; and it seems impossible to speak as 
truth and candor demand we should speak, 
without causing pain and anxiety to these. 

But before I pass let me say this further 
word to allay any groundless fears which may 
be excited. As has often been pointed out, we 
must avoid attaching wholly unreal values to 
any particular interpretation of these ancient 
narratives. That a man may believe that the 
world was created some six thousand years 
ago; that some patriarchs lived to be nearly a 
thousand years of age ; that all the differences 
in human speech today may be traced back 
to the building of the Tower of Babel — that a 
man may believe these things and yet be a 
good Christian, no one for a moment doubts. 
Why should we doubt his loyalty to Christ 
though we believe none of them? A precise 
theory of the origin of the universe and of sin 
is surely a substantial part of the Christian 
faith. Why, then, should we listen with doubt- 
ing' ears when one assures us in all sincerity 
that, though he can no longer interpret the 
Book of Genesis after the fashion of his fa- 
thers, the faith of the Gospel is still as precious 
to him as it was to them? 

Not History 
And now let us turn to the narratives be- 
fore us and examine them somewhat in detail. 
What is their true character? As I have said 
already, they are not history and they are not 
science. They contain no account such as the 
sober summary from Dr. Driver's reverent 
pen. They contain no account of the real be- 
ginnings either of the earth itself or of man 
and human civilization upon it. This is by no 
means to say that these chapters are worthless 
or are out of place in our Sacred Scriptures. Of 
their incomparable religious worth I shall have 
something to say presently ; but in view of the 
mistaken assumptions with which friends and 
foes alike have so often approached them, a 
few plain negatives have become a necessary 
preliminary to their right interpretation. Now, 
if we could somehow manage to lay aside our 
theological prepossessions, if we could forget 
for a moment that the first eleven chapters of 
Genesis are not part of the Bible, and could 
allow them to make their own natural impres- 
sion upon us, it is difficult to believe that they 
would not at once and irresistibly suggest in 
what manner they are to be interpreted. 
Only Legend 
If, for example, we read in any other book 
that a serpent talked with a woman in a gar- 
den; that in that same garden God himself 
walked in the cool of the day ; that the sons 
of God took unto thein wives-of the daughters 
of men, and as a result the earth was peopled 
with ia race of giants ; if, I say, we read things 



like this in any other book, we should never 
dream of taking them as the sober record of 
actual facts. We should say at once, "This 
is not history ; this is myth, legend, allegory." 
It is interesting to observe the impression pro- 
duced by these early Biblical narratives on the 
mind of one who was both a great historian 
and a good churchman. 

"I hold," writes Professor Freeman, "and I 
see nothing in our formulas to hinder me from 
holding that a great part of the early Hebrew 
history, as of all other history, is simply le- 
gendary. I never read any German books on 
these matters at all, but came to the .conclusion 
simply from the analogy supplied by my own 
historical studies." And such, it seems to 
me, is the impression which these narratives 
naturally produce on an unbiased mind. And 
when, further, we examine them in the light 
of modern knowledge we see at once how im- 
possible it is to treat them as real sources of 
science or history. This is what, very briefly, 
we must now seek to do. 

The Creation 
We must begin with the story of Creation. 
Now, we are all familiar with the attempts 
the well-meant, but wholly mistaken and 
fruitless attempts, which from time to time 
have been made to demonstrate the identity 
of the order of Creation as it is given in the 
Book of Genesis with that revealed by modern 
science. And this, at least, will be readily 
conceded even by those who regard all the ef- 
forts of the reconciler with the most hardened 
scepticism, namely, that of all the cosmogonies 
which have come down to us from the ancient 
world, that of the Bible approaches nearest to 
the conclusions of science. When, however, 
not content with this, we go on to claim that 
the secrets which the mind of man is slowly 
spelling out from the rocks and stars were re-, 
vealcd to the writers of Genesis years ago, 
science' simply laughs us to scorn. There is 
no need to repeat the facts which have been 
so often adduced to illustrate the incompati- 
bility of the Biblical and scientific account of 
the Creation. Christian scholars on all sides 
now frankly recognize that the efforts of the 
reconcilers were based on a fundamental mis- 
conception, and that the apparent harmonies 
which they succeeded in establishing were only 
obtained by adopting a system of cxigesis 
which, if it were applied throughout, would 
end in making the Bible mean "anything the 
individual interpreter wished it to mean. 

Closely associated with the Creation nar- 
rative of Genesis is the question of the an- 
tiquity of man. Now, as every Bible student 
is aware, our chronological data for the be- 
ginnings of Old Testament history are ex- 
tremely uncertain. The figures in our Bible 
agree neither with those of the Samaritan Pen- 
tateuch nor with those of the Septaugint; but 
even if we take the figures most favorable for 
our purpose, it is impossible to push back the 
creation of man more than about 7,000 years 
from the present time. Yet this is a limit 
which science today, with all her many voices, 
unhesitatingly 1 ejects. The Assyrologist tells 
us that long before B. C. 4000 the beginnings 
of civilization are to be found in Babylon. In 
the British Museum there are many objects 
with inscriptions marked with a date 4500 B.C. 
Egyptian exploration tells the same, story, 
and when we listen to the students of lan- 
guage, of the rocks, and above all of man him- 
, self, we are assured with even greater cm- 
nhasis that the date of man's first appearance 
upon the earth must be pushed back to a time 
distant from ours, not by thousands, but rather 
by tens of thousands of years. 

Aged Humanity 
Now, of all these things it is needless to 
say the Bible story knows nothing. It not 
only gives no account of them, but it leaves 
no room for them. We have, therefore, no al- 
ternative but to conclude, with Doctor Driver, 
that the vicissitudes through which the hu- 
man race passed have been far more diversi- 
fied, and must have occupied a far longer 
period to accomplish than is allowed by the 
Biblical narrative. 

What is to be said of the remarkable lon- 
gevity which these early narratives attribute 
to the patriarchs? Did Methuselah really live 
to be 969? Had Noah a son born to him when 
he was 500 years old? It is, to say the least, 
extremely difficult to take such statements 
seriously. In the case of Methuselah, for ex- 
ample, it is as if we should be asked to believe 
that a man who was turned twenty when 
William the Conqueror landed in Great Britain 
could be alive today. If it is urged that the 
difference in the structure of the human body 
or in the conditions of the human life may 
once have made possible what is now impos- 
sible, the answer is of course that neither 
physiology nor any other records of man's 
life in the centuries before Abraham which 
we possess afford us any warrant for suppos- 
ing that such, differences ever existed. 
The Flood 

Into the almost interminable discussions 
which have gathered about the story of the 
flood I have no time now to enter. Suffice it 
lo say that this also belongs to the world- of 
legend rather than of history. That some ter- 
rible cataclysm that once overtook the original 
seat of the Semitic race lies behind our Old 
Testament story is probably true; but the 
narrative as it stands is plainly unhistoric. 
Probably no intelligent person now believes 
in a universal deluge which submerged the 
tops of the highest mountains over the whole 
earth. But even the substitution of a partial 
for a universal flood docs not carry us far 
along the road to credibility. Egypt, we know 
— to say nothing of any other countries — was 



a scat of civilized life long before the time of 
Noah; .but the flood which spread from 
Babylonia to Egypt presents practically the 
same physical impossibilities as are presented 
by the supposition of a universal deluge If, 
on the otlier hand, Egypt was not overtaken by 
the disaster, what becomes of the plain state- 
ment of the Biblical writers that all mankind 
save Noah and his family were for their wick- 
edness swept from all the face of the earth? 
True Value 

Now, thus far it will be observed our re- 
sults have been mainly negative. It now re- 
mains for us to ask: If these things are so, 
what is the true character of these Bible 
stories? What is their worth for us? And, 
above all,; why have they a place in our sa- 
cred Scripture's? 

But before seeking for an answer to these 
questions, let me call your attention to two 
facts which may tend to relieve the. apprehen- 
sion with which some, perhaps, have listened 
to the results just briefly set forth. In the 
first place, it should be distinctly understood 
that these statements are. in no sense of the 
nature of concessions extorted by the thorns of 
unbelief from (he reluctant hands of faith. 

They arc believing men who say these 
things. With the help of that science of liter- 
ary and historical criticism which is one of 
God's best gifts to the intellectual life of our 
generation, they have examined anew this an- 
cient Hebrew literature, and now this, they 
say, is what the Bible- really means. But this 
is not concession; it is interpretation. More- 
over, it is well known to everyone who is in 
touch with the best literature of our time, that 
conclusions such as these which I have out- 
lined above are accepted not only by higher 
critics but by men whose praise is in all the 
churches for their exposition and defence of 
the Christian Gospel. It would be easy to mul- 
tiply illustrations, but I content myself with 
two. 

The late Dr. Dale of Birmingham was per- 
haps the foremost of orthodox evangelical 
English theologians during the last century, 
and this is how, in his "Christian Doctrine," 
he speaks of the stories in the early part of 
the Book of Genesis: "They are not ordinary 
myths," he says, "for the ordinary myth is 
the growth of the popular imagination, uncon- 
trolled by the Divine revelation. But," he 
goes on, "these stories have a mythical form. 
They may have been constructed from popu- 
lar myths still more ancient than this is. They 
belong to the same 'class of literature. They 
have to be interpreted in the same way." 

From Dr; Dale l"turn to Dr. Denny of 
Glasgow. I meet, by the ' way, a good many 
ministers who find Dr. Denny's theology too 
orthodox for them. For myself, I will con- 
fess I find it almost wholly satisfying. Well, 
here is before us: "No one," he says— I am 
quoting his little book, "Studies in Theology" 
— "no one who knows what science or history 
is can imagine that either science or history is 
to be found in the first three chapters of Gen- 
esis. The plain truth — and we have no reason 
to hide it — is that we do not know the begin- 
nings of man's life, of his history, of his sin. 
We do not know them historically on historical 
evidence, and we should be content to let them 
remain in the dark till science throws what 
light it can upon them." 

Mythological Era 
' Nor must it be supposed— and this is the 
second reassuring fact to which I invite your 
attention — that our uncertainty about the early 
Biblical narratives in any wise affects the 
trustworthiness of the genuinely historical 
portions of the Old Testament. The truth is, 
as Dr. Denny points out, there is a stage 
through which the human mind passes in all 
races— a stage at which, long before he is 
capable of science or history, man both asks 
and answers questions to which only science 
or history can give the true answer. That 
stage we call the mythological. We know 
that other races passed through it. Why 
should it surprise us to find the Hebrews 
sharing, in this respect, the common intellec- 
tual lot of mankind? 

"But," cry some timorous souls, "if one 
part of my Bible is mythical, how do I know 
that any part of it is historical?" To which 
once more the simple answer is, "We must 
use our common sense," What do we do, for 
example, when we are reading the History of 
England? Mr. John Richard Greene, in his 
"Short History of the English People," tells 
us that few of the many stories concerning 
the good King Alfred are more than mere 
legends. Now, when we come upon a saying 
like that do we immediately give ourselves up ' 
to universal scepticism? Do we argue that 
unless we can be sure of Alfred and his cakes 
we cannot be sure of anything — not even of 
the Spanish Armada or battle of AVaterloo? 
Of course we don't. We know that there arc 
myths, and we know that there is history; and 
we refuse to allow the certainties of history, 
which rest upon their own proper evidence, 
to be in any wise affected by the uncertainties 
of mythology. And the 'same common sense 
method of judgment which we apply to the 
History of England wc must apply also to 
History of Israel. 

Early Questions 

Now. let us return to take up the questions 
which a few minutes ago I stated but left un- 
answered. What is the true character of these 
early Bible stories? What is their worth to 
us? And, above all, why have they a place 
in our sacred Scriptures? I said just now that 
there is a stage at which long before he is 
capable of science or history, man begins to 
ask himself questions concerning the origin 



of the world and life and human society. It 
was so that the Hebrews of these chapters 
revealed to us the working of the Hebrew mind 
in the presence of its own inevitable early 
questions. They embodied in popular form 
the traditions of their race concerning the be- 
ginning of things. 

Further, it is a now well recognized fact 
that those traditions were not the peculiar 
possession of the Hebrew people, but were, 
more or less, common to the whole family of 
Semitic nations to which Israel belonged. Re- 
cent discoveries prove that the Babylonians 
also had their stories of the creation, the fall, 
and the flood — stories so closely resembling in 
many details in the narratives of Genesis that 
it is impossible to believe that they can be in- 
dependent of each other. 

Such, stated in brief, in the most summary 
fashion, seems to be the nature and origin of 
these ancient narratives. But, as you will see, 
our most urgent, questions still remain unan- 
swered. If that is all that is to be said for 
these early chapters of the Bible, why are they 
there at all? Why, some one may blunder- 
ingly ask — should we any longer load our 
Bible with this antiquarian lumber? Why not 
throw it over without more ado, and let the 
book begin with Chapter XII. — the call of 
Abraham? But most emphatically this is not 
all that is to be said, for these early narratives. 
If it were, we may be quite sure, they would 
not be in our Bible to trouble us today; the 
common sense of mankind would have made 
short work of them centuries ago. It is one 
of the golden rules of all criticism, gentle- 
men, that whatever has been long respected is 
probably respectable; and the very fact that 
these chapters still stand where they do — the 
gateway to the world's greatest treasure house 
of literature and religion and life — ought in it- 
self to be sufficient to silence the sorry jests 
with which so often dull witlings have as- 
sailed it. Why then, while frankly declaring 
that these chapters have no value as science 
or history, do wc still insist that nevertheless 
they are an integral part of that Word which 
God has given for the guidance and instruc- 
tion of His children upon earth? 

Religious Worth 

The answer, in one word, is their supreme 
religious worth. Let us boldly submit the 
whole matter to the test of experience. So far 
as men have gone to these chapters for 
science they have been misled, and the les- 
sons thus learned have had subsequently to 
be unlearned. But when, instead, they have 
gone to them for religion, and for religion only, 
all future teaching, though it has had much 
to add, has had nothing to take away. It 
simple matter of fact to which multitudes, in 
all ages have set their seal, that these old- 
world stories have put them into the posses- 
sion of truths concerning God to the power 
and reality of which all experience bears wit- 
ness. Indeed, Dr. Denny does not hesitate 
to say that the man who cannot hear God 
speak to him in the story of creation and the 
fall will never hear God's voice anywhere. 

It is not possible now to go through these 
narratives in detail. If it were, we should find 
that each in turn would yield its own deposit 
of abiding truth. Thus the story of the crea- 
tion sets forth the sovereignty of the Creator; 
that is its great theme; it is one long adoring 
delineation of God— loving, yearning, willing, 
working in creation. Its interest is not in 
the work, but the worker. Its subject is not 
the creation, but the Creator. What it gives 
us is not a worm, but a God. Closely linked 
with this is the doctrine of man's nature, in- 
herent dignity and greatness. Formed from 
the dust of the earth, he is thus far one with 
the rest of nature. Made in the likeness and 
the image of God, he is lifted immeasurably 
above all other created beings. Then in the 
story of the fall we learn how, by sin, man is 
deceived, and God's fair handiwork marred, 
and the garden of life left desolate. And sin — 
and this is the story of the flood — when it is 
full grown brmgeth forth death. 

It is for the sake of these great religious 
truths, not for their own sakes, that these old- 
world traditions arc reproduced by the writers 
of Scripture, in order, as Dr. Davidson says, 
that those who read them may take up a right 
religious attitude towards the world, find their 
true bearings, as it were, in contemplating 
creation, and know of the beginnings of hu- 
man history. And further, it is when we study 
them from this point of view— the religious 
point of view, that is— that we see by how im- 
measurable a height these narratives are cut 
off from the old Babylonian cosmogonies, to 
which in their outer framework they are so 
closely akin. Scholars today arc in the habit, 
very naturally, of noting the striking resem- 
blances which exist in that family of ancient 
traditions to which, as we have seen, the 
Biblical narratives belong. Nor have we any 
reason to complain, .for the resemblances only 
tend to throw into sharper relief the more 
striking differences. Let any one who has 
read the translation of the Assyrian creation 
tablet deciphered in 1870 by Mr. George 
Smith, imagine what it would mean were we 
to substitute that for the sublime chapter 
with which our Bible opens. The absurdities, 
the grossness, the polytheism of the one, find 
no place in the other. The chaff of hurtful 
error has been winnowed away, and there 
remains only the wholesome grain of Divine 
truth. Just as Shakespeare would take the 
coarse hempen fibre of some old Italian tale 
or English chronicle, and with magic fingers 
weave from it his own shining cloth of gold, 
so did the sacred writers transform and trans- 
figure the traditions of the past until, though 
not. destroying the power of the earthly ro- 



mance of Semitic thought, they became white 
and glistening so as no fuller on earth can 
white them. 

Seems Incredible 

To some minds, however, it will seem a 
thing incredible that God should make use of 
myths in making known His will to mankind. 
Dr. Goldwin Smith, for example, in an essay 
on "The Church of the Old Testament"— an 
essay which, mournful reading as it is, may 
at ieast serve one useful purpose in showing 
how at every turn the literalist plays into the 
hands of the rationalist — Dr. Goldwin Smith 
takes for granted that of course inspiration 
can have no concord with myths; that when 
you admit the one you rule out the other. But 
this is an entire misconception, and no one can 
know better than Dr. Smith that the contempt 
with which some people are wont to look down 
on myths is really radically unscientific. As 
a great Greek historian has pointed out, there 
is a period in the development of 'a people's in- 
tellectual life when myths ponstitute its en- 
tire intellectual stock; they are the sole, liter- 
ary form through which at that period the 
mind of the age is able to express itself. Why 
then should it surprise us to find that Hebrew 
literature presents another illustration of a 
practically universal phenomenon? And if, as 
has often been pointed out, probably every 
form of literary composition known to the He- 
brews was utilized as a vehicle of divine truth, 
and is represented in the Old Testament, why 
should not the mythical also find its place side 
by side with the rest? And still further, if, 
as someone has asked, the poems of Homer 
were an educational force in ancient Greece, 
why should it be deemed incredible that le- 
gends of primitive history and idealized tra- 
ditions of natural heroes, only inspired by a 
higher and better religious spirit, and ex- 
emplifying not the conflicts and jealousies of 
gods and godesses, but the purposes and char- 
acter of the one true God and His dealings 
with his children, should exert a similar 
power in Israel, and should be incorporated 
by the prophets and teachers of the nation as a 
treasured heirloom in their sacred books? 
Great Advantages 

To begin with, this method of interpreta- 
tion makes quite superfluous and irrational 
those unhappy devices by which good men 
have so often sought to bridge the imaginary 
gulf which divides the conclusions of science 
on one hand from the teachings of Genesis on 
the other. It is a sight to move one to tears 
to see a devout scientist like Philip H. Gosse, 
unable to shut his eyes to the plain testimony 
of the rocks., yet resolved that geology should 
not get. the better of Genesis, and in his de- 
spair hazarding the suggestion that when, six 
thousand years ago, the Avorld came from the 
Creator's hands, the fossils lay ready-made in 
the strata of the rocks. 

On the other hand, the modern interpre- 
tation of the Old Testament completely cuts 
away the ground from under the feet of the 
Secularists. It is a significant fact that neither 
Charles Bradlaugh in England nor Colonel In- 
gersol in America has had any successor. 
Again, it is safe to predict they never will. 
And why? Because our changed methods of 
interpretation have robbed them of the mis- 
erable wares which formed their whole stock- 
in-trade. 

Nor is this all. Read in the new light 
which modern scholarship has given us, the 
Book of Genesis will be no more a burden on 
young, thoughtful, sensitive minds. The stu- 
dent at the university will no longer torture 
himself with the fear that through loyalty to 
truth he may become recreant to his father's 
faith. Henceforth we can say to him, boldly 
and with a good conscience, "Welcome all 
truth as God's truth. - Be sure that since God 
is one, what He has taught in one place can 
never contradict what He has taught in an- 
other." 

Great Message 
Last, and most important of all, we are 
learning with a new emphasis that the great 
message of Genesis, and indeed of the whole 
Bible, is God. As long as wc bifsied ourselves 
among the little by-paths of the Bible there 
was always a danger that wc might miss the 
broad highway. As long as wc thought of it 
as a kind of "Enquire Within Upon Every- 
thing," it was always easy to allow ourselves 
to be distracted by the merely curious and 
trifling. The Bible is indeed a manifold book, 
as wide in its outlook as human lives, but its 
supreme message first, last, everywhere is 
God. God, always God. And just as men cut 
down trees to let in the sunlight, so the strong 
hand of scholarship — which is God's servant 
and ours — are clearing away the thick undcr- 
growths of human tradition so that henceforth 
when we lift up our eyes, we may see nothing 
and no erne save God only.
